10 lS DETERMINED PURSUERS 


Negro Has Cleverly Evaded All Efforts of the Searchers To 
Effect His Capture 


GRIM MEN ARE FOLLOWING HIM 


* LateReports Announce That His Capture 
Is Expected, 


NEGROES DRIVEN FROM PALMETTO 


Excitement Still Continues Intense, 
and It Is Openly Declared That 
if Sam Hose Is Brought in 
Alive He Will Be 
Burned. 


By Daniel Oarey. 


Palmetto, Ga, April 15.—(Special.)—Like 
a will o’ the wisp Sam Hose has today 
evaded all efforts to effect his capture. He 
has concealed himself in swamps, he has 
dodged his pursuers when they thought 
his capture only a matter of a few hours, 
and has slipped almost from beneath their 
‘touch, which will not be gentle. 

He has proven himself almost as shrewd 
as those who are hunting for him, but not 
quite. At a late hour tonight word was 
received here that the posse is hot on the 
trail near LaGrange, and it is now 
thought, even by those who were disposed 
to believe the negro had escaped, that he 
will be brought to Ralmetto this after- 
noon or that his bulletyriddled body will 
be left swinging fo a limb by those who 
are now running him down t his doom. 

With unabated zeal and with\tireless en- 
ergy the search for Hose ha 
today. This negro, the murdeter of Alfred 
Cranford and the assailant of his wife, is 
being tracked swiftly and with accuracy 
who have so 
would do 


by cool, determined men, 
far done what they said they 
when they left their homes to begin the 
search, and what the women advised them 
to do—remain away until every trace of 
the negro had vanished. 

Undaunted by failure, they have followed 
every trail, they have left clews: after fol- 
lowing them for hours to find them worth- 


less for fresher traces of the negro, ani f 


every failure has but served to spur them 
to renewed effort. Since early last Thurs- 
day morning, ten hours after the crimes 
had been committed, this search has con- 
tinued. Although almost exhausted in 
body from sleeplessness and fatigue, the 
parties are still pushing on, not with the 
same vigor with which they set out, but 
with, if possfble, greater determination to 
capture the fleeing negro. 
Excitement Continues. 

At this place the intense excitement con- 
tinues. Never before in the history of the 
town has its people been so wrought up. 
The residents have shown no disposition 
to abandon the search in the immediate 
neighborhood of Palmetto; their ardor has 
In no dégree cooled, and if Sam Hose is 
brought here by his captors he will be 
publicly burned at the stake as an example 
to members of his race who are sald to 
have been causing the residents of thie 
vicinity trouble for some time. 

There is, however, little probability of 
the capture of the negro while he Its alive. 
He is known to be a desperate character, 
or had such a reputation among the people 
of this place and of Coweta county, even 
before his crimes of Wednesday night. It

The searching party is divided into sev- 
eral bodies, but possibly the greatest inter- 
est is centered in the man who fis following 
some negro, believed to be Hose, down the 
Southern railroad toward Savannah. This 
man is a resident of Palmetto, and is one 
of the tireless and courageous citizens of 
this place. He telephoned from Barnesville 
Friday night that he believed the negro 
had@ gone to Macon on a freight train, and 


announced his intention of following. 


Yesterday morning word was _ received 
from him from. Macon, stating that he 
had traced his man to several places in 
Macon, both by his attempt at passing 
confederate money, which he obtained 
from the Cranford home on the night of 
the murder, and by description. Shortly 
afterwards a message was received from 
the same man saying the negro he was 
following had left Macon for Savannah. 
The Palmetto resident said he would con- 
tinue the search, and left Macon this 
morning-on an early train. 

Ten Minutes To Leave. 

Palmetto residents are determined to rid 
their neighborhood of what they believe to 
be undesirable persons, and with this ob- 
ject in view they yesterday morning gave 
John Floyd, a young negro, ten: minutes 
in which to leave town. The negro was ap- 
proached openly at his home during the 
morning and was told that he had ten 
minutes in which to say goodby to his 
family. 

For several minutes he loitered around, 
and was then told that when the ten 
minutes allowed him for preparation for 
departure had expired he would be shot 
through the heart. There was the ring of 
earnestness in the words he heard, and he 
no longer hesitated. He wore his hat at 
the time, but did not stop to reach for his 
coat, and as he left at a brisk walk, ex- 
claimed: ‘‘Fo’ Gawd sake: Yo’ ain’t neber 
g@wine ter see me ’round dis here place no 
more."” When Floyd was safely out of gun- 
range he began running, an@ whens last 
seen was going in the direction of “Atlanta. 

More Negroes Leave. 

Yesterday four negroes left Palmetto 
with their families, having. been notified to 
depart by notices tacked jn public places 
throughout the city. They are Ben Bridges, 
Tom Jackson, Noah Zellers and Professor 
Kelly. Two other negroes, George Tatum 
and John Jamison, both of whom were in 
the warehouse when the negroes were kill- 
ed several weeks ago, but who escaped in- 
jury, were also notitied t6 leave; but they 
are in the county jail at kairburn, and 
when told of the warning; said they wouid 
not mind obeying, 

Professor Kelly, a negro schoo) teacher, 
left early Wednesday morning. He had 
opened his school’ near Palmetto, when 
Some one informed him that he had been 
publicly warned fe leave. kelly took his 
hat and coat and left for parts unknown at 
once, not even waiting to dismiss from 
school the children he was teaching. 

George Woodward and dienry isrigzs; two 
negroes, Voiuntarily left with their Lutnilies 
yesterday morning, going to Atlania.

With unusual persistence, the searchers 
at Hogansville are tuday following the 
trail of their man. ‘This is the same party 
which, Friday night, chased a negro Sup- 
posed to be Sum Hose and answering to his 
description through Mou‘eland and the gur- 
rounding country, and the vosse is etill af- 
ter the samc man. As the day passed they 
were drawing closer to him, and every time 
he was heard from, the distance between 
pursuers and pursued Was less, 

Late this afternoon this party wired to 
Palmetto that unless the negro made some 
move not then anticipated by the search- 
ers he would be captured tonight, and 
many residents of this place surround both 
the telegraph and telephone offices as this 
is being written with the expectation of 
hearing of the.capture. If this party is 
lHlose and succeeds in taking him 
alive, Palmetio will be deserted tonight, 
as the residents will go to meet the captors 
with their prize. 

It was this party which is said to have 
taken drastic measures this morning to ex- 
tract Knowledge from a negro; but if the 
man Knew anything, according to report, 
he did not tell it. He was found near 
Mountville, just after the party left that 
place, it ts said, and was thought to know 
of the direction in which the negro supposed 
to be Hose had gone. The strange negro 
represented that he knew nothing. 

A rope is said to have been placed around 
his neck, and he was led to a nearby tree, 


after 


where he was informed that unless he told 


in which direction the fugitive had gone, 
within two minutes opportunity for telling 
would be gone. With his knees trembling 
and with his entire body quaking with 
fear, the negro swore that he knew nothing. 
The party then allowed him to go, being 
satisfied that had he known he would have 
told. 
A Frightened Merchant. 

It was this same party which badly 
frightened a merchant at St. Marks, be- 
tween Mountville and Hogansville today. 
<With three days’ grow-h of beard on their 
faces and with their clothes soiled from 
constant pursuit, the party trooped into 
the store of the merchant and the leader 


| informed him that the members of the par- 


ty would like to speak with him privately 
for a few moments. 

The merchant stood still for a moment, 
his jaw dropping and then Ike a flash’ he 
darted through a rear door, leaving the 
party in possession of his store. He was 
seen running toward the woods as fast as 
his legs could carry him, and could not be 
induced to stop by friendly shouts. A res!i- 
dent of that neighborhood finally under- 
‘took to tell him who composed the party in 
his store, and the merchant returned to 
his place of business. He said he thought 
he had been attacked by brigands. He told 
what he knew of the direction taken by 
the negro and the searchers pushed on. 

Searching the Neighborhood. 

Sam Hose is believed by many to still be 
in the vicinity of the place where his 
crimes of Wednesday night were com- 
mitted. Tonight a party assembled neur 
the Cranford home to go on a qulet search 
for the negro throughout the entire neigh- 
borhood, and if he is there he will probably 
be captured before morning unless some of 
his friends learn of the intended hunt and 
warn him, 

There are only a few in this party, not 
more than ten, and it is the intention to 
Visit all the old haunts of the negro and 
to steal quietly through the woods with 
the hope of catching him in an unguarded 
moment 

An idea of public sentiment not only here, 
but in Coweta, Pike, Meriwether and Pauld- 
ing, ail of which counties have been vis- 
ited by the searching parties, may be had 
from the aid given the various posses. Not 
only have women cheered them on while 
the men waved their hats and gave vent 
to other demonstrations of sympathy as the 
party passed, but practical aid has been 
rendered the searchers. 

Horses and mutes have been taken from 
between the plowshares to be riddén by 
the members of the posse and buggies 
have been given them. When the search- 
ers left Palmetto and other places in this 
vicinity they were on foot; now they are 
mounted or are in buggies. The -horses 
and conveyances are driven about ten or 
fifteen miles and then sent back to their 
owners and fresh teams are secured. 

If determination, energy and persistence 
count for anything, Sam Hose will pay 
the penalty for his crime and it Is only 
feared here that his captors wifll kill him 
on sight Instead of bringing him here for 
the death in contémplation for him at this 
place, - .

HOSE ALMOST IN THEIR GRASP. 


FALSE REPORT SAVED THE NE- 
GRO LAST FRIDAY NIGHT. 


But for Being Called Off Trail, Griffin 
Citizens Believe They Would 
Have Caught Murderer. 


ee eee oe ~——— - 


Griffin, Ga. April 15.—(Special.)—Had 
not some one sent a dispatch yesterday to 
the posse which for the past few days has 
been pursuing Sam Hose, the negro would 
have already paid the penalty for his hor- 
rible crime. 

When the ‘dispatch was received by the 
posse stating that Hose had been arrested 
and carried to Palmetto, they had the mur- 
derer and assailant located, and would 
doubtless have captured him before the 
sun rose this morning. After receiving the 
dispatch the men supposed they were on 
the wrong track and dispersed, ieaving 
liose to go his way unpursued. 

The persons sending the dispatch which 
called off his pursuers evidently had what 
they considered authentic information of 
the arrest of Hose, but it proved to be a 
serious mistake. 

Abe Rogowskie, of this city, Was one of 
the posse, and to%a Call reporter today 
he related how the negro was tracked from 
place to place. Hose was first heard of 
at Digby, and from there he went to Drew- 
ryville, where he tried to pass a $> confed- 
erate bill. 

He was followed to Hollonville, and there 
he again attempted to pass the confeder- 
ate money for some tobacco at Mr, Mar- 
shall’s store. 

The posse was not very far behind the 
negro and pushed on with all possible haste 
until they reached J. P. Crawford's plan- 
tation, about a mile and a half this side of 
Concord. 

They learned from Mr: Crawford that 
a negro filling the description of Hose had 
applied to him that morning about 10 
o'clock, asking. for employment, claiming 
he was from Jasper county... He was hired, 
and left saying he would return this morn- 
ing and go to work. 

In a negro house on this plantation were 
found the blood-stained clothes which Hose 
had left to be washed, with the under- 
standing that he would call for them last 
night. 

The pursuers were then satisfied they 
were on the right track and would capture 
the negro before midnight. 

Shortly afterwards'a dispatch was re- 
ceived stating that Hose had been cap- 
tured and carried to Palmetto, where he 
would be dealt with at once. 

The men were non-plused at this inform- 
ation and wired for fuller particulars, stat- 
ing that they were sure they had the right 
man located. 

The message came to them again that 
Sam Hose was beyond all doubt under ar- 
rest in Palmetto, and it was then that the 
neighbors of Mr. and Mrs. Cranford gave 
up the chase and hastened back to Pal- 
metto hoping to get there in time to wit- 
ness the death. 

Mr. Rogowskie says a few members of the 
party remained in the neighborhood sev- 
eral hours longer, and then went to Con- 
cord for the night. He was indignant 
when he learned the negro had not been 
arrested, and was confident his party would 
have caught Hose but for the unfortunate 
dispatch. 

Citizens living in Concord still belleve the

negro is in that neighborhood, and at 10 
o'clock this morning wired to Griffin for 
& posse to come down and help them to 
capture him. 

The posse was formed, and left about 
noon, but nothing has been heard from it, 
and it is feared the negro has escaped.

Editor Ccnstitution—The recent terrible 
murder and assault in the Cranford fam- 
dly, near Palmetto, by the negro, Sam Hose, 
has developed the fact that many farm- 
ers of this county are making prepara- 
tions to move to town. This is one aspect 
of the race problem which confronts the 
country—not as a theory, but a fact—that 
challenges the serious attention and con- 
sideration of the thinking men of today. 
Every time one of these terrible and in- 
Human crimes occur it means the loss to 
the farming interests of the community in 
which it happens of not less than half a 
dozen good farmers and their families, who 
move to town to escape the danger of ‘such 
occurretices. Besides, it has its effect in a 
like manner on those who live in other 
rural districts, 

As a result of all this, the country is 
being annually deprived of its talent and 
capital, and if this state of affairs is to 
continue, the time will come when what 
were splendid plantations, occupied 
by intelligent and prosperous owners, sur- 
rgunded by plenty, will be left almost 
Wholly in the hands of tenants and shift- 
less negroes. The towns and cities, already 
crowded, will be overrgn with people who 
will have nothing to do, and thousands 
of young men will be loitering on the 
Streets of the towns in vice and idleness. 

This statement is not overdrawn, because 
the evidences of its verity are already apy 
parent, and every year but increases the 
number. Those who are thus deserting. the 
farms and taking refuge in the towns are 
not to blame for it, because the conditions 
are such as to justify them in so doing, 
although at great personal loss “fo them- 
Selves and the farming interests of the 
country. They are naturally uneasy, know- 
ing that a similar fate and calamity is 
likely to befall them and theirs any time. 

Just so long as this state of affairs con- 
tinues, just so long will mobs and lynch- 
ings be in order. Governors may offer the 
customary rewards, newspapers may pub- 
lish the usual denuneiatory editorials and 
the various evangelical associations and 
other organizations may meet and pass 
the usual resolutions, all these things are 
to be expected, and ‘are good-humoredly 
taken for granted, but they will have no 
more effect, so long as the causes exist. 
than the blowing of the winds. 

If our statesmen and the administrations, 
both state and federal, would turn their 
attention to this growing evil at home, and 
evolve some feasible remedy for it, the 
time and money thus spent would be a 
more profitable investment than trying to 
subjugate foreign territory which we do 
not need.

Curry’s defense will be that he fired at 
the prisoner in the discharge of his duty 
and military law will enter into the trial 
in the civil court.

CROKER ON WITNESS STAND.

GERMAN GABINET IS 
SEVERELY CENSURED 


Press Is Net Satisfled at All with Samoan 
Situation. 


LEADERS ARE BADLY ABUSED 


Von Buelow’s Reply Is Given the Sup- 
port of the Loyalists. 


COMMISSION IS EXPECTED TO WORK 


Feeling Throughout the Kingdom Is 
Directed Against Great Britain 
More Than United States. 


Beriine, April 15—-The Samoan question con- 
tinued to overshadow ali others during the 
week, so much so that the interest in the 
Subject has even seized the masses. 

The most remarkable feature of the af- 
fair is the united daily onslaught made by 
the entire agrarian, anti-semite and part 
of the conservative and national lMberal 
press on the cabinet, especially on. the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Baron Von Buelow, 
who is charged with folsowing a vacillating 


policy and yielding too much ‘to “British | 


insolence and yankee, impudence,” 

A regular campaign of abuse has been 
opened against the leaders in foreign poli- 
tics, many of the utterances being of un- 
usual vigor for the German press condi- 
tions, 

It is learned on good authority that the 
aim of this is to discredit Baron Von Bue- 
low with the emperor, force his retirement 
and prejudice public opinion and the reichs- 
tag against the United States, and thus 
defeat the meat inspection bill, which is 
considered by agrarians to be too favorable 
to America and too harmful to Germany. 

The Vossiche Zeitung compares the for- 
mer cessions to the United States by 
France, Spain and Russia with the present 
movement in the British West Indies, and 
pays: 

“All the countries subsequently regret- 
ted their sales ard-Engiand has no need 
to yield valuable possessions in the West 
Indies so long as she is annexing -worth- 
less territories in Africa and 
Surely Yankee greed at this, the first op- 
portunitv, seems to demonstrate that the 
British-American friendship wil not be of 
long duration.” 

Necessity of Larger Navy. 

A number of papers also point out the 
absolute necessity of a-larger navy. ‘The 
semi-official Post, in an inspired article, 
says: 

“It is probable that the Samoan dif- 
ficulties would not have arisen if the other 


countries had to reckon with a strong 
German fleet ready for any emergency.”

New York, Aprf! 15.—The dollar Jefferson 
dinner of the Chicago platform democrats 
at the Grand Central palace tonight, in 
point of mumbers, was one of the biggest 
affairs ever held in this city. Nearly 3,000 
men and women sat down at iong tables in 
the various rooms of the big palaca There 
were ail Kinds of people there, dressed in 
all kinds of clothes. There were four Jap- 
anese and three Chinese present, but the 
Chinese were metely spectators, and sat up 
in the second gallery. They said they had 
come to see Bryan. « 

The main hall presented a different 
aspect from that of the Metropolitan 
opera house at the $10 dinner of the 
Democratic Club. There was no flow- 
er embellishment, but just great long 
avenues of tables covered with plain 


white plates. 

The only ornamentations were bunches 
of celery and granite-ware coffee pots. The 
boxes about the hall were festooned with 
flags, with silken banners suspended be- 
tween the flags. At the back of the stage 
were two American flags draped, one bear- 
ing the portrait of Jefferson and the other 
that of Bryan. Small portraits of Bryan 
were interspersed between the flags on the 
balconies. 

On the stage was an immense floral horse- 
shoe of carnations, roses and heliotrope. 
It had, worked in flowers, the words, 
‘‘Women’s Bryan League.” Below the red 
carnations in white roses was the name 
Surrounding all were the. numer- 
als “16 to 1."" Back on one of the cane-bot- 
tom chairs was a magnificent bouquet of 
roses, American Beauties. But not even 
on the guests’ table was there & single 
flower. 

Looking from the top tier the hall pre- 
sented a scene such as is seen at western 
barbecues or Rhode Island clam bakes. A 
brass band of thirty-five pieces on the bai- 
cony, discoursed music throughout the 
evening. The diners began to arrive at the 
Grand Central palace at 5 o’clock. 

There were 150 policemen in and about the 
piace, 

The women to the number of 475 dined in 
the long hall just off the second gallery. 
They sat down to the tables at 5:30 o'clock. 
The first excitement of the evening oc- 
curred when the Russian-American Demo- 
cratic Association, 28 strong, from the 
eighth assembly district, marched in. They 
were received with cheers. 

There was no concerted attempt to seat 
the 3,000 diners simultaneously. All were 
told to go in sit down. About 7 o'clock 
nearly every seat of the men's tables was 
occupied, and the service began. Over 600 
Waiters gtarted into the main hall with 
soup a few minutes before 7 o'clock. The 
menu included soup, fish, roast beef, tur- 
key, ice cream, coffee and cigars.

Three thousand bottles of wine were 
served. 

William Jennings Bryan did not arrive 
‘until shortly after 7 o'clock. Crowds on the 
outside signaled his appearance by tremen- 
dous cheering. He came in a cad, and was 
escorted through a tremendous crowd to the 
waiting room outside the main hall. Here 
he shook hands with the committee. Then 
he was escorted to the guests’ table, a lang 
table In front of the Riatform. Following 
came the speakers of the evening. 

The band played ‘‘Hail to the Chief” 
as Bryan was hurried down one of the 
main aisles. There was tremendous 
cheering and waving of napkins. 


Diners stood on chairs and tables waving 
frantically. The demonstration lasted for 
five minutes. 

Among those who sat at the guests’ table 
were: 

James R. Brown, presiding; on his right, 
W. J. Bryan; on his left, Charles A. Towne, 
of Minnesota; O. H. P. Belmont, William 
S. McNary, secretary of the state and 
democratic committee of Minnesota; Mayor 
J. lL, Rhymooks, of Covington, Ky.; Bolton 
Hall, George Frederick Williams, ex-Con- 
gressman William E. Ryan, of Rochester; 
A. 8. Townson, of Virginia; Colonel Thomas 
Smith, of Virginia, and John Clark Rid- 
path. 

The crowd was a thoroughly representa- 
tive one, an@ before the dinner was con- 
cluded hundreds of the diners left their 
seats and crowded about the guests’ table 
and began to shake hands with Colonel 
Bryan. This was stopped with much diffie 
culty. 

At 9 o'clock the committee and@ the speak- 
ers ascended to the platform. 


Bryan received a vociferous ova- 
tion, the diners in many instances 
again standing on chairs and tables 
and the women waving napkins 
wildly. 

James R. Brown called the meeting to 
order, and introduced George Fred Wil- 
liams, of Massachusetts, who was given a 
fine reception. The crowd in the galleries 
meantime had increased, and there were at 
least 6,000 people in the hall. The mention 
of Henry George’s name evoked an extraor- 
dinary demonstration. 


Belmont Reads His Speech. 


©. H. P. Belmont was next introduced, 
and read from manuscript: 

John Clark Ridpath spoke on ‘“‘Thomas 
Jefferson.’””’ When Mr. Ridpath said that 
Jefferson stoo@ above Adams and Otis, 
and was the most intellectual democrat. 
that ever lived, a hundred voices shouted: 

“No, no! Bryan!” 

Mr. Williams whispered something to 
Mr. Ridpath, and the latter replied: 

“IT accept the suggestion,” and bowed to 
Colonel Bryan. At the. close of Mr. Rid- 
path’s speech a horseshoe of flowers was 
presented to Colonel Bryan, who arose and 
bowed. 

John 8. Crosby spoke on “Civil Liberty.” 

In introducing Mr. Bryan, Chairman 
Brown said that: Abraham Lincoln had 
come out of the west to save the nation, 
and another man had come from the west 
to save the nation. 

A perfect tempest of applause from 
the men and women broke out. The 
applause subsided, but started again. 
The band struck up, but could scarcely 
be heard as it played “‘The Stars and 
Stripes Forever.’”’ Hats were thrown 
up into the air; women waved their 
cloaks and handkerchiefs. There was 
a maelstrom of discord. Bryan raised 
his hand deprecatingly, but the more 
he did this the more the crowd cheer- 
ed. It was a wild, frantic demonstra- 
tion. It lasted for at least five min- 


utes. a 

Mr. Bryan began in a calm, clear voice. 
He was frequently interrupted by applause. 
When he said there was harmony only be- 
tween those who think and act alike there 
was great applause. His references to the 
Chicago platform and his declaration that 
his nomination had not come from bosses 
was received with tremendous cheers. He 
caused great enthusiasm when he declared 


that the Chicago platform was a menace 


to those who robbed others, and he created 
a furore when he stated that the platform 
was disliked by those who had their hands 
in the pockets of their neighbors. 

Tumultuous applause greeted his refer- 
ence to the drafting of the soldier and the 
unwillingness to tax the rich. 

A tremendous amount of cheering and 
applause greeted Mr. Bryan. He sald: 

Bryan Talks of Democracy. 


Mr. Chairman, Democrats, Ladies and 
Gentlemen—I esteem it a great privilege 
to be permitted to attend this, probably 
the largest banquet ever given in-the 
Initéd States. (Interruption of cheers 
for Bryan.) 

I appreciate the kindness which has 
been manifested by your action and by 
the words those who have preceded 
me. I shalfcarry back to my western 
home new courage from your meeting 
and shall be glad to tell the people in 
ather states that in New York there 
be those who are true to the principles 
of democracy, as written in democracy’s 
latest creed. (Cries of ‘“‘bravo!’’) 

The object of this banquet was to 
five ' Chicago platform democrats a 
chance to celebrate the birthday of 
Thomas Jefferson. (Cries of ‘“‘That’s it.’’) 
There was a banquet given in honor of 
Thomas Jefferson two nights ago and 
the discussion of the price per plate 
obscured to some. extent the difference 
Between that banquet and this. A. 
democrat has a right to pay whatever 
he pleases for a dinner, if he has the 
money. 

The character of a political banquet js 
determined not by the cost of it, but by 
the sentiments which are woven into the 
post-prandial oratory. 

We have not one word of hostility: to 
utter toward those democrats who left 
the democratic party in 1896. Far be it 
from us to criticise any man whose 
judgment or conscience leads him out of 
the democratic party. When the republi- 
cans met at St. Louis, some of the re- 
publicans left the republican party rath- 
er thhn adapt themselves to the plat- 
form written out at St, Louis. 


They~ nized a distinct party 
and they tdok a name sufficiently 
different from the republican names 


so that no one would mistake the 
one for the other. 


They made a boid and earnest fight 
and the republicans who left the party 
in 1896 have neither gone back, nor 
standing outside, have they attempted 
to write the platform of the party 
which they left. They were democrats 
who left us in 1896. They organized a 
distinct party. They nominated a ticket 
and perfected thele national organiza- 
tion. 


But instead of calling themselves 
gold democrats, so that they could 
not be mistaken for the regular na- 
tional democrats, although they did 
not expect to carry a precinct in 
the United States. 


A party is an association of the people 
for the purpose of giving force and 
effect to political opinions held in com- 
mon. They talked to us about § har- 
mony! The only kind of harmony that 
is possible is harmony between those 
who think and act together to give 
force to their common opinions. 


There can be harmony between 
those whose opinions are as antag- 
onistic as the opinions set forth in 
the Chicago platform and in the In- 
dianapolis platform. 


All that we ask is that those who 
come into the democratic. party shall 
be a part of the democratic party. We 
simply insist that a man cannot be a 
political bigamist. He cannot be wed- 
ded to the name of our party and to 
the principles of some other party. We 
simply ask that he shall get a formal 
divorce, either from oue name or from 
their principles. The democratic party 
has a platform. It does not dismay 
those who stand upon it to hear it de- 
nounced this year by those who de- 
nounced it two years ago. We got ac- 
customed to it in 1896. The democratic 

_ platform 1s satisfactory to those who 
supported it in 1896. 


The platform was written by the 
representatives of the democratic 
party in the most democratic con- 
vention that has been held in a 
quarter of a century. 


It is a compliment to receive a presti- 
dential nomination from any national 
convention, but I am proud that my 
nomination came from a_e convention, 
not of bosses, but of democratic citi- 
zens. (Loud applause.) It has vindil- 
cated that platform and every plank of 
it is stronger today than it was when 
the platform was written. Those who 
believe that we should invite into the 
democratic party all those who cannot 
share in the purposes and the aspira- 
tions of that party—I cannot speak for 
others, I speak for myself—are wrong, 
and I say that I would not abstract 
from it a single plank to get every 
man who left it. Nor do I believe that 
we could draw people to us by coward- 
ice. They day for ambiguity has passed. 
That platform means something, and 
if you ask why .ct was in the campaign 
of 189% the hearts of the people were 
Stirred as they have not been lately 
Stirred, I will tell that it was because 
the struggling masses found in that 
platform an inspiration and aggregated 
wealth; found in it a menace to every 
man who robs his neighbor for his own 
benefit. It was those who have in- 
trenched themselves behind abuses of 
sovernment who objected to that plat- 
form, and wel] they might object, be- 
Cause that platform was aimed at 
every abuse of government, and I was 
glad that I was supported by those who 
would have only asked me for just 
laws. 


I am glad that the six million 
and a half who voted for me sim- 
ply wanted me to get other people’s 
hands out of their pockets (Ap- 
plause) and not to get their hands 
into other people’s pockets. 


Let me recall some of those planks, 

We advocated the arbitration of dif- 
ferences between corporations. en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and their 
employees. The doctrine of arbitration 
is stronger now than it was in 1896. 
Every great strike which brings less to 
the employer destroys the laborer and 
incoveniences business and brings us 
one step nearer abitration as a means 
of settling those differences. 

“The. Chicago platform favored arb!i- 
tration. Democrats that stood upon.:it 
favor it now. The platform declared 
against government by injunction and 
Since the election we have had object 
lessons which we did not have before. 


Thomas Jefferson believed in trial 
by jury and government by injunc- 
tion is merely a disguised method 
by which a man charged with crime 
shall be denied the right of trial 
by jury. (Loud cheers and ap- 
plause.) That plank is stronger 
than it was before. 


The Chicago platforff declared in 
favor of the income tax and an income 
tax is stronger now than it was before. 
When I discuss the income decision, 
I always resort to quotation, because 
I have a reputation for conservatisni 
which I must _pratect. (Laughter.) 
When I want to be severe 1 quote and 
when I want to criticise a supreme 
court I quote from a member of the 
court, and I am so cautious that I even 
prefer to quote from a_ republican 
member who cannot possibly be an an- 
archist becauS® he is a republican. 
Justice Brown, in his dissenting, opinion 
used these words: “I fear that in some 
hours of national peril this decision 
wilf rise up to paralyze the:arm of the 
government.’ We saw in 18%, but many 
people were so blind that they could 
not see the danger, but the hour of 
peril came. The war came on. We 
needed money. We could not tax in- 
comes, because the decision rose up to 
paralyze the income of the government. 
We had to resort to a stamp tax. We 
had to hunt up any old thing to put a 
stamp tax on. One of the things 
stamped in a telegram. Whenever you 
want to send a telegram you go to the 
telegraph office and you find the repub- 
lican party has so made the law that 
the telegraph company can transfer the 
burden from its shoulders to yours, 

The republican party in all of its 
politics is putting the dollar above the 
man, and in that is departing from the 
doctrine of Lincoln, the founder, for 
in 1859 he said the republican party be- 
lieves in both the man and the dollar, 
but in case of conflict the man before 
the- dollar. 

The republican party is putting the 
doviar above the man in all of its legis- 
lation and nowhere is it more apparent 
than in matters of taxation The re. 
publican party is not trying to restore 
justice in taxation. The war has shown 
that when this government deals with 
an individual its power is unlimited, but 
that when it deals with property its 
power is limited. It can draft the citi. 
zen, but it cannot touch the dollar. 

In the hour of peril the nation 
can take the son from his mother, 
and the husband from his wife, and 
stand them up in front of an en- 
emy’s guns, but it dare not lay its 
finger upon the wealth of the rich 
and make them contribute their 
share. (Tremendous cheering.)

Baron von Heiking, the German minis- 
ter, has gone to Kiao-Chou to consult with 
Prince Henry. Chinese military officials in 
Shan-Tung have asked _permission from 
the Peking government to proceed against 
the German force. 

According to the Japanese papers there 
is grave apprehension in British-German 
diplomatic circles regarding the situation 
in China, which is heightened by the fact 
that Russia is again making overtures for 
control of affairs in Corea. In consequence 
of the recent developments the leave grant- 
ed Sir Claude McDonald, British ambassa- 
dor, has been withdrawn and he will 1e- 
main at the Chinese capital.

The “blue 
book” is asserted to be a record of indl- 
vidual loans by Cashier Hopkins, and, it 
is charged, will show that Senator Quay 
was loaned money without sufficient Be- 
curity.

DELEGATES ARE INSTRUCTED. 


AMERICANS TO CZAR’S DISARMA- 
MENT CONGRESS ARE READY. 
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Efforts Are To Be Made To Mitigate 
the Horrors. of War in 
Many Ways. 

Washington, April 15.—The instructions to 
the American delegates to the czar’s dis- 
armament coneress are in the hands of the 
president, and they will be communicated 
to Messrs. White, Lowe and Néwell and 
Captains Mahan and Crozier at an early 
day. There will be ‘no concerted meeting 
of the delegates on this side, the only pur- 
poss b>»ing to arrive at The Hague about 

the same time, on or about May 18th. 

Tn one respect it is said in official quar- 
ters that the congress may achieve re- 
sults of far reaching character, although 
not in ful) realization of the plan of disar- 
mament. This will be in the line of amel- 
iorating the horrors of war, doing away 
with the needless suffering and maiming 
which some missiles or warfare occasion, 
and in general placing warfare upon as 
humane a basis as is consistent with mil- 
itary and strategetic usage. This plan is 
said to be quite apart from any sentimental 
ideas and to be based upon strict military 
considerations. 

One of the American delegates said today, 
as indicating the scope of the line of action 
that tentative plans had been put forward 
for doing away with torpedoes in naval 
warfnre: also for abandoning rams and 
warships: also for the use of no explosive 
shells helow five pounds. The abandon- 
ment of torpedoes and rams would prob- 
ably arouse much opposition from naval 
quarters, on the ground that it was uto- 
pian and sentimental. 

The restriction on explosive shells and 
bullets already exists up to one pound, but 
the tentative planis to makethis limit five 
pounds. The change is based on the the- 
ory that these four-pound explosive shells 
cause wounds similar to those made by 
spreading bullets which needlessly tear the 
flesh and cause intense suffering. In many 
ways civilized nations already recognize 
the needs of mitigating the horrors of war. 

The Geneva conference brought about 
many of these humane understandings, and 
it is felt that the czar’s congress may still 
further carry forward this humane work. 


ONLY TWO MORE WITNESSES. 


Court of Inquiry Hears Breckinridge 
and Gilmore. 

Washington, April 15=-The court of inqui- 
ry did not conclude the examination of wit- 
nesses before adjourning today as had been 
hoped, but when adjournment was reached 
there were only two more witnesses in 
sight.

General Breckinridge, General Gilmore and 
Colonels Bird and A. L. Smith, of the 
commissary, department, and Professor W.

April .15.—The Kansas City 
dispatch to the effect that United States 
Commissioner Nukols has decided to sur- 
render to the Mexican officers Santiago 
Morphy, charged with embezzling $70,000 
from the Mexican National bank, was re- 
ceived with much surprise here. 

The responsible officials who deal with 
matters of extradition question the legality 
of this proceeding. It !s said that the 
commissioner has no authority to surrender 
prisoners in the absence of an extradition 
treaty between the United States and Mex- 
ico,

willing his share. (loud ap- 
p.ause.) 

My friends, why should not the people 
be willing to bear their share of the 
burdens of government? If in time of 
war your couniry needs you, you are 
willing io give yeur life's blood, why 
deny the nation its just jue in time of 
peace? 

It hag been the history of the world 
that those who can make much have 
been unwilling to bear their share of 
the burdens of government and have 
sought to use the instruments of gov- 
ernment for private guin to take from 
those who can make !ess than they can. 

The democratic party is a protector of 
the rich and poor, ind that party which 
makes the rich bear their share of the 
burden is a better friend for the rich 
man than the party which takes his

There {s another plank in this plat- 
form which I desire to make mendion of.

Why did we oppose the eold standard? 
Because {t has raised the purchasing 
power of the dollar and lowered the 
price of the products of. labor. When 
our commissioners went abroad they 
went to supplieate from persons who had 
profited, and how absurd to expect them 
to join In deing away with a thine out 
of which they had made money. Then, 
my friends, I want to vou 
that the republican promise of interna- 
tional bimetallism, coupled with the 
pledge that the gold standard would be 
maintained until other nations came 
to our relief, was the most absurd plank 
that any party put into a patform. 
Think of it! 

Let me make a speech such as a man 
would have to make to carry out that 
programme. If the republican party 
had delegated its representatives to pre- 
sent this subject to the financiera of 
Europe along the line of that senseless 
platform, the spokesman of the commis- 
Sion would have to make a-.speech like 
this: “Gentlemen, we have had the gold 
standard for twenty-three years and do 
not like it: the American people have 
tried it and suffered from ft, and they 
have sent us over here to ask you to 
help us to get eid if it; they recognize 
that you have made money while they 
have lost, and, therefore, we ask you 
to join us in restoring the state Ly which 
we won't lose so much, and by which 
you won't make so much.” 

But then candor would have compelled 
the spokesman to have added another 
sentence. He would have said: “But 
while we suffered a good deal, we can 
suffer more, if necessary. While we 
have hada hard time, we have not 
reached the limit of endurance, and if 
you people would rather go on plunder- 
ing us indefinitely, we will stand by you 
while the world lasts.” 

My friends, our plan was different. 
We would not have sent a man over 
to beg because we read in history when 
we were children that more than a 
hundred years ago our people by their 
blood bought the right to legislate for 
themselves. According to our plan, 
when we send a man over there it will 
not be to ask a man to help us, but 
to announce to them what we are go- 
ing to do. It will be to say to them 
that 70,000,000 of people have as much 
tight to protect *their property trom 
depreciation as a handful of foreign 
financiers have to legislate values into 
their hands. And our ambassador 
would have said to them: 

“The people of the United States 
have decided to restore independent 
bimetallism at the ratio of 16 to l. 
We believe we can maintain the 
parity, but you have a good many 
investments over there, and if you 
have any doubt about our losing it 
you had better join us, because if 
anybody suffers it will be you, not 
us. (Long, continued applause.) 


Now, my friends, an argument like 

that would have:some effect. I recall 
to your minds an item that crossed 
the ocean while our commission was 
over there. It ran like this: “That 
Vhile there was a good deal of senti- 
ment over there, yet the financial in- 
terests were solidly opposed to making 
any concessions to bimetallism and that 
there was oniy one argument we had 
wh.ch had any weight with them, and 
that was if they did not do something 
to help restore international bimetallism 
free silver would win in thé# nited 
States and estore bimetallism by in- 
dependent action and that British in- 
vestments would suffer.’’ 

And it was said in this dispatch that 
that argument was being made by one 
of the commissioners. 1] could not but 
applaud the common sense of the com- 
missioner who abandoned the repub- 
lican platform and got onto a common 
Sense platform and. appealed to them 
by an argument they would 
stand. 

But, my friends, why haven’t we in- 
ternational bimetallism? Is it 
there is no sentiment in Europe? On 
the contrary, there is sentiment there 
and the sentiment is so strong that the . 
French government joined with us in 
sending an ambassador to England. 
And in England the sentiment was so 
strong that a petition was sent to the 
English government signed by the lead- 
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ing labor organizations of England ask- 
-{ng for international bimetallism—so 
strong that a report was presented 
while our commission was there-a re- 
port signed by ten out of fourteen 
members of a committee appointed to 
investigate the condition of agricul- 
ture, and the ten out of the fourteen 
declared that the gold standard was 
destructive to English agriculture and 
pointed to bimetallism as the only re- 
lief for the English farmer. (Applause). 

But why, my friends, did the English 
government refuse to listen to the la- 
borers and the farmers? Because on 
the 22d day of September, 1897, the 
bankers of London met at the clearing 
house behind closed doors, and pledged 
to secrecy, declared that the gold 
standard was all right. The English 
bankers, so few in number that they 
can meet in the clearing house, deter- 
mined the policy of England and Eng- 
land determined the policy of Europe, 
and Europe will determine the policy 
of the United States as long as the re- 
publican party is in power. 

Il have been asked why I am not will- 
ing to drop the money question. I re- 
plied: ‘‘Because the money question 
won't drop us.”” I know not what others 
may desire or what they may be willing 
to do, but ] am not willing that our dec- 
laration against the gold standard shall 
be dropped as long as a handful of Eng- 
lish financlers can determine the finan- 
Clal policy of 70,000,000 of American peo- 
ple. And some say that if we will not 
drep the money question we ought to 
drop the ratio of 16 to 1. When you 
find a@ man opposed to 16 to 1, inquire 
again and you will find that there is no 
Other ratio that he is tn favor of. We 
denounced international bimetallism as 
a delusion and a snare {tn 18%. It has 
been proved to be so since 1896. We de- 
clared for the ratio.of 16 to 1 in 1896 and 
no party has risen to advocate any other 
ratio but 1l6tol1. Until some other party 
proposes some other ratio and tries to 
bimetallism at some other ratio 
theré tis no reason why we should dis- 
cuss ratio with them. The ratlo of 16 
to 1 was decided upon not at the Chi- 
cago convention, but at the primartles 
which elected delegates to attend the 
Chicago convention. The ratio of 16 to 
1 had been submitted to the people and 
those who wanted it in 1896 are in favor 
ofit now. And they know why they are 
In favor of it. The ratio of 16 to lis the 
ratio at which our gold and silver coins 
now circulate. We simply ask rein- 
Statement of the law that was on the 
Statute books—-where it was before the 
act of demonetization was secretly pass- 
ed. We simply want to renew by law 
What was done by law. They sfruck sll- 
Ver down by law. We raise it up by 
law. They close the mints by law; we 
open them by law. (Applause.) They 
gave gold a monopoly in mint privileges 
by law; We expect to give a eompetitor 
by law-—-the old competitor we had. 
My friends, you wil] hear people say 
that they object to silver 2

it is only when a gold man commences 
to talk money that he forgets all ne 
Knows of other subjects. When people 
ask us to drop our fight on the money 
question and fight the trusts, 1 remem- 
ber that the’ republican party is today 
preparing to organize a trust more po- 
tent for evil than all the’ industrial 
trusts combined. There is a bill now 
before congress, represented by the re- 
publican committee, that turns over to 
the national banks the control of the 
paper. money of this country. It pro- 
vides for the retirement of greenbacks 
by an issue of bonds drawing 2% per 
cent; it provides that banks shall be per- 
mitted to issue up to the par vatiue 
bonds, and with the 1 per cent tax on 
circulation, and this shail be reduced to 
a small fraction of 1 per cent. Here is 
your evidence of .good republican ‘pokk 
icy. They want to issue bonds in place 
of greenbacks and tax the people te 
pay the interest on the bonds, and then 
they refuse taxes that the banks now 
pay on circulation that they have. Why 
pile up all the taxes on the people and 
lower the taxes on the banks? Wat 
does it mean? What if that law goes 
into effect, and 2% per cent bonds are at 
par?

My opinion 
has been that the people of Porto. Rico 
should be permitted to choose for them- 
selves between annexation and a repub- 
lic of their own. But go far they have 
expressd no desire for a republic, and 
Seem to desire annexation. So that 
there does not seem to be any. necessity 
for a large army there. Where do we 
need a large increase In the ermy? In 
the Philiopines? Why, my friends? 
The president in his Boston speech said 
that the question was to be ‘settled by 
the American people, and until the 
American people ‘settle it how do you 
know it will need 70,000: soldiers there 
permanently’ But if we do, according 
to their argumont, need 70.000 soldiers 
there permanently, then I ask you, my 
friends, what is the expense going to be? 
It is estimated that it costs $1,000 a go}- 
dier to keep the army in the United 
States and $1,500 a soldier to keep The 
army outside the United States; 70,000 
soldiers would mean over a hundred 
million a year. Who pays the money? 
The Filipinos? Why, my friends, if we 
make the Filipinos pay the expense of 
our army, We will have to tax them 
several times as much as Spain over- 
taxed them.

ENGLAND COMPELLED TO YIELD. 


Salisbury Consented to the Unanimity 
Clause Most Reluctantly. 
London, April 15.—Germany has drawn the 
first blood in the Samoan negotiations at 
the expense of Great Britain in securing 
the important point of unanimity in the 
decisions of the commission, against which 
the marquis of held out until 
Germanvy’s insistence forced him to knuckle 
Up to the last moment 
notes, emanating from the British foreign 
Office, declared Great Britain would not 
assent to unanimity. Only the night be- 
fore the German minister of foreign affairs, 
Jaron Von. Buelow, made the announce- 
ment that Great Britain had agreed to the 
unanimity, and after the Associated Press 
had announced from Berlin that Great 
Britain had agreed to unanimity, an in- 
spired note was circulated asserting it to 
be incorrect’ that the British premier and 
foreign minister had accepted unanimity. 
Therefore, the German foreign minister 
at the same time that he announced Great 
Britain’s acceptance of unanimity, an- 
nounced a distinet score for German diplo- 

macy 

Baron Von Buelow and Count Von Tatz- 
feldt Wildenburg, the German ambassador 
at London, can claim the credit for this 
victory. It wags due to their firm attitude 
and able handling of the negotiations. 

Baron Von Buelow was careful in the 
reichstage yesterday to make it clear that 
the United States had not opposed Ger- 
many’s proposal for unanimity, and that 
the marquis of Salisbury alone <dffered ob- 
jections until an assent was wrung from 
him, 

The note of well-earned satisfaction ring- 
Ing throughout the German foreign minis- 
ter’s announcement that Great Britain had 
vielded caused irritation here, which {s re- 
flected in the newspapers this morning. The 
Morning Post speaks caustically of Baron 
Von Buelow's ‘misplaced parade of firm- 
ness,’”’ in reference to the maintenance of 
German rights, and complams that he an- 
nounced thef/agreement as to unanimity “in 
the tone offa minister who had achieved a 
great and glorious diplomatic victory.” 
English Papers Opposed Unanimity. 

All the English papers were opposed to 
unanimity, declaring that the commission 
could never under such circumstances 
come to an agreement. The Speaker says: 

“The rule of unanimity on any point is 
hardly reasonable, but the rule of absolute 
unanimity 1s.unworkable,” 

The Spectator expresses» the belief that 
“the rulé of unanimity appears tq be in- 
tended ta reduce the commission to a mere 
group af reporters.”’

first step in the process is to place 
globe holding perhaps not more than 
a quart of tank containing 
some two or whree The fish 
are put into the smaller globe in which the 
water is not changed during breeding, and 
in the center of which a plant—usually 
the umbrella plant—is placed. Here the 
ergs are laid to the number of fifteen hun- 
dred or more, and are twined in ana out 
around the fronds of the plant like a string 
of beads. Nearly all the fifteen hundred 
eggs hatch.out, but they are by no means 
all of eaqual value. Some come under the 
head of ‘freaks’—that is, have two, three or 
more divisions to their tails—others g:ve 
promise of unusuaHy brilliant colors, while 
the great majority are the everyday 
sort. 

“When they are a few days old hundreds 
of these tiny things slip over the globe 
into the larger tank; and then, while they 
ara still little wigglers, you may see skillful 
oid. Japs, wearing double-barreled specta- 
cles—the magnifying lenses of which are an 
inch or more apart—and carrying long glass 
tubes, busily engaged around the tanks. 
Placing a finger over one end of ‘the tube 
they thrust the other into the tank, and of 
course it sfeedily fils with water, carrying 
any amount of infinitessimal life. These old 
experts then bring their powerful lenses 
to bear upon the little fishlings, and pro- 
ceed to classify the whole lot grouping into 
those of differing values. 
The ‘freaks’ are carefully Kept by them- 
selves and receive special care and 
ment. After this follows the operation of 
grafting. It seems that when goldfish are 
very, very voung, their flesh is entirely 
transparent, so that no Roentgen ray is nec- 
essary in order to bone of the 
spinal column—that is to say, if one has a 
pair of good magnifying glasses. It is dur- 
ing the time that the flesh, is thus tri@mns- 
parent that the grafting must be done. The 
operation is a-most delicate one, and must, 
of course, done under water, and with 
nicely adjusted instruments. The tail is 
cut off and two, three or four more are 
grafted on in its place. Many die during 
the operation, but a sufficient proportion 
live to make,the business a paying one. A 
fish with four or five tails is worth sev- 
eval hundred dollars, as there are likely 
to be many rare specimens among its off- 
spring. Generations of this kind of culture 
in Japan has made its eoldfish superior to 
those of any other country. 

“The climate also favors their growth, 
as abundant air and sunshine are of the 
utmost importance to their health and col- 
oring. All along the banks of some of the 
streams in Japan may be seen little shed- 
like places—merely light roofs supported by 
bamboo poles—where the business of rear- 
ing goldfish is carried on. They are fed 
principally upon a preparation of rice. The 
cereal is boiled and boiled until it forms 
a thick paste. This is rolled out into sheets 
and dried, when it is ready to be crumbed 
into the tanks for the little inhabitants.’

Judge tie Imposes Fine and a 
Term in Jail, 


MOTION NOW FOR NEW TRIAL 


Great Excitement When the Penalty Was 
Announced, 


BEFENSE VERY MUCH DISSATISFIED 


Probable That the Now Celebrated 
Case Will Have To Be Fought All 
Over Again—Cannons Averse 
To Serving Any Term 

* in Jail 


Dalton, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—Sentence 
was passed by Judge Fite this afternoon 
on the two Cannon brothers. The penalty 
imposed is a fine of $300 and three months 
in the county jail in each case. The de- 
fendants will make a motion for a new 
trial and there is much excitement over the 
sentence. 

It- was belleved throughout the trial that 
if the boys were ordered to pay a fine— 
large though it might be—the defense 
would be satisfied to let the matter rest, 
and the fact that a motion for a new 
trial will be made is no surprise, 

The attorneys for the Cannons fought 
hard for a light verdict, and their efforts 
were as successful as they could have 
wished. Colonel McCamy left no stone un- 
turned to bring out evidence: of value to 
his clients and his fight was taken up 
along the line of self-defense. 

A number of witmesses were placed on 
tre stand who swore that Tapp had fired 
the first shot at the beginning of the sen- 
gsational street duel, which occurred last 
December on one of the principal thor- 
oughfares of the town of Dalton. The de- 
fense sought to prove that Tapp had been 
the aggressor in that fight and the lawyers 
for the Cannons in their addresses to the 
jury emphasized this potnt at every turn. 
' Not only dia the defense dwell at length 
upon the fact that witnesses had testified 
that they had seen Tapp open fire on 
Will Cannon, but attempted to draw ‘nto 
the case as evidence the letter of Cannon 
to the Claflin company and the advertise- 
ment of Tapp which brought on the shoot- 
ing. 

The final ruling of Judge Fite on this 
point shortened the trial to some extent 
and clearly eliminated from the case all 
of what might have proved very sensa- 
tional developments. It is now probable 
that the ground will have to be fought 
over again, as the Cannons will contest 
every effort to make them serve out any 
Bentence, however short. 

In former trials of similar character 
Judge Fite has always taken a very de- 
cided stand against the use of pistols as a 
means of settling personal differences and 
his sentences for the offense of carrying 
concealed weapons have been as severe as 
the law would allow. , 

It is more than probable that if a new 
trial is gained that a great amount of the 
intense feeling which has characterized 
the case will have abated to some extent, 
causing the affair to become more. of a 
legal battle than of personal interest. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES RESIDENCE. 


Fire Resulted and the Building Was 
ne Destroyed. 

Milledgeville, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)— 
During a thunder storm which struck here 
@t about half-past 6 o’clock this afternoon, 
the ginhouse of Mr. S. Barrett, just on 
the outskirts of the city, was struck by 
lightning and entirely destroyed by fire.

The fact that the railroads have agreed 
to run excursion trains to Macon on that 
day assures the merchants of the city that 
a large crowd will be in the city. 

Colonel Ray has already agreed to review 
the men and this will take place next Fri- 
day morning at 10 o’ctock. The Lne of 
march will be down Cherry street and the 
reviewing stand will probably be erected at 
the same place from which President Mc- 
Kinley reviewed the First army corps. 

The whole.regiment will be in line and it 
will be the first time that the regsiment will 
have drilled together since they left Macon 
last August, This regiment is well drilled. 

The men of the immunes are looking for- 
ward with great pleasure to the time when 
the barbecue comes off, as they expect a 
large number of their relatives to visit 
them on that day.

Mandy Smykes, a Negre Woman, Sud- 
denly Disappeared. 


‘DILIGENT SEARCH WAS MADE 


But No Clew Could Be Found and the 
Mystery Deepens. 


NEGRO MAN VISITS A FORTUNE TELLER 


Told Negro, After Placing a Ring on 
His Finger, That It Was Truth 
or Death—The Confession.

Albany, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—An in- 
teresting story comes from Mitchell county 
in connection with the arrest on Thursday 
of two negroes, Mose Smykes and Jim Rem- 
bert, charged with the murder of the form- 
er’s wife, Mandy Smykes. | 

About a mile from Baconton, a small sta- 
tion on the Savannah, Florida and Western 
road, sixteen miles below Albany, there 
lived for many years, up toa few days ago, 
old man Mose Smykes, his wife, Mandy 
Smykes, and their nephew, Jim Rembert. 
They were all well-known negroes, and 
among the white people were regarded as 
being more respectable than the average 
colored residnt of the’ neighborhood. On 
last Sunday Mandy Smykes disappeared. 
Her husband and nephew stated that she 
had gone away to visit relatives in anotheg 
county, but there were certain suspicious 
circumstances in connection with the af- 
fair that caused the old couple’s acquaint- 
ances to doubt that explanation of Mandy’s 
absence. A search was, therefore, put on 
‘foot throughout the surrounding woods and 
fields for the purpose of finding some trace 
of the old woman, but all efforts of the 
searchers proved of no avail. 

However, the rather jame:account of the 
time and manner of his wife’s departure, 
together with other suspicious . circum- 
stances that had come to light, caused the 
authorities to place Mose Smykes, together 
with his nephew, under arrest. The place 
where they lived and a good deal of land in

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ney Jesse Harris. Kent was bound over 
to the superior court in the sum of {500 
to answer to the charge of forgery, and 
in default of bond he was sent to jail. Cox

by Bob Kent tn, the name of “ father, 
S. J. Kent. By these false representations 
Bob Kent got $114 worth of goods from 
Cox & Chappell. Kent’s father repud-ated 
the orders and says he never signed them 
nor authorized his son to buy the goods, 
and has never seen the goods. Bob Kent 
obtained chiefly cigars and tobacco and 
sold them to parties in town. Kent’s at- 
torney says he will have Kent tried on a 
writ of lunacy. Kent got out of trouble 
once before by being sent to the asylum. 
The asylum authorities say he is not in- 
sane, and some time ago when Kent was 
in prison he tried to be sent back to the 
asylum, but the jury would not deciare 
h:m insane. Kent has given the police a 
great deal of trouble and has been in 
numerous. scrapes and he always tries to 
play the insanity dodge to escape jail cr 
the chaingang. 
They May Be Pals. 

It is possible that C. E. Marbelstein, who 
was placed in the Tower in Atlanta yes- 
terday charged with larceny after trust 
for having sold a bicycle he had rented 
from Eli Winsett, may be the same C. E. 
Marbelstein who is a pal of the notorious 
Bob Kent, alluded to above, and, if so, it 
is a coincidence indeed that Marbelstein 
and Kent should have been arrested on 
the same day, in cities one hundred mil¢s 
apart for grave violations of the law. 
Kent’s Marbelstein ig from Savannah, 
Some time ago he got in trouble there, an 
escaped punishment by being sent to the 
lunatic asylum at Milledgeville, just as 
in the case of Kent. One day Kent and 
Marbelstein escaped from the asylum, 
and it ts satd they induced two female at- 
tendants at the asylum to accompany ther. 
Kent and Marbelstein went to Montgomery 
and then to Columbus, getting jn trouble at 
both places. Kent finally drifted to Ma- 
con and Marbelste!n to Savannah, where, 
so it is reported, be violated the law.. Mar- 
belstein was in Macon with Kent a few 
days ago nd left here for Atlarta.

“He is often. consulted Ly the ne- 
groes concerning their business and love af- 
fairs, and {si said to tell their fortunes with 
unfailing accuracy. 

On Thursday this interesting man sent a 
message to the deputy sheriff of the coun- 
ty that quickly brought that official to his 
home. He informed the officer, that old 
Aunt Mand: &mykes had been murdered 
by her husband and nephew, and that her 
body had been buried in the horse lot. He 
stated that he could go to the exact spot 
and verify his surprising declaration.

Georgia Northern Will Probably Make 
a Change. 

Quitman, Ga., Apri] 15.—(Special.)—Apro- 
pos of the fight between the Georgia North- 
ern and the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
railroads over thé right of the latter to 
build te Thomasville, it may be of gereral 
interest to say that there is a strong proba- 
bility that the Georgia Northern between 
Pidcock and Pavoa, a town near Moultrie, 
will be abandoned and the line movéd to 


Quitman. 

Such a change has been considered sev- 
era] times by the owners of the Georgia 
Northern and has been tooked on with some 
favor. Mr. J. N. Pidcock, president of the 
road, was here Thursday and. it is Lelieved, 
with the object of looking over the situa- 
tion, and it was while he was here that 
the large sawmill of Vanderbilt & Hopkins, 
at Pidcock, was burned. He says that the 
mill was the only thing to keep the south- 
ern terminus of the road at Pidcock and 
he is willing to move it here, if the proper 
inducements are offered. 

The matter has been taken up with a 
great deal of interest by the business men 
of the town and a petition and subscrip- 
tion list are being prepared and it is thought 
that Quitman will do her part in the mat- 
ter. The road is being steadily built from 
Moultrie toward Albany, and when com- 
pleted to that point two lines from the west 
wil) be tapped. Quitman is almost on an 
air-line with Albany and Moultrie, and 
with Albany as a basing point, all western 
rates and many from other sections would 
be considerably reduced to this point. The 
passenger facilities would be much better 
than at present between here and Albany. 
There are no connections via the Plant sys- 
tem and all passengers for that point have 
had to go via the South Georgia, Georgia 
Southern and Florida, and Brunswick and 
Western, which is a very roundabout way. 
The Atlantic, Valdosta and Western has 
located what is believed to be its final line 
through the town of Morven, twelve miles 
north of here, and it is almost certain that 
it will be put into Albany this summer.

Review of the Week—How the Mem- 
bers of the House and Senate 
Stand on Senatorship.

Fla., April 15.—(Special.)— 
legislature, which convened 
was elected on a platform 
conservatism, and both 
started their work in a 
manner which encourages the hope that 
those principles will be Kept in mind 
throughout the session. Upon the very day 
of organization notes of retrenchment 
were sounded in both the senate and the 
house, when resolutions wére submitted 
looking to a great reduction in the num- 
ber of clerks to be allowed the standing, 
special visiting and joint committees. The 
judiciary committees will be allowed one 
clerk each, but no other committee of any 
description will be authorized to emplov 
clerical aid without the express consent of 
the branch to which the committee be- 
longs. A proposition is pending in the 
senate to require the attaches of that 
body to serve as clerks to committees 
without extra compensation, 

It is generally understood also that the 
joint committees which will examine the 
several executive departments ‘will report 
that the number of clerks in some of the 
offices could be reduced without lessening 
the efficiency of the departments, and thus 
decrease the appropriations for the execu- 
tive branch. 

Some of the members are in favor of 
abolishing the railroad commission on the 
double ground of economy and the com- 
mission’s inability to accomplish the ends 
for which it was created two years ago. 
The railroad commission costs the state 
about $15,000 per annum, and is an expen- 
sive experiment, On the other hand, the 
office of state chemist and inspector of 
fertilizers, which it is also proposed to 
abolish, costs the state nothing, as it is 
the fees charged manufact- 
urers for inspecting their fertilizers, and 
affords valuable protection to agriculturists 
and horticulturists. 

The spirit of economy which pervades 
both houses is deprecated by no member, 
but a warning has been sounded by’ some 
of the ablest and most experienced mem- 
bers that there can be such a thing 
too much economy; that it would be better 
to spend a little more money than to 
have the public service impaired, 

Until last Wednesday it had been many 
years since a regular biennial message 
from the governor was read in extenso 
to either house of the Mlorida legislature. 
These documents have been perfunctorily 
received and, ordered spread on the jour- 
nals so that members could read them at 
their leisure, if they so desired. This cus- 
tom was followed in the senate this year, 
but in the house of representatives several 
prominent members protested that . this 
was a state paper of importance, 
and it was due to the governor that. it 
be read in open session and receive the 
careful attention of all members. It 1s 
creditable to the representatives and a 
compliment to Governoe Bloxham that the 
enfire document was eagerly and studious- 
ly listened to. 

Shrewd Management. 

The organization of the house of repre- 
Sentatives early in the week was regarded 
as a test of strength by the two leading 
candidates for the U States senator- 
ship, and it furnishes an interesting story 
of shrewd political management on the 
part of the Taliaferro farees, and of sur- 
prising blunders by the friehds of Senator 
Pasco. For several weeks before the legis- 
lature convened it had been announced 
that Major Healy, of Volusia county, was 
the Taliaferro candidate for the speaker- 
ship and the Pasco people seemed to be 
supporting Mr. Zewadski, of Marion. 
Last Sunday night a Taliaferro caucus 
was held and it was agreed that Mr. Rob- 
ert McNamee, of Lake, a .brilliiant young 
lawyer and stanch friend'of Mr. Talia- 
ferro, who had never antagonized any 
member of the house, was the strongest 
man in the Taliaferro camp to run for the 
speakership. : 

Another Fine Play. 

A beautiful scheme was then devised, and 
carried out. lt Was Known that Senator 
Pasco’s adherents had decided on Colonel 
Nat Walker for chairman of the house 
caucus, and Nat Walker is a man who 
never lets go when a promise is made him. 
It was clear that the Pasco people must 
stand by their promise to Walker, or there 
would be trouble from him. ‘The Taliaferro 
managers, therefore, decided to name one 
of the ablest of Mr. Pasco’s supporters— 
Mr. Hilliard, of Pensacola,—for chairman 
of the caucus, and use that compliment to 
draw ,Hilliard’s friends to the support of 
Mr. McNamee, their candidate for speaker, 
and by electing him gain the prestige of 
having organized the house. aAccordingly, 
when the caucus was called to order, the 
Taliaferro forces placed Mr. Hilliard in 
nomination, and Mr. Pasco’s friends, in- 
stead of making it unanimous for Hilliard, 
as good politics would have dictated, named 
Mr. Walker. The Pasco camp found itseif 
divided, and Hilliard, supported by the 
Taliaferro people and his own personal 
friends, went to the chair. A few moments 
later Mr. McNamee, with practically the 
Same support, defeated Mr. Zewadski for 
the speakership. 

So much for the purely political aspect of 
that preliminary skirmish. The personal 
characteristics of the two speakership as- 
pirants also influenced the issue. Mr. Me- 
Namee -has all along been perfectly out- 
spoken upon every question which has 
arisen since he became a candidate for the 
legislature. He early announced that he 
favored Mr. Taliaferro for the senate, and 
he has made no compromising promises. 
He has brains and independence, and 
knows how to say ‘No.’ He is a splendid 
fighter, tor he comes from a county hope- 
gessly split by factional differences, and 
only when the vote was counted last 
November could he feel sure of his elec- 
tion to the house. His masterly and maniy 
conduct during the last year has attract- 
ed the attention of the state. to him, and it 
is a safe prophecy that he will be heard 
from again and in higher stations. 

On the other hand, Mr. Zewadski has 
been consistently non-committal, and to 
this day no man but himself knows how 
he will vote in the senatorial contest. He 
is placed in the Pasco column, it is true, 
but more from conjecture than on account 
of any declaration from him. Mr. Zewad- 
ski is an able and a highly respected man, 
but he made a great mistake in assuming 
a sphinx-like attitude upon the _ over- 
shadowing issue of the current session. It 
certainly helped appreciably to deprive 
him ot the speakership of the house. 

Saturday morning the ‘Taliaferro men 
sought to still further ingratiate them- 
selves upon the west Florida Pasco mem- 
bers, of whom Mr. Hilliard was one of the 
leaders, by creating the position of speaker 
pro tem., and giving it to Hilliard. Pasco’s 
Supporters were quick to catch on to the 
move, and, under the superb generalship 
of Nat Walker, they took up the proposi- 
tion themselves and elected Flilliard in a

manner which gave the entire credit of his 
election to them. 

The latter political coup was quite as 
neat and effective as the one accomplish- 
ed by Mr: Taliaferro early in the week, and 
shows that the artful Pasco has been giv- 


ing his leutenants some valuable ‘dots 
lately. 


How the Senate. Stands. 
There was no such contest in the senate. 


Although Senators Myers, of Tallahassee, 
and O’Brien, of Pensacola, had been prom- 


inently mentioned for the presidency, it 
was for several weeks a foregone con- 
clusion that Senator Frank Adams would 
be elected presiding officer. The present 
Florida senate comes nearer to being a 
model business body than any of its prede- 
cessors in recent y@ars. There will be no 
‘leader’ of this senate, ‘as that term is 
generally applied to a political body, for 
the senate is working much after the 
fashion of a board of directors of some 
corporation. 

The house is a larger and more niggonite 
body than the senate, and unless so 
member is recognized whe will take thé, 
initiative and receive the respect and sup- 
port of the others, the house will fail to ac- 
complish the work expected of it. The 
most promising man for this honor and re- 
sponsibility, judging from the proceedings 
of the first week, is Representative W. L. 
Palmer, of Orange county. Mr. Palmer is 
cool, -unostentatious, not too fond of talk- 
ing, and has the confidence of all the mem- 
bers. 

So far neither house has been in session 
more than two hours of any day, and com- 
mittee meetings have not consumed two 
hours all told. The rest of the time during 
the week has practically all been sPent in 
discussion of the senatorial fight. There is 
no ena of gossip, most of it too vague for 
reproduction, but the situation can be 
summed up in a few words. A week ago, 
when the legislators were gathering here, 
Senator Pasco was the strongest candi- 
date, and had the balloting begun right 
away, lhe would most probably have been 
elected. During the week he has lost 
strength among the west Florida legisla- 
tors, and Mr. Talliaferro is more favorably 
reagrded than he thas been heretofore. ‘This 


-does not necessarily mean that either one of 
. them has his victory assured, or that either 


one is beaten. Another week must pass 
before the balloting begins, and with a 
couple of hundred of the shrewdest politi- 
cians in the st&te on the ground, about 
evenly divided, and working as never be- 
fore, the outcome is obscured in uncertain- 
ty. There are 100 members of the legisila- 
ture, andentirely disinterested, but a very 
observing state official said to The Consti- 
tution representative this morning that 
he was satistied that neither Pasco nor 
Taliaferro could claim with certainty more 
than 35 votes. Ex-Senator Call is here, and 
will have 10 or 12 votes to stand by him 
for a few ballots. It is understood that the 
Call people would prefer Pasco to Talliafer- 
ro, although Mr. Call himself is very bitter 
toward the senator. Pasco’s advantage, in 
short, Nes in the fact the the hs been sen- 
ator twelve years, and is still in, and knows 
more about Florida politics than Taliaferro 
does, while Taliaferro’s advantage con- 
sists in having made no mistakes since the 
fight commenced in earnest a week ago, 
and has been steadily gaining friends. 

Kividence is abundant that the present 
legislature does not propose to concern itself 
solely or chiefly with senatorial politics. 
Real legislation of the first importance is 
already under consideration. wWVoint reso- 
lutions proposing amendments to the state 
oonstitution, providing for the popular 
election of circuit judges and county com- 
missioners, and for an increase of the tax 
which may be levied for the public schools, 
have been introduced; also memorials tc 
conngréss asking for an importduty of W 
per cent ad valorem and 6centseprpound on 
all long staple cotton imported into the 
United States, and for the election of 
United States senators by popular vote. 

Among the more important bills: intro- 
duced are: To amend the election laws; to 
regulate the giving of official bonds . by 
Guarantee or surety companies; to make 
imprisonment in the state prison sufficient 
ground for divorce; to protect game, fish, 
Oysters, etc.; to eng@ourage the artificial 
growth of sponges; to provide for the sanl- 
tary inspection of hotels and ‘boarding 
houses by the state board of health; to reg- 
ulate the treatment of suspicious cases of 
infectious or contagious diseases; to create 
a state bureau of vital statistics; to *pro- 
hibit the manufacture, importation or sale 
of cigarettes or cigarette papers; to create 
a state board of legal examiners, and pro- 
vide a uniform system for admissions to 
the bar; to prohibit the publication of li- 
bellious artices or anonymous communica- 
tions; to prohibit the placing of water hya- 
cinths in Florida rivers or navigable 
Sstreams;; to prevent immoral excursions on 
Sunday, and to provide for a valued insur- 
ance policy. > 

Balloting Beyins Tuesday. 

April 15.—(Special.)— 
The close of the second week of the ses- 
sion finds about four hundred bills and 
resolutions and calendars of the two 
houses, many of whieh have been passed 
upon by committee and some considered in 
open. session. 

Balloting for United States senator will 
begin Tuesday, and not until a senator ig 
chosen will legislation begin to be seriously 
considered, 

Mr. Clark’s libel bill is exciting more 
comment than perhaps any other measure 
yet introduced. lt has been made special 
order for next Thursday, and will cause a 
lively debate. : 

Mr. Lengle’s bill making appropriation to 
pay expenses incurred by Florida during 
the Spanish war has passed voth houses. 
Other important measures to be considered 
next week relate to health and financial 
matters. 

Senator Pasco claims to have his re-elec- 
tion assured. He stated to your _represen- 
tative this afternoon that he had received 
considerable unexpected support during the 
last twenty-four hours. The following 
telegram was received today by a member 
who is working hard for Pasco: 

“At a meeting today of the democratic 
executive committee of Jefferson county, 
the following resolution was adopted unan- 
imously: “That, representing the democratic 
party of Jefferson county, we affirm the 
position of the democratic county conven- 
tion assembled the year 1898, in its utter- 
ances pledging the support of Jefferson 
county to Senator Pasco for re-election.’ 
Adopted by unanimoug vote. Our commit- 
tee consists of one member from each 
precinct in the county.’’ 

The Taliaferro forces are working with 
the same confidence and enthusiasm which 
has marked their entire campaign since 
they reached the capital. It is evident that 
the contest will be a battle royal, and with 
so many shrewd politicians on the ground

Canton, O., April 15.—Attorneys for the 
State regard this as their red-letter day in 
the trial of Mrs. George. They produced 
the eye-witnesses to the firing of two of the 
shots which took effect in Saxton’s body. 

One of these claimed to have identified 
Mrs. George positively as having fired the 
shots, and the other testified positively that 
the women she saw do the shooting closely 
resembled Mrs. George, whom she knows 
Only as she has seen her in the courtroom, 

The state also qualified a witness on Mrs. 
George’s handwriting to identify a letter 
which they want to introduce in evidence. 

Michael Bars, the postoffice clerk who 
yesterday failed to prove his:capacity for 
identifying Mrs. George’s handwriting, 
answered other questions today which 
made his identification of a letter admissa- 
ble, and this will be formally offered after 
the defense has had opportunity_to read it. 

Police Sergeant Harler told of a conver- 
Sation he had with Mrs. George, in which 
she talked of having Saxton and Mrs. Alt- 
house arrested She told him they - could 
get into the house through the coal hole. 
He said that on Monday morning, after 
the murder, he found a revolver at the 
corner of High and South streets. 

The revolver was offered and identified, 
and the bullets found in Saxton’s body 
shown to be of the same caliber. 

The cross-examination was under way 
when court adjourned. 


CHANGE IN THE CREMATORY. 


Labor Saving Device Added to the Les- 
ter Crematory. 


The new Lester crematory, which has 
been consuming the city garbage for a week 
under a temporary contract. shut down yes- 
terday morning to make an improvement. 
The garbage will be taken to the city dump- 
ing grounds until the erematory is at work 
again. 

The owners of the plant claim that the 
fact that they shut down tn no way sig- 
nifies they are ynable to carry out the con- 
tract with the city. On the other hand. Mr. 
Lester says he ‘will burn every load of 
garbage and night soit sent to his crema- 
tory. It was necessary to shut down, he 
Says, in order to add a device to save labor. 
President Miller, of the board of health, 
and Secretary Benson gave the crematory 
official permission to make these additions. 

The present contract with the Lester 
company states that’ the permanent con- 
tract for the disposition of the night soll 
and garbage shall begin when the company 
demonstrates to the board of health it can 
do the work in a sanitary manner. Bir. 
Lester has not yet had sufficient opportu- 
nity to show what he can do, and the board 
will give him a fair showing. If he cannot 
do the work, ther the officials will make 
another. contract. The gutcome is, being 
awaited .with much interest. 


MORTGAGE DEBTS EXTENDED. 


In Cuba Obligations Are Given a Year 
More To Run. | 

Washington, April 15.—Mortgage obliga- 

tions in Cuba will be further extended for 

another year. The extension, however. will 

‘be limited to debts secured by mortgage 
Or ground rents. 

The representatives of the Cuban cabinet 


- council who have been here for.some duys 


have had several conftrences with the of- 
ficials on the subject of general extensions 
during which they have argued the e¢op- 
tion of a plan which had received the sanc- 
tion of the convention council extending 
mortgage obligations for periods ranging up 
to six years. They also desire that debt- 
ors be relieved entirely from the payment 
of interest ending final liquidation. This 
proposition received the disapproval of the 
Officials, who promptly stated that they 
could not apply a principle which was dis- 
tinctly contrary to common justice, and it 
was suggested to the Cubans that their 
course would speedily and promptly injure 
the credit of the island. 
An assuming control of the islands the 
United States, they were told, had declared 
its purpose not to impair existing obliga- 
tions and to assent to the repudiation of 
any debt or otherwise would be in 
contravention of that declaration. 
As to limiting the extension to one year, 
it was said that the United States would 
not undertake to exercise any control over 
the affairs of the island beyond the period 
of its occupany, but if at the end of the 
year a further extension for a limited time 
seemed necessary and the United States 
still held control of the island, it might be 
granted, but no obligation would now 
assumed for a longer period than one year.

GENERAL EVANS ISSUES. INVITATION 


He Requests the Confederate Veterans 
of the State To Attend the Un- 
veiling Exercises—Railroads 
Asked To Make Spe- 

| cial Rates. 


The Georgia monument commemorative 
of the Georgia officers and men who took 
part in the historic battle of Chickamauga, 
December 198th and 2, 1863, will be unveiled 
at Chickamauga National park on May 
4th. 

The attendant ceremonies will be ex- 
tremely interesting and large crowds from 
all parts of the state are expected to be 
present at the unvelling. 

The statement has been made that the 
monument had been erected in memory of 
the confederate dead and that the cast of 
the shaft has been raised by the members of 
the memorial board. This statement is in- 
eorrect. 

In 1897, the general assembly passed an act 
creating a state memorial board, to be 
composed of five members, including Ad- 
jutant General McIntosh Kell, who its ex- 
officio chairman of the board. With the 
passage of this act $25,000 was appropriated 


for the purpose of erecting a monument oF. 


monuments commemorative of the Geor- 
gians who took part in the battle of Chick- 
amaug.a. 

Those appointed on the committee were 
Major J. B. Cumming, of Augusta: Colo- 
nel J. S. Boynton, of Griffin: Hon. Gordon 
Lee, of Chickamauga, and Captain W. SQ. 
Everett, of Atlanta. Captain Everett was 
elected chairman pro tem. and has practl- 
cally discharged all of the duties of chair- 
man, Adjutant General Kell’s health being 
euch that he was unable to look after the 
duties of the position. Gordon Lee Was 
elected secretary. 

The committee awarded the contract for 
granite work of Venable Bros., of Atlanta, 
and the Contract for the bronze tablets to 
the Gorham Manufacturing Company, of 
New York. The shaft is of Georgia granite, 
flanked by four large bronge tablets mod- 
aled with appropriate symbolic figures and 
bearing inscriptions of the names of thé 
commanding officers of the Georgia troons 
that took part in the engagement. The apex 
of the shaft ts surmounted bv a heroic fiz- 
ure of a confederate soldier holding in one 
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hand a furled fiag of the confederacy. ! 


The modeling of the figure and the tablets 


was the work of a year, and the completed 
bronzes are said to be the finest works of 
art. Certain it fs that they are unequaled 
by anything at Chickamauga park. 

The general inscription on the monvw- 
ment is as follows: 


TO THE LASTING MEMORY OF ALL 
HER SONS 


Who fwueht on this field—those who 
fought and lived, and those who 
fought and died—those who eave 
\much and those who gave all— 
GHORGIA 
Erects this monument. 


Three of the tablets bear the names of 
general officers and brigade commanders, 
officers of infantry, officers of artillery and 
officers of cavalry. 

Following are the names as they appear 
on the different tablets. It will be noticed 
that in the case of the infanfry battalions 
in severa] instances more than one name 
follows the battalion. The first name is 
that of the officer who was in command: at 
the opening of the engagement; the others 
are the next in rank, who succeeded to 
command on account of the death or 
wounding of the commanding officer:

APPEAL TO GOVERNOR 
TO ORDER A NEW TRIAL 


Probably the most unique and highly in- 
teresting document that ever come into the 
hands of the governor of Georgia was re- 
ceived by the chief executive yesterday 
morning. The document is a formal appeal 
to Governor Candler from a man convicted 
of cheating and swindling, for a new trial 
and also for a remittal of the fine which 
the plaintiff paid upon the return of the 
jury’s verdict of guilty. 

To any one familiar with the language 
of the law and the verbage usually em- 
ployed in applications to a court, the plea 
from McIntosh county will appear gro- 
tesquely humorous. It is evident from an 
inspection of the original application that 
it was drawn up in toto by the applicant 
for a now trial himself, who evidently 
spurned the assistance of an attorney, and 
is doubtless still confident that the gover- 
nor will grant him a@ new trial on receipt 
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of his “application extraordinary.’’ The 
indiscrimiate combination of civil and crim- 
inal terms e application which follows 
will serv as amusement and warning 
to many the younger members of the’ 
profession in the city. The name of the ap- 
plicant is left aut and that of John Doe 
substituted in its place: 

“In Executive Department, State of 
Georgia.—And now comes John Doe to the 
governor of the state of Georgia and makes 
application extraordinary for a new trial 
in the case of the state against his person, 
under -the charge of cheating and swin- 
dling, for which he was tried an@ found 
guilty, without evidence, in the —— county 
court, or or about the — day of ——, 1896, 
and judgment was rendered requiring him 
to pay a fine of one hundred ($100) dollars 
and cost, or twelve months in the chain- 
gang. 

“The said John Doe comes with his com- 
plaints and sets forth as the grounds of 
his claims the following information, to. 
wit: 

“1. The said plaintiff, John Doe, says 
that he believes, and has evidence to 
prove, that his trial and conviction was a 
malicious prosecution, and a premeditatec 
design on the part of the officers of the 
court of —— county, aided and abetted by, 
others as accessories. 

‘2. Said plaintiff says that he made all 
efforts he possibly could make under the 
law to stay execution until he could make 
application for a new trial before the court, 
or motion’ to set aside judgment on the 
grounds of certain errors complained of, 
and did not pay the said fine and costs 
saving upon extreme act of duress on the 
part of county officers. 

“3. Plaintiff says ever since said prosecu- 
tion and conviction and payment of fine he 
has been seeking the-aid of counsel, to ob- 
tain redress for wrongs in sald case through 
the courts, so as to act within the limits 
of the statutes, but he says that, for some 
cause unknown to himself, all the lawyers 
he spoke to refused to take the case, and 
now he proceeds with the case himself, in 
propria persona. 

“4. The said plaintiff, John Doe, says 
that as a matter of proof to the governor 
of his continual effort to prosecute his 
claim or to obtain redress of wrongs that 
the record of this case is on file, together 
with several other important papers rela- 
tive to the same, 

‘6. The said plaintiff, John Doe, prays 
that the governor may grant an order for 
a new trial in said case, to take place in 
the superior court of —— county, or such 
other court as the governor may deem 
proper. 

‘6. Plaintiff further prays that if the 
records show the errors complained of to 
be true, the granting of an order requiring 
the county authorities of —— county to 
return the said fine and cost to plaintiff. 

“And plaintiff will ever pray, etc.

BIG STILL IS CONFISCATED. 


Revenue Officers Capture One of the 
Large t Illicit Establishments 
uve.

States marshal, captured one of the largest 
illicit distilleries that has ever been taken 
in this state two miles south of Paradise, 
in Walton county, Saturday morning about

The work was very skillful and the catch 
@ particularly big one. The stil] was in 
full blast when the collectors ran upon it. 
There were two furnaces, with a capacity 
of 125 gallons and sixty-five gallons, re- 
spectively. 

On the ground was found 1,500 gallons of 
beer, forty gallons of singlings and a ten 
gallon keg of whisky. 

The revenue collectors ran upon the dis- 
tilleries early in the morning. They had to 
crawl along the ground for a distance of 
800 feet before coming to the location of 
the still. 

As soon as they were discovered one of 
the men made a break for the canebrake, 
and two of them were captured. One of 
them gave bond in Athens and the other 
was breught to Atlanta and lodged in the 
Tower.

His Pistol Taken from Him. 

Hie attempted to rise, at the same time 
reaching to his hip pocket for his pistol.

He 
had fallen behind an iron cell door, and to 
this fact he believes he owes his life. As 
the prisoners were backing toward the 
corridor door with the keys, which they

One of the negroes calied to the others 
to make haste to get away, and this caused 
the man with the pistol to change his mind 
and to hastily follow his companions. 

All four of the negroes ran-out of the 
corridor door, which had by this~ time 
been opened, and they made their escape. 
The pistol was carried off. 

Sheriff Talley Talks of the Affair. 

4t the police barracks last nignt Sheriff 
Talley made a statement of the jail deliv- 
ery to a reporter of The Constitution. He 
said: 

“The DeKalb county jai! is poorly ar- 
ranged, and there is no way of supplying 
the prisoners with water unless their cell 
doors aré unloeked to allow them to come 
into the corridor for the buckets. I did not 
suspect any trouble, and wiiile the four 
negroes were getting the water I handed 
Flanagan the clothing I had for him. The 
negroes sprang upon me and 1 was on the 
floor before 1 knew what had happened. 
The keys were taken from me and when 
I drew my pistol the weapon was snatched 
from my hand. One of the negroes point- 
ed-the pistol at mg, and I believe he would 
have shot if I had not been partially be- 
hind a door.’’

Upon his return from New York Johnson 
employed W. T. Moyers to represent him 
in his litigations, As soon as it was an- 
nounced that Johnson had been indicted, 
there were a number of friends of his who 
wrote to Colonel Moyers and came to cece 
him to tell him something of Johnson, and 
especially of McCauley. 

Colonal Moyers told the story yester- 
day. He said that the first infrmation he 
received about McCauley was from the 
justice of the peace at Stone Mountain. 
Judge McCurdy wrote him that McCauley 
had come to Stone Mountain and paid him 
(McCurdy) $50 to write his will. He did 
so, and in it McCauley gave everything he 
had to Johnson. He owned a house and 
lot in Stone Mountain and the Georgia 
bonds. The original will has been lost and 
no trace of it has ever been found.

The sentence imposed on Johnson yes- 
terday brought to a close one of the most 
sensational cases that has been in the 
courts of this state for many years. 

Facts Are Very Unusual. 

The facts in the Johnson case have been 
told a number of times. J. A. McCauley, a 
confirmed drunkard, with no friends nor 
relatives so far as known at that time, 
came to Atlanta about a year ago. He be- 
gan a career of dissipation here, and was 
continually under the influence of whisky 
About the first of September of last year 
he took rooms at the Jackson hotel, and 
was soon on his bed, with a similar affec- 
tion as delirium treme Before taking 
his bed, he had been a close friend of John- 
son, from whose saloon he had often bought 
whisky. Johnson was the only friend that 
MeCauley had, 

Every little trouble an@ vexation that 
McCauley had he went, to Johnson, The 
latter returned his friendship. Soon after 
he was confined to his room, McCauley 
died. A few days before his death, Mc- 
Cauley sent a note to Johnson asking. him 
to get from his lock-box in the Atlanta 
National bahk seven Georgia state bonds 
and bring them to him. Johnson did this 
little service, so far as Known up to a 
short time ago. Johnson, according to his 
own testimony, gave the bonds to Mc- 
Cauley and heard no more of them. 

A week after McCauley’s death, County 
Administrator Banks, having charge of 
the deceased’s estate, by virtue of his 
official position, went to J yhnson and ask- 
ed him if he knew anything about the 
bonds. 

Johnson said he gave them to McCauley 
and did not know where they were. 

Mr. Banks, through his attorneys, took 
out a bail trover for the property.. Deputy 
Sheriff Shropshire nson and ask- 
ed him where:the bonds -were. Johnson 
gave him the same answer he had given 
Banks. On the next day Mr, Shropshire 
visited Johnson again with the same re- 
quest. The latter produced a receipt, which 


had a similar signature to that of Mc-. 


Cauley’s. Johnson said MeCauley had 
given that to him when he delivered the 
bonds, 

The receipt Was not taken to be genuine, 
and-the bail trover suit was pushed. A 
hearing was had, and Judge Reid held that 
Johnson should give bond for his appear- 
ance at a new trial, which his attorneys 
said they would ask for. 

Upon the new trial Judge Reid held that 
Johnson did not have the bonds. 

Johnson was released from _ bon 
restraint. Another motion for a new 
was made, and this was pending when 
case was determined yesterday. 

After the issue of the second civil trial 
on the bail trover Johnson sold his saloon 
in Atlanta and wént to New York city. He 
opened a saloon on the Bowery. Here he 
ran his business for some time. One day 
Arnola & Arnold, of this city, received a 
letter from John Dickey, a broker in Au- 
gusta, saying that he had certain Georgia 


state bonds which were purported to have |! 


been a part of the estate of a certain Mc- 
Cauley. 

An investigation was begun. The route 
of the bonds was traced backwardly, 
through a number of broker’s firms in New 
York city and finally the man to whom 
Johnson ha@ sold them was found. Johnson 
was confronted with the discoverey*\by 
He did not 


did not want his wife to get his property. 
He had another idea which showed itself 
to be almost predominant, and °that was 
that he wanted all. of his property to be 
given to Johnson. 

Johnson sold the house and lot in Stone 
Mountain for $300. 

A man from Knoxville, Tenn., named 
McGuire informed Colonel Moyers that he 
had known McCauley. He (McGuire) said 


that McCauley had told him that Johnson 


Was the only friend he had, and that he 
did not want his wife to get any of his 
praperty, but that he intended to leave all 
of it to Johnson. 

Henry Cooper told Colonel Moyers that 
McCauley ‘was originally a watchmaker, 
but that he had stopped that trade and 
begun marble cutting as a profession. He 
became very expert in this and made a 
considerable reputation’ as a sculptor. He 
made his money by which he accumulated 
his property in this Way. 

It was known that. he came from Ken- 
tucky, and it is believed that he was born 
there. Nothing has ever been heard from 
his. wife. 

The bonds -which have been obtained 
from Johnson may be restored to him i! 
the will which was prepared by Justice 
McCurdy can be substantiated by wit- 
nesses. Otherwise they will be held for 
his. heirs if any ever materialize. 

Mr. Johnson's family igs now in New 
York. He has a wife and five children. He 
is sixty-four-years of age. He was at 
one time a very prominent citizen of At- 
lanta and a leader among the Irish popula- 
tion. 

It is said that when County Administra- 
tor Banks called on Johnson for- the bonds 
the latter thought Mr. Banks was not 
acting in an official Way ang he did not 
think it was any of the business of the 
administrator to be asking for the bonds 
and he said he knew nothing of them. 

After he had made this statement rather 
than go back on it he stuck to it until it 
led him into ae prem nt trouble.

I never-have un- 
derstood how it is that the pea or a bean 
or a potato patch or an okra seed can 
crack the cloddy ground and lift the clods 
and part them and find a way upward, 
These little tender shoots that will bend 
and break at the touch can lift a weight 
of pounds, and I am satisfied that there is 
s0me mysterious force that helps them 
do—some electric influence that emanates 
from the plant—some dynamic power. 
What farmer has not wondered that a 
shooting grain of corn could upheave and 
split asunder a clod that he could hardly 
break with his horny hands. Then, againi 
what a preservative is our mother earth. 
How safely it keeps the roots of vegetation 
from frosts and fre zes and Zero eold. We 
had sixty-six rose bushes, all of choice va- 
rieties, and have taken a world of comfort 
in their beautiful flowers, but this last 
winter they were al] killed—killed dead to 
the ground, and I cut them down and 
found no sign of life. It made us all sad 
and I wrote about it, and a good man, a 
florist, of Chambersburg, Pa., Mr. William 
B. Reed, read my letter, and surprised me 
by sending sixty-six new plants of the best 
varieties, and I planted them carefully be- 
tween the dead ones and. they are spring- 
ing up beautifully, and now, lo and behold, 
the old ones are sending up strong and 
vigorous shoots from near the surface and 
most of them are above the budded joints. 
So if all of them live and grow, there will 
be a wild rness of roses, and we can take 
our choice. I am ready to certify that Mr. 
Reed is a great big-hearted man. - And now 
Mr. R. K. Robertson, of Chickamauga, has 
sent me+#300 strawberry plants. Lady 
Thompson and Louise and Gandy varieties. 
All are fine, and the Gandys are especially 
wanted, for they are a very late variety 
and bear bountifully after all other kinds 
have passed away for the season. I'll bet 
he is a good man, too, and my wife makes 
it a rule to believe that everybody is good 
who is good to us. 

So now let the war go on.

The young ladies will go on record as 
having been the first permanently organ- 
ized body of women in the south to’ work 
in the interest of the American soldiers of 
the Spanish-American war. 

The first meeting out of which the organ- 
ization grew was held at the home of Miss 
Jennie M. English Sunday afternoon, May 
£9, 1898. The meeting was inspired by a 
letter written by Miss Ella M,. Powell and 
published that day in The Constitution. 

Miss Powell’s appeal for the Georgia sol- 
diers embodied a letter from Captain Joseph 
Van Holt Nash, of the Third Georgia regi- 
ment, in which letter he suggested the good 
that might be done by the young women 
of Atlanta in the interest of the Georgia 
regiments. 

Among the many impressed by Miss Pow- 
ell’s appeal was Miss English, who invited 
to her home a number of her young lady 
friends; that apme action might be taken 
toward the patriotic work that properly 
devolves upon women in times of war. 

At this initial meeting, over which Miss 
English presided, it was decided to call 
@ mass meeting of the young unmarried 
women of Atlanta at the Capital City Club 
the next (Monday) ‘afternoon. 

Over a hundred responded to the call, and 
permanent organization was effected, The 
officers elected were: Miss Ella M, Powell, 
president; Miss Jennie English, vice pres- 
$dent; Misses Isma Dooly and Joan Clark, 
secretaries; Miss Annie Nash, treasurer, and 
Miss Elizabeth Venable, chairman of the 
executive board, 

Within the week the young ladies had col- 
lected, through their subscription Hst, over 
$1,200, while their continued work in solici- 
tation and through entertainments of va- 
rious kinds made their fund before the 
week ended amount to $2,602.21. 

With the exception of about $75 or $100 
sent voluntarily by people outside of At- 
lanta, the fund for the soldiers came as 
a generous response from the Atlanta pub- 
lic to the appeal made by the young la- 
dies, 

It was decided in the early days of the 
organization, and so stated through the 
press, that as the public- subscribed 50 
generously to the work of the association, 
at the proper time the subscribers wouid 
be fully informed as to what disposition 
was made of their money, 

It is but right and just that on occasions 
when the public is asked to patronize an 
object, whether patrictic or philanthropic, 
and they respond with their money gcn- 
every of this money 
should be accounted for, not only to the 
satisfaction of the ofticers and members 
who have it in charge, but to the public 
who have subscribed it. 

In recognition of this principle which 
should govern every organization in the 
’ treasury of which the money of the public 
is entrusted, Miss Nash makes her report 
today. 

It not only reflects credit on the entire 
membership of the Atlanta Relief Asso- 
ciation in showing the work that has 
been done by them, but upon Miss Nash, 
the treasurer, whose fulfillment of the 
futies of her office distinguish her as an 
pble woman as well as one patriotic and 
patnest.

Now and Then’’ 


Not long since a story went the roufds 
of the country concerning the organization 
in a northwestern city of an anti-marriage 
club among a coterie of eligible young 
bachelors. 

As a matter of course, the organization. 
having a basic principle so vulnerable, did 
not last long, but the spirit of the organ- 
ization seems to have spread like a perni- 
cious tidal wave over the youth of the 
country, and a series of secret societies ere 
said to be taking root, where the results 
threaten not only the peace of mind o” the 
fair debutante, but the entire overthrow of 
the right conception of that @ll-absorbing 
affection, that the French philosophers are 
pleased to term, “la grande nassion.’’ 

Here in Atlanta the growing skepticism 
on the part of a coterie of young bachelors 
_who had been noted for their chivalrous 
attentions to young women in whom were 
centered all the charms-of sweet slyleen, 
seventeen or eighteen, so deeply impressed 
a party of enterprising debutaates that 
they set to work to investigate the cause. 
What was their horror to discover that in 
their very midst, and almost within their 
parlors, where tall lamps shed a subdued 
light over tete-a-tete chairs, a society 
‘had been organized which seemed to have 
as its clearly defined object the absolute an- 
nihilation of man’s faith in woman, and 
what should be his implicit confidence in the 
happiness growing out of love—good, old- 
fashioned love, sometimes called “love pure 
et simple.”’ 

The club was organized some weeks ago 
and the applications for membership have 
been so numerous that the charter members 
have assumed the positions of a ‘faculty,”’ 
and a rigid examination in “amorology”’ 
thas to be passed before a man is elegible to 
membership.

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Concerning Public Iniprovements. 
The policy of progressive improvement 
which Atlanta has heretofore pursued by 
fits and starts has been very successful. 
That is to sav. the results been 
larger than might ordinarily 


have 
be expeéct- 
ed from a method which invoives. as it 
were, the pressure of absolute necessity 
or the suggestion and insistence of a 
few public-spirited citizens more far- 
seeing than the rest. These results 
have been satisfactory as far as they go-— 
they have been wonderfu!, indeed, con- 
sidered as the outcome of a haphazard 
policy; but The Constitution is of the 
opinion that the time has come for At- 
lanta to formulate and carry out a defin- 
‘ite and settled policy of public improve- 
ment. 

Quite accidentally, as it now seems, 
the construction of Forsyth street bridge 
Was undertaken by one city administra- 
tion; the succeeding one undertook tune 
Mitchell street viaduct; and now the 
present administration is to take up 
the Whitehal] street improvement. In 
the .case of the Forsyth street bridge, 
there was considerable protest; the city 
Was going faster than circumstances 
warranted; there would be a needless 
sacrifice of property values in the neigh- 
borhood; a eood deal of real estate would 
be suffocated by the superstructure— 
and so on and so forth. 

But what has happened? Why the 
bridge is found to be an absolute neces- 
Silty. It was not built a day too soon 
to accommodate the -increasing traf- 
fic and relieve the pressure on 
the Broad street bridge. So 
with the Mitchell street viaduct. — It 
has not even been completed, but al- 
ready public opinion perceives how nee- 
essary it is to the growth and enlarge- 
ment of the city. The Whitehall street 
improvement is another. case in poini 
‘the work on it has not even begun, and 
yet property values. responding to a 
inevitable impulse, are beginning to rise 
and expand; and not only those who re- 
Side on the street, but residents in the 
neighborhood, perceive that the work 
Will quicken values in every direction. 

And yet, for all that, the Whitehall 
improvement is not, strictly speaking, 
a local one. It opens up a passage way 
through the town and across the county 
which has heretofore been no thorougb- 
fare for those who use vehicles. The 
public necessity of the SImprovement 
has led the county authorities to lend 
iheir aid in its completion. 

Now, We have mentioned the White- 
hall improvement, not for the purpose of 
putting forward any argument to show 
its necessity, but to. add its weight to 
the other improvements that have been 
made during the past half dozen years. 
We desire to show how necessary it is 
for the city to have some definite policy 
with respect to these matters—a policy 
that will expand with the expansion of 
the city, and become more ambitious 
as Atlanta gradually grows more im- 
portant. 

The time has come when each succeed- 
ing city administration should go into 
office with some definite end and aim, 
so far as the city’s progress is con- 
cerned, and leave behind it as a monu- 
ment of its service some permanent 
public improvement. Such a policy as 
this, definite and well understood, with 
give the Atlanta of the future a great 
advantage over the Atlanta of the past 

in the matter of substantial progress. 
Heretofore, our permanent improve- 
ments have been inaugurated by fits and 
Starts, either under the pressure of ab- 
solute necessity or as the result of per- 
sistent discussion and urgent appeals. 

The Constitution believes that the 
growth of the city has reached such a 
point, and its future is so well assured, 
that sound public opinion wil! indorse

the suggestion that each new city ad- 
ministration shall make it a point to 
leave behind it an enduring witness 
of its laborg in behalf of Atlanta—some 
permanent public improvement that will 
appeal, as it were, to posterity. 

A city is judged almost entirely by 
its public improvements, its public build- 
ings, its avenues and its streets and 
the general air of public spirit which is 
to be breathed in the atmosphere, so to 
say. Private enterprise is to be taken 
for granted; but it is not to be denied 
that the ardor and enthusiasm of pri- 
vate enterprise take on a more impres- 
sive shape :in the city which is devoting 
its best efforts to promote those works 


of permanent improvement which make 


up the main features of a progressive 


In other words, individual enterprise 
and energy reach their highest level un- 
der the stimulus that is imparted 1o them 
by a highly progressive city, especially 


when this municipal progress is confined 


to the J@gitimate development of public 
works and public utilities. It is a 
matter of common observation that. a 
municipality which contains the germs 
of progress rapidly grows to any and all 
improvements, end as rapidiy grows 
bevond them. A citizen of Atlanta 
need not be an old man to remember 
the apparent disproportion that existed 
between the city and the Kimball house 
when that structure first erected.

An Atlanta Drug Clerk. 

It is always weil to keep on good 
terms with the drug clerk—especia!ly an 
Atlanta drug clerk. 

Forty-five years ago a drug-store stood 
on ‘Whitehall street, about where Georgs 
Muse's store now stands. Behind the 
prescription department stood a some- 
what timid but steady young man—a 
stranger here, a raw Vermont boy, but 
that was nothing in a city which was 
constantly being recruited by strang- 
ers. There were the Markhams, the 
Healeys, John Neal, Frank Rice and 
others, all from abroad and all working 
to build up the brash young city. 
Whenever these distinguished pioneers 
felt ill, or wanted something to drive 
away the headache, the young stranger 
at the drug store knew what to fix up for 
them. He could read the prescriptions 
of the doctors of that day with amazing 
accuracy, and he never had a package 
turned back upon him. 

In time, however, the strangers be- 
came too numerous to be kept track of 
individually. Some of them established 
business houses and have remained with 
us, some went pioneering throughout 
the state, some went into politics and 
finally war claimed their service. Time 
began to decimate their ranks, until 
now the strangers of 1855 huddle closely 
together as men who have been in ship- 
wreck together. 

Yesterday a dignified and elderly 
stranger made his appearance in this 
city. His manner was that of one sat- 
isfied with the world and with himself. 
Iie began to make inquiries about peo- 
ple seattered or dead—he was the young 
drug clerk of 1855, and later Governor 
Urban A. Woodbury, of Vermont, who is 
now visiting at Lithia Springs. 

The moral of this is—always. respect 
the young Atlanta business man. In 
vears to come he may be governor or 
president, for the whole world is open to 
him.

The story of 
Pana and Virden, in which the republic- 
an governor is concerned, is on which 
Was never duplicated in any part of the 
south. There negroes were ruthlessly 
slain because they sought the privilege 
of earning an honest livelihood. To this 
moment their deaths are unavenged by 
law; their murderers walk openly iy 
freedom before Illinois officers; and 
the people stand ready to repeat the out- 
rage upon men who have simply asked 
for a chance to earn their bread. What 
is the constrast in Georgia? Every col- 
ored man who is willing to work has 
employment; all the moral and indus- 
trial forces are united in the work to 
build up among them habits of thrift 
and good conduct. Not a single instance 
can be adduced in which a negro has 
suffered while engaged in the effort to 
support himself and his family. In 
Georgia they are given remunerative 
employment—in Illinois they are shot 
down like dogs. 

But, our contemporary may say, there 
are lynchings in Georgia, rather than 
the premeditated form of murder which 
exists in THlinnt- compte wees ht fA 
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are lynchings, but behind each one of 
them stands an outraged white woman, 
hiding her face in shame over the in- 
dignity which has been placed upon her. 
How she would have preferred death it- 
self. had the black brute but in mercy 
dealt it out to her! But no, she must 
live to weep and hide from the face of 
men, while misplaced sympathy clusters 
around the-wretch who richly deserved 
the fate of a mad dog, and the innocent 
victim, the pure wife, the tender-hearted 
mother, the queenly woman, is forgot- 
ten in her deep disgrace and shame! 

The case in point Is one so revolting 
in its details that they cannot be hint- 
ed at in decency in type. A girl-wife 
and mother the victim, an infuriate 
wretch the criminal. The boiling blood 
of indignation demands that her wrongs 
shal] have the most swift and the most 
intense punishment whien the atrocity 
of his crime calls for. Our Chicago 
contemporary calls for indignation be- 
cause the demon is pursued, but forgets 
the little woman in the background; 
whose dead husband lies beside her, 
whose orphan babes gather to her breast, 
but the death of all of whom would 
have been a heavenly visitation had she 
been but spared the final culmination. 
There should be indignation, but it 
should be in the interest of the crushed 
little woman; there is a case of “bru- 
tality,” but the ravishing fiend is the 
perpetrator and the helpless white wo- 

1an igs the victim. Let our Chicago 
friend take the case home, and he may 
locate the “brutality” differently. 

What do we see? A respected white 
farmer been murdered, by a man 
whose name and identity is known. His 
wife is weeping in her intolerable con- 
fusion. ller children have a shocking 
heritage to cast its shadow all along 
the line of their future lives. The 
criminal is abroad, known, has received 
the help of his race in hiding out. He 
could have been turned over to the 
officers on the first day, if people of 
his own race, who have shielded him, 
would have only done what white peo- 
ple would have done with a white man 
under similar circumstances. The crime 
took place on Wednesday. It has sent 
a thrill of horror throughout the state. 
Three issues of The Constitution have 
chronicled the shame of the Cranford 
family. In all that time not a single 
colored preacher or. teacher or white 
teacher of negroes, or class of theolog- 
ical students has had a word of sympa- 
thy for the shamed woman. Not one 
of them has come to the front .with a 
reward for the arrest of the criminal, 
or with a single expression which would 
show that thev were on the side of law 
rather than of the fugitive criminal. 
Why this difference to injured innocence 
and this zeal for admitted criminals? 

A white woman hides; her head. in 
outraged and modest shame! Where is 
the sympathy of anti-rynchers for her? 
Where is their zealin running down the 
criminal? 
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Developing Atlanta’s Resources. 

‘he proposed consolidation of the op- 
posing street car lines, under the finan- 
cing scheme of the Georgia Trust Com- 
pany, is one of the strongest evidences 
of the solidity of investment in this city. 

To any observer who has watched the 
growth and the operations of the rival 
street car systems of Atlanta, the prog- 
ress made must be very striking. TRe 
original street car line, using horses for 
motive power, paved the way, and was 
followed by rival lines to other sections 
of tlfe city, each one at outs with tne 
other, refusing schedule acommoda- 
tions and really doing but very little 
toward bettering the condition of the 
city. It was not until the introduction 
of electricity that the value of Atlanta 
street car franchises began to be appre- 
ciated. Owing to the conformation of 
the city, these lines simply carried pas- 
sengers to and from its center, making 
two fares necessary, whether on the 
same line or another one, whenever the 
passenger desired to go elsewhere than 
into the business center, 

Coincident. with these developments, 
it must be admitted, there was often 
antagonism between the people and the 
companies, the former not being satis- 
fied, with the accommodations given, 
and the latter asserting that they were 
reaching for that culmination as rapidly 
as possible. But the work of honey- 
combing the city with lines went on, 
and jong loops were thrown out to sub- 
urban points, until the Atlanta of haif 
a dozen blocks bulged out to fill its ra- 
dius of two miles from the center. With 
the extension of the lines and the con- 
solidation of ownership, which renderea 
schedules and general management pos- 
sible, the service steadily improved, and 
the cross-town privilege was granted, to 
be succeeded later by the transfer privi- 
lege which rendered it possible to reach 
any part of the city for one fare, instead 
of two and sometimes three, as formerly. 

The projected consolidation of all the 
Street car lines not only makeg it pos- 
sible to give transfers everywhere, but 
the scheme itself is an Object lesson as to 
the commanding value of investments in 
this city. The attractions which direct 
the attention of capitalists to the railroad 
privileges of this city can be matched 
by many other properties equally phomis- 
ing, and the development of all of which 
will furnish adequate return as well as 
help to make the credit of the city 
stronger. 

The people of Atlanta have received 
the intelligence of the Gorgia Trust 
Company’s consolidation plan with great 
satisfaction. They recognize that the 
credit and ability of each interest in 
the city. helps to build up the whole, and 
they are gratified that Atlanta is able 
to command money by the millions 
whenever it is wanted.

“SKOWHEGAN” BRYANT 
IN POLITICS AGAIN 


Thousands of Georgians still remember 
J. E. Bryant, an oldtime republican leader, 
demagogue and agitator. 

During the reconstruction period he was 
one of the most prominent men in, his 
party, and he was as much talked about 
as any of his notorious associates. 

Years ago he quietly folded his tent and 
disappeared from his camping ground, here 
in Atlanta, and all inquiries as to his 
whereabouts were fruitless. He had heen 
conducting a weekly sheet in this city—a 
sham newspaper, a pale, blundering bloteh 
on the journalistic map—a wretched jumble 
of pot metal, politics and piety. 

This fraudulent weekly pretense Was 
printed for reform and revenue, spasmod- 
ically for the formér, but all the time 
faithfully and industriously for the latter. 
The editor’s scheme was to interest north- 
ern people in the cause of negro educa- 
tion, and persuade them to send him do- 
nations for that purpose. 

Nobody will ever know how much money 
came into his hands, or how he disposed 
of it, but it is understood that he made his 
expense account keep pace with his re- 
ceipts from his philanthropic northern 
friends 


In the course of time donations began 
to dwindle down to a fine point, and the 
colonel, as he was called, left the state. 

For years many people have been under 


‘the impression that he was dead, but, this 


turns out to be a mistake. 

Several days ago a prominent Atlant-an 
received a letter from Olean, N. Y., ask- 
ing for the record of J. E. Bryant in this 
place and in.Georgia. The writer stated 
that Bryant had been editing a. little 
weekly in Olean for several years past, and 
was now making an effort to re-enter poli- 
tics, and was seeking an office. 

This is news, indeed. Evidently the eld 
chieftain of the carpetbaggers who once 
lorded it over Georgia has lost none of 
his old greed, pluck and brazen assur- 
ance, 

For the entertainment of my younter 
readers who are not familiar with the ca- 
reer of this remarkable adventurer, i will 
recall some of the incidents of his political 
life. 

bryant was the head and front of the 
carpetbaggers who oppressed and plundeted 
Georgia under the forms of law, while 
bayonet rule prevailed. 

He was a member of the reconstruction 
constitutional convention, and of the first 
legislature thereafter. In the latter body 
there were about thirty negroes. A _ his- 
torian of that era wrote: ‘“‘The most pic- 
turesque figure on the republican side of 
the house was J. E, Bryant. He has been 
an unexampli§ manipulator of the black 
element foe years, until in 1880 he was 
completely unhorsed. He‘ has played a 
highly cokored part in all the shifting 
episodes of reconstruction. No man has 
ever joined to the deftest pen and glibbest 
tongue in presenting 
pects of reconstruction a keener elutch of 
the more practical instrumentalities that 
govern the untutored colored intelligence. 
He has been both subtle and a _ bold 
leader of the dark element of suffrage, 

Under the second -reconstruction of Geor- 
fia our house of representatives was or- 
ganized by an outsider, Colone] A. TJ, Har- 
ris, an employee of the state road. 

The negro members. expelled a few 
months hefore, had heen reseated. but the 
unterrified democrats were ready for a bold 
fig’ht, and Bryant and J. H. Caldwell, with 
a Tew moderate republicans, acted with 
them. 

On the first day the house had a lively 
time. Before he was sworn in. Rrvant ob- 
jected to the reading of Colone! H. P. Far- 
roW’s construction of the Georg recon- 
struction bill. 

Harris called him to order. but Bryant 
replied that he had no right to occupy 
the speaker's chair. Confusion and excite- 
ment followed. 

The sergeant-at-arms was ordred: to ar- 
rest Bryant, but that troublesome individual 
refused to be arrested. ‘‘Hinton and a son 
of Foster Blodgett,’ says Avery's History, 
‘atfempted the arrest. A negro drew a 
pisto] on Bryant. There were violent har- 
rangues, but order was *restored and the 
members were sworn in.” 

The military authorities then turned out 
several democratic members and the genera] 
assembly had a republican majority. 

Bryant was left ina peculiar position. He 
still professed to be a stalwart republican, 
but his occasional capers in the democratic 
camp caused his party to distrust him. 

Foster Blodgett, Ephraim Tweedy and a 
representative from Bibb named Fitzgerald 
lost all patience with him. 

One day they met him on the street and 
eave him a sound drubbing. 

Bryant decided to get even by having 
Biodgett indicted for assault with intent 
to murder. Sut he underestimated the 
shrewdness of his enemy. 

In those days justices of the peace had 
final jurisdiction in misdemeanor = cases. 
Blodgett got a friend to rush off to An 
accommodating justice and swear out a 
werrant against him for simple assault and 
battery. 

Very much against his wishes Brvant had 
to attend the trial as a witness for the pros- 
ecution. Blodgett made no defense, but sat 
through the trial with a smiling face. When 
the farce was over, the pustice, with mock 
gravity, said that the serious nature of the 
case and the prominence of the defendant 
made it necessary for the court to enforce 
the law with a heavv penaltv. He would 
therefore, impose a fine of $15. 

Blodgett 
with a crowd of friends in the jolliest of 
moods, while the discomfitted Rryant was 
left alone to nurse hfs grievance without 
anv hope of redress. The fustice court case 
had Knocked him out of his chance in the 
superior court. 

The personality of Rryvant was not mag- 
netic or attractive. He was a stiff. renel- 
lant, side-whiskered Maine yankee, with a 
strong nasal twang, and he was tn the halt 
of Lobbing up in the house a hundred times 
a day. 

He believed that he was a power on the 
stump, but as the young decomrats of that 
day enjoyed the fun of taking an active part 
in his meetings, his occasional trips through 
the state were at such a high rate of speed 
as to make it impossible to he at his hesf 
in his fragmentary speeches. His cam- 
palgn expenses were heavy Court 
plaster, arnica and surgical services cost 
money. 

Gradually the black tidal wave in Geor- 
gia receded; the bayonet disanneared: the 
carpetbaggers sought other flelds. and many 
republicans joined the democratic hosts or 
retired to private life. 

Bryant found himself without constituente 
and with no official prospects. He started 
his philanthropic weekly. and made money 
out of the sentimental New Englanders. whi 
furnished him with money to educate the 
black and worry the southern whites. Great 
scheme!

He is perhaps the last of our old carpet- 
baggers. In the days when we nicknamed 
him ‘“‘Skowhegan’’ Bryant he was cheek by 
jowl with such fellows as Prince and Rich- 
ardson, brother carpet-baggers from New 
England, and Aaron Alpeoria Bradley, the 
mulatto senator from Chatham. Richard- 
son was, murdered in the old American ho- 
tel on Alabama street by Captain E. Me- 
Barron Timmovey. another’ republican. 
Bradley ts dead, and Prince may be also. 

But why should the colonel ignore Atlan- 
ta all these vears and hide his light under 
a bushel in Olean? : 

I cannot understand it. Bryant's skillful! 
way of combining all Known religious, 
charitable and political methods of passing 
around the hat wfll never again be equaled 
in this neck of the woods. 7 

He should have a snug little fortune in- 
vested somewhere, but he may be one o? 
the victims of the recent financial depres- 
sion.

Second Day at Santiago—Visit to Morro Castle—Trip to 
Jamaica—Then to Porto Rico—Observations in 
the Principal Cities and Along the Route,

The second day at Santiago was as in- 
teresting as the first.') Early in the morn- 
ing we took the launch and went down the 
Morro. The ascent was steep, 
but when we reached the top we were fully 
There, in full view 


harbor to 


repaid for our trouble. 
for miles, was the sea, Across the channel 
was the Escopa battery that had modern 
guns. Morro is an old Spanish fort, with 
its drawgate, tortuous ways, dark dungeon 
and place of torture. We saw the wooden 
pillory in which prisoners were pinioned 
by their necks, feet and arms. The cell 
occupied by Hobson was an object of great 
interest 

There were some old bronze Spanish guns 
made in 1748 mounted near the fort. One 
of these was disabled by our fleet, and that 
is all the damage I saw that was done. 
There were two modern mortar guns. One 
of these guns fired the shot that did the 
damage to the Indiana. On the slope lead- 
ing to the fort from the land side 1 saw 
the celebrated tangled barbed wire, 

After spending an hour here we descend- 
el the steep cliff on which Morro is. built 
to the road leading’ to Santiago. After 
going two miles we train for 
Aguadores. This place was interesting to 
the secretary. It was here that General 
Duffield made a fight to hold the Spanish 
right. In the cut across the river the sec- 
retary’s son bound up the wounded leg of 
a soldier during the skirmish here. The 
railroad runs down the coast to Siboney. 
lere was one of the landing places of our 
The houses that were here were 
burned by our army last year after the 
yellow fever broke out.- There was a de- 
tachment Here engaged in disinterring the 
bodies of those who had been killed or 
died. There are a great many burial places. 
Every erave has been neatly marked and 
numbered and maps made showing their 
location. A commission is here engaged in 
disinterring the bodies and shipping them 
back to the states. 1 saw three car loads 
reudy to be sent. I also saw them taking 
the bodies out of the ground, placing them 
in neat caskets to be sent to their homes. 
It was the saddest sight I have seen in 
What a sad fate these young fel- 
lows met! ‘They came with high hopes 
and patriotic impulses to die either by 
dread disease or the fatal Spanish Mauser 
bullet. Our government is doing right in 
carrying their precious remains back to 
their loved homes. Josh Johnson, an At- 
lanta boy, was buried in Cuba, 

We passed Siboney and went by train up 
the mountains, where were the celebrated 
Juragua iron mines owned by the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Company. On the way up 
we saw Baiquin, the first landing place of 
our troops. On the hill above it we could 
plainly see the blockhouse over which the 
first American flag proudly floated in east- 
ern Cuba. The road ran up and around the 
mountains in as wild and beautiful a 
cougtry as one desires to see. The mines 
are situated some 600 feet above the sea. 
There are solid mountains of iron ore. The 
ore is shipped to Philadelphia and used in 
making armor plate and bessemer steel. 

After enjoying the’ view and ride we re- 
turned to Santiago. At the palace, in the 
main corridor, we sat around the table on 
which the celebrated round robin was sign- 
ed last year. ; 

In the afternoon we took a special car and 
went some twelve miles through a beautiful 
mountain pass to Christo. At Christo we 
were on the border of a plain forty miles 
wide and 150 miles long, rich and productive, 
one of the best in Cuba. We saw at once 
what was the support of Santiago. The 
people seemed happy. They were well 
dressed and. looked like they were well fed. 
Everything is quiet and peaceful, no signs 
of war having raged here. 

General Wood is doing a great work in 
this province. He has already built about 
200 mides of roads. Under a good govern- 
ment great advances will be made in this 
province in agriculture and mining. I saw 
car loads of manganese being shipped to the 
The manganese mines, as well as 
the iron mines, are fine and a great indus- 
try. We returned to the after as 
enjoyable and interesting a ride as one can 
take, impressed more than ever with the 
possibilities of Cuba, 

General Wood and family dined with us 
on board of our ship. After dinner good- 
bys were said and we immediately sailed 
for Jamaica.

15,000 white people, who rule and control 
the island. The blacks do not seem to be 
interested in politics. No yankee carpet 
bagger has taught them the lick vet. 

Port Antonio is a place of 1,200 
people. The Boston Fruit Company, an 
extensive concern, is located This 
company owns the beautiful hotel that is 
first This 
company also has extensive cocoanut and 
banana plantations in the interior. Mr. 
Jones, the manager, kindly furnished ecar- 
riages and went with the secretary’s party 
some ten miles in the interlor to their 
Golden Grove banana plantation. The ride 
was a pleasure and delight from beginning 
to end. The road is superbly built, wind- 
ing over the mountain with fair grade.

The cocoanut and banana plantations came 
right up to the town and are on both sideg 
as far as Wwe went. Flowers and beautiful 
trees Were seén everywhere. No botanica] 
Garden on earth ever equaled the scene 
that greeted us everywhere. The royal 
poinciana, a tree as jarge as our oak, COvV- 
ered’ with beautiful crimson flowers, was 
a gream. All road Were the 
adiouses of the natives, small, but light and 
» airy, built of surrounded 
trees, quite a 
contrast to the heavy log huts of the south.

distances were stations where 
were bought. We met hun. 
dreds of the natives, all ages and 
sexes, bearing upon their heads bunches of 
bananas. Some of them had come quitea 
distance. I saw little girls and boys with 
bunches as big as they were, going nimbly 
along as if it were nothing. These people 
reminded me of the happy southern negro, 
They looked and dressed like’them. On

them were barefooted. 
burdens eon 


They carried thefr 
their heads, as I have geen 
the southern negro do all of my life. Thig 
did not prevent them from giving you 
a kindly greeting. All were ready to qo 
this. They are a happy-go-lucky people 
here also, caring nothing for tomorrow, 
spending the little they make, tHe men in 
gambling and the women in dress and 
This is the ideal place for the 
people. .It takes but little work 
to produce the banana and cocoanut, When 
a little money is needed, off comes a bunch, 
on the head it is placed and in a dog trot 
they go to the purchaser and get the mon- 
ey for it. This can be done any day in the 
year. The price of No 1 bunch here’ is 
generally about 35 cents. There was quite 
a competition the day we landed, as sey. 
eral steamers were in purchasing, and the 
_price was 75 cents. This enabled the na- 
tives to reap a harvest. There is consider. 
able coffee and of a@ good quality raised 
on the island. 

They are also a great church-going people 
and singers. Religious holidays ara 
strictly observed. This being ‘Monday af- 
ter Easter, all of the stores were closed in 
the town and nothing is allowed sold. 
They love music and dancing and are car- 
ried away with the violin and flute. I saw 
them dance“ with the same abandon and 
freedom that I have often witnessed on the 
southern plantations. 

Cheap Liquor License. 

I noticed along the country roads bar- 
rooms where rum, whisky and alcoholic 
drinks were sold. The license ig $10 per 
annum. I did not see evidence of any 
one having patronized these dram drink- 
ing institutions. 

, The women do the most of the work. I 
Saw them carrying bananas, breaking up 
the rock along the road and laundering 
in all of the streams, all busy at one_thing 
Or another. It never gets very warm In 
Jamaica. The day we spent was as delight- 
ful as could be. We left this beautiful 
island at 5 o’clock in the afternoon for a 
two nights’ and Two days’ sail across the 
great Caribbean to Porto Rico, 
ing party ever had prettier weather or 
a calmer sea than we had these two charm- 
ing days on this western Mediterranean 
sea, We spent the time in reading, bright 
conversations and thinking of the loved 
Ones at home. 
the guests of the secretary are Mr. M. §. 
Smith, his partner in business; Colonel 
Mann, of New York; Mr. Henry, Mrs. 
Alger’s brother: Mr. Merideth, of Detroit; 
Mr.. Henry West, the bright representative 
of The Washington Pogt; Dr. Munson, of 
Washington; Major Hopkins, Mr. Mayson, 
his private secretary and myself. It # 
a congenial and representative party. The 
weather from the beginning has been pleas- 
ant. Nothing has happened to mar the 
pleasure of any one on board. The places 
we have visited have been seen under 
the best of circumstances. The secretary, 
everywhere, has been thoughtful of the 
comfort and pleasure of his guests. Every 
one will certainly return to his home with 
the pleasantest recollections and as having 
enjoyed one of the best trips that could 
possibly have been taken. Major Cruse !s 
acting as quartermaster and is in charge 
of the vessel. He is capable and efficient 
and the comfort of the guests has been 
amply provided for. 

It is well enough to come to these West 
Indies islands and study them. There ere 
great questions coming before our people 
in which these tslands will be prominently 
to the front. I think the sentiment of the 
inhabitants {9 in. favor of annexation, 

‘hether we want them or not !s the ques: 
are two things there is not 
the slightest doubt about. It ts to the im 
terest of the United States for these people 
to have good government. It fs also to our 
good sanitation in all of 
their cities. I am glad to see that the de- 
partment commanders are fully alive t? 
this important matter and that they are 
having a system of sewerage put -f and 
a general cleaning up everywhere. When 
this is completed our southern country will 
not be exposed to scourges by which they 
have heretofore Suffered. The water suP- 
ply of all these citfes is good. Some of 
them get it from the mountain streams, 
1m springs, pure and fresh. Gem

to the main city, some two miles away. 
We were glad to reach Porto Rico, our 
own possession. The island is more moun- 
tainous than we thought it was. In fact, 
tne whole island may be sald to form a 
continuous network of Sierras, hills and 
heights. It is one of the most lovely of 
all those regions of loveliness which are 
washed by the Caribbean sea. It is 1.000 
miles from Havana and is one-twelfth the 
size of Cuba, hardly equal to {fs smallest 
province, yet. six times more densely popu- 
lated. It has about 900,000 people, 200.000 
of whom are colored. Only one-seventh of 
this vast throng can read or write. 

The island is ninety-five miles long and 
thirty-five miles wide. The Brownsen deep 
on the north side of the island 4s 30,000 feet 
deep, about the deepest place in the ocean. 

Columbus discovered Porto Rico on his 
gecond voyage. 

The products of this island are sugar, 
coffee and tobacco. Amount. exported, 
$1,000,000 sugar, $9,000,000 coffee and $1,000,000 
of tobacco. The people are in a good deal of 
trouble. Their market has always been 
Spain; now they are cut off from that, 
and the tariff rates prevent them from 
shipping to the United States. Some wise 
legisiation will have to be done to relieve 
them. The Porto Rican coffee is good; 
very little has been sent to the states. The 
transportation fs done with bull carts. No 
railroad can traverse these mountains. 

The Porto Rican currency is a depreci- 
ated ourrency, and is entirely silver and 
copper. American money is worth nearly 
double as much as Porto Rican money. 

On arriving at the city of Ponce we drove 
to the barracks. The secretary reviewed 
the United States regulars here and in- 
spected the barracks. A salute of seven- 
teen guns was fired in honor of the secre 
tary. The American school was then vis- 
ited. The secretary made a talk to the 300 
native childrem ‘‘America’’ was sung. This 
school is doing great good. The people are 
anxious to learn. General Henry says that 
just before Christmas he asked the ‘chil- 
dren what they would prefer for Christ- 
mas. Their reply was, “Send us teachers.”’ 
They preferred this to Christmas presents. 
Other portions of this interesting city were 
visited. At night a banquet with sixty cov- 
ers was given by the city at the Main res- 
taurant. The banquet hall was nearly on 
the street. Thousands of citizens passed 
by and looked on the scene within. A na- 
tive Porto Rican band and an American 
band stood in the street and popular airs 
were played by both to the enjoyment of 
all. At the close the mayor made an ad- 
dress in Spanish, welcoming the secretary 
and his party. The secretary responded in 
appropriate terms, making a talk that was 
listened to and enjoyed by all. After the 
banquet a reception was given by the cit- 
izens at the Casino Club. Many beautiful 
ladies and prominent gentlemen were pres- 
ent. Music and the light fantastic toe were 
indulged in. This closed a delightful day 
in this hospitable new American city. 

We decided to drive across the island to 


San Juan over the military road, some 
seventy miles. The steamer went around to 
meet us at San Juan. 

Trip Across the Island. 

Barly next morning carriages were ready 
for the party. Major Ames was delegated 
by General Henry to escort the party across 
the island. I had the honor and pleasure 
of riding with the secretary of war. We 
had read descriptions of this splendid road 
and the ride to San Juan, Dut the realiza- 
tion was greater than the description. 
Goodbys were said to our newly-made 
friends of Ponce, and our little Porto 
Rican ponies went flying down the splen- 
did macadam road. ‘ 

The first town we reached was Juana 
Diaz. A delegation, headed by the alcalde 
and prominent citizens, met us on the out- 
skirts and escorted us to the town. They 


“were dressed—as in fact, all of the delega- 


tions were—in black Prince Albert sults, 
with sik hats. The fire company was drawn 
up in line and citizens in a body to receive 
the secretary. We passed by, the secretary 
waving his new panama to the admiring 
crowds. Trees had been planted on each 
side of the road. These, with the beautiful 
flelds and banana plantations, made it seem 
like driving through a great park. 

Our lunching place was at the hot baths 
of Coamo, some three miles from the city 
of that name The hot sulphur baths were 
enjoyed by all and then we had an elegant 
lunch in the dining room of the hotel. A 
Boston company owns this place. A vac- 
has been established here in 
charge of Major Ames. Some 2,000 cattle, 
most of them furnished free by the na- 
tives, are used in getting the virus. Some 
600 points will be obtained from_ each, 
making a total of one million, which 4s 
enough to vaccinate the whole {fsland. 

After lunch we went with a gallop to 
Coamo. Two miles from the city we ‘vere 
met by a crowd of citizens, men and bcys 
with United States flags. In their hands 
also were flowers. When the secretar-'s 
carriage reached them they rushed up and 
filled the carriage with the flowers and 
gave Porto Rican cheers. They escorted 
the carriages all the way to the town, 
cheering nearly at every step. On reaching 
the town we halted and went into the 
mayor’s office, where the principal people 
were gathered. The mayor made a speech, 
which was responded to by Secretary Al- 
ger. An interpreter was present and inter- 
preted the speech to both sides. 

From here we commenced the ascent of 
the great mountain range which the, mili- 
tary road crossed. We will never forget 
this ride. It took the whole afternoon and 
way into the night to make the ascent and 
descent. This road is said to have cost 
$30,000,000. It is cut in many places through 
solid rock and frequently walls of masonry 
to sustain the road had to be made. it 
is a wonderful piece of work and is the 
result of genius. The road winds around 
the mountains, affording beautiful views 
all the way. At times we could see the 
roadway below us like a white path. Moun- 
tain upon mountain piled on each other 
could be seen in the distance, with beautiful 
Valleys between. The altitude of the high- 
est part was 2,500 feet above the level of 
the sea. On these mountains were splendid 
coffee plantations, the first I ever saw. 
The tree needs shade and it can only get 
it on these mountains that are covered 
with forests. The coffee tree is a green 
bush some ten or twelve feet high, like 
our alder bush, the green bush that grows 
in our swamps. It was in bloom at this 
time. We gathered branches to carry home. 
Now comes the ride down the mountain, a 
most exhilarating one. Our Spanish driver 
gave the reins to the ponies and away 
they flew as if on the wings of the wind, 
sure-footed and true; if they were not we 
would have been dashed to pieces. About 
half way down the mountain we came to 
Aibonito. The same ceremonies that were 
had at the other towns were gone through 
with. 

I noticed in all of these towns the chief 
building was the Catholic.church. Tt was 
in the center ang loomed above all other 
buildings. They were generally of good 
architecture and well vonstructed. I was 
told that there was only one Protestant 
church in the island and that was an 
English church at Ponce. It had only been 
opened a short time. These priests always 
drew their salary from the Spanish govern- 
ment and there is great dissatisfaction 
that it has been discontinued. by the Ameri- 
cans. 

Captain Wheeler, with @ squadron of cav- 
alry, is stationed here.: The men seem pe 
be well pleased and are enjoying splendid 
health. As twilight approached the driver 
stopped and lit the carriage lanterns. The 
laws are very strict in regard to this. 
Over these mountains at night the sugar 
and coffee is transported by bull teams. 
There is great danger of collision and ac-

wagers by these fast running carriages, and 
wd these lights warning is given to the 
mg moving teams. It» was a beautiful 
od engine on the carriages rushing 
ountain looked somewhat 'ike 
a train of lighted cars. : 
Pleading for a Life. 

Down at the foot of the mountain, at 9 
o clock, we came to Cayey. Captain Baker, 
with a squadron of cavalry, is here. We 
remained with him at his quarters for the 
night. This is a great place for the manu- 
facture of cigars, some of.the best and 
cheapest we have seen. After an early 
Start, we came to Caguas. Here a mixed 
delegation of men and women met us. 
The American flag was borne by a hand- 
some lady. As we approached the last 
one of them knelt in the road and held up 
pleading hands to the secretary. They 
were pleading for the life of one of their 
citizens who was condemned to be shot for 
killing an American. The story as told to 
me was this: The soldier, who belonged to 
the Morty-fifth New York, was paying at- 
tention to the sweetheart of the Porto 
Rican, who, of course, did not like it. One 
day in the presence of the girl the soldier 
slapped the face of the Porto Rican, who 
was very indignant at the disgrace heaped 
upon him. He was not armed at the time, 
so he did not resent it. Not long afterwards 
the American soldier was seated in a cafe, 
and the Porto Rican slipped up, and seizing 
him by the head, with a razor nearly be- 
headed him. | 

These people were pleading for the life 
of this young man. His aged father was 
in the crowd. The secretary said that he 
would consult with General Henry, who is 
in command of the island, and see what 
could be done. General Henry told the 
Secretary that’ the papers had been for- 
warded to the president, with the recom- 
mendation that he be confined for Hfe in 
some prison in the states. 

On reaching the town, which is a beau- 
tiful one, a splendid luncheon was given, 
with speeches by the alcalde and secretary. 
The north side of the mountains seemed 
to be more green and flourishing than the 
south side. This was on account of the 
more frequent rains. We did not see many 
birds. We were told that there were plenty 
of quail and doves in Cuba. In Porto Rico 
was the wild pigeon, which afforded ex- 
cellent sport, and was of fine flavor. In 
Jamaica the mongoose had been introduced 
to destroy the Portuguese rats, but instead 
of killing the rats they destroyed the 
birds. 

In a short time we came to Rio Pedros, 
about eight miles from San Juan. This 
finished the carriage ride, one that we will 
always remember. We had a_ relay of 
horses every few hours, so the trip could 
be made rapidly. The road, the ride, the 
mountains, the country, the beautiful 
scenery, the people, made a picture that we 
will never forget; it will be a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever. 


In Beautiful San Juan. 

At Rio Pedros we were met by General 
Henry, General Grant, their staffs and 
distinguished citizens‘of San Juan. We 
took a special car while the” artillery was 
firing a salute, and in a short time were in 
the beautiful city of San Juan. 

San Juan is a perfect specimen of a 
walled city, with portcullis, moat, gates and 
battlements. It was built over 250 years 
ago. The city is still in good condition and 
repair. The walls are. picturesque and 
represents. a stupendous work and cost in 
themselves. Inside- the walls the city is 
laid off in regular squares, six parallel 
streets running in direction of the length 
of the island, and seven at right angles. 
The peninsula on which San Juan {1s situ- 
dted is connected with the mainland by 
three bridges. Our ship was waiting for 
us in the harbor, having come around the 
island from Ponce. After a short rest, we 
took carriages and were driven to the 
French hotel, where covers were spread 
for about 100.guests. The major, judges of 
the supreme court and leading men of the 
city, with Generals Henry and Grant and 
other leading American ofkcers, were pres- 
ent. After ‘the usual number of courses, 
the mayor made an address, also one of 
the judges and General Henry, Secretary 
Alger responded to the welcome in a pa- 
triotic and feeling speech, telling them 
what he had seen and what his impres- 
sions were, also conveying to them the 
good will of President McKinley. After he 
finished, I called for three cheers for Gen- 
eral Henry, which were heartily given. 

After the banquet, we drove to Morro 
castle, which completely commands the 
harbor and protects the city. It is built 
in the usual Spanish'style of building forts. 
The guns left by the Spaniards were all in 
position. These guns were all new and of 
inventions. Everything about 
the fort presented a pleasing appearance. 
The walls and parapets seemed to _ be 
freshly paintéd, the guns new, the soldiers 
well an@d happy, and the stars and stripes 
floated in the breeze. A salute was fired 
in honor of the secretary. In the ‘parade 
ground in reach of the fort a review was 
had of the infantry, cavalry and artillery. 

General Fred Grant, with his staff, rode 
at the head of the column. After the re- 
view various places were visited and en- 
joyed. San Cristobal castle and the art 
gallery were among them. In the plaza the 
school children presented as handsome an 
appearance as any I have ever seen. The 
secretary addressed them from his car- 
ridge, telling them that education was the 
f ation of all success, and commended 
them for their interest on that line. After 
he finished I mounted the carriage, seiz- 
ing a flag, and called for three cheers for the 
stars and stripes, which were given with a 
vim. Then, waving the flag, I called on the 
children to sing ‘‘America,” which they 
did in the American style. At night a re- 
ception was given by General and Mrs. 
Henry at the palace. There were present 
General and Mrs. Grant. Mrs. Grant is the 
sister of: Mrs. Potter Palmer, so well known 
in Atlanta: Mrs. Benton, the charming Miss 
Graves, of Burlington,” Vt., many leading 
citizens with their wives and daughters, 
also many United States officers. It was 
one of the most elegant receptions that we 
have attended since leaving home. 

The old Spanish palace is a grand place 
to hold a reception. The elegant halls and 
large rooms afforded ample room for a 
crowd. In the court was a splendid Amer- 
ican band. 

From the windows of the palace I was 
shown the house which Ponce De Leon 
built and lived in. The sea is directly in the 
rear of the palace, and one of the beautiful 
porches overlooks the waters. What a 
charming place for lovers to discourse, the 
moon, the sparkling waves, etc., under a 
soft southern sky, with sweet music in the 
distance! San Juan is one of the prettiest 
cities we have seen. Its streets and side- 
walks are wider than those of Havana. 
The streets also are well paved with a 
pavement from England. The ‘houses ap- 
pear to be those of well-to-do citizens, 


although I am told the lower floors are. 


crowded with. the humbler classes. 

Early the next morning we left San Juan 
for a five days’ sail on the Atlantic for the 
states. As we passed the palace we waved 
salutes to Mrs. Henry and her charming 
guests, who were on the balcony overlook- 
ing the harbor. We passed Morro; from her 
parapets a parting salute of seventeen guns 
were given us. The breakers were mak- 
ing the shores white everywhere, like per- 
fect patches of snow, a most beautiful 
scene, and one.that our party enjoyed. 

From one end of the island to the other 
the secretary made friends by his plain, 
practical, common sense talks. The peopie 
enjoyed his visit amd were much better 
satisfied than before his coming. The sec- 
retary is a close observer. He has studied 
the people and the country, and I believe 
what he said is true, that he will not only 
be able to save the government $500,000 in 
the next two years in the reduction of ex- 
penses, bur he can speak with authority 
when the matter concerning the island 
comes before the cabinet. 

The first day at sea was beautiful; the 
next two a heavy northwester came down 
upon us, and we had quite an experience, 
but the gallant Ingalls, with brave Captain 
Wright, rode the mountain waves like a 
thing of life and beauty, and on the sixth 
morning we anchored at Old Point Com- 


fort. 
nah without quarantine. 
This ended one of the most pleasant 


outings any party has ever taken. Not a 


single thing happened to mar our pleasure 
and enjoyment. No accident, no sickness, 
except the usual tribute to Neptune. We 
had visited the most interesting islands of 
the West Indies; we had seen the inhabi- 
tants, their customs and habits. We took 
in the wonderful productive country, the 
most productive in the world; we visited 
the battlefields on which American cour- 
age and valor were illustrated; we saw the 
brave men who are on duty in those is- 
lands, and we came thhome prouder than 
ever of our country, and believing that a 
great futureaAs before our people, and that 
the south will get her full share of the 
coming prosperity and greatness. 

Hasty goodbys were said and hearty 
handshakes were given on the wharf at Old 
Point Comfort. Some go to New York, 
some to Washington, and your humble 
servant to “Home, Sweet Home.”

FEW WEDDINGS DURING WAR.

Cupid is Much the Busiest in Time of 
Peace and Prosperity. 

“There is a close connection between mar- 
riage and the price of wheat, beef, pork, 
beans, corn and other things which go to 
make up the main portion of human food,” 
writes Professor D. R. McAnally, of The 
American Girl's chances of Marriage,” in 
the March Ladies’ Home Journal. “As 
the prices of these commodities go up, the 
number of marriages goes down. From 
18it to 1854 times were good, food was cheap, 
and the marriage rate in Massachusetts 
went up to 26 per 1,000. Between 1856 and 
1859 there Was a great depression in trade, 
and in 1858 the marriage rate went down to 
17 per 1,00. The years from 1873 to 1879 
form another period of depression. Fac- 
tories were closed and manufacturers of 
every kind suffered severely. In one year, 
at least, crops were short and the prices 
of food were high. The result was imme- 
diately seen in matrimony, for in 1874 the 
number of marriages went down from 21 
per 1,000 of the population to 18, and in 
1876 and the following two years declined 
to 15 per 1,000—a tremendous falling off 
from 26 per 1,000, the figure attained in 
1854, which was the banner year in the 
State of Massachusetts for matrimony. 

“Almost as unfavorable as that of hard 
times is the influence of war upon matri- 
mony. Whenever Mars ts in the ascen- 
dent, Cup!d’s stock goes down. During the 
civil war the number of marriages in this 
country fell off from 20 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation to 17 per 1,000, and immediately after 
the civil war. was ended, in 1865, the num- 
ber rose to 22 per 1,000, declining in 1869, 
to 21. The woman who {js looking for a 
husband has a better chance of getting one 
just before or just after a awr than at 
any other time.’’ °

THE SITES TO BE TENDERED 


A Cr me te ean 


Officials Will Select the One Best Suit- 
ed for the Prison. 


SEVERAL ENTERTAINMENTS ARE PLANNED 


Visitors Will Be Royally Entertained 
While in the City—They Will 
Come Tuesday Morning. 


Much interest is being manifested in At- 
lanta concerning the coming of Attorney 
Genéral Griggs frcm Washington, Tuesday, 
to select a site for the new federal prison. 
The distinguished guest will leave Wash- 
ington tomorrow morning at 11:15 o’clock 
over the Southern railway, and will arrive 
in Atlanta at 5 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Several officials connected with the na- 
tional department of justice will accom- 
pany the attorney general, and the party 
will travel in an elegant special car. It 
is supposed that the visitors will remain 
in Atlanta Tuesday and Wednesday, prob. 
ably returning to Washington Wednesday 


‘at noon, but this has not been definitely 


decided, 

Most of the time will be spent in looking 
over some of the sites tendered for tha 
prison. Nearly forty locations in all have 
been suggested for the prison in and around 
Atlanta, and it is impossible to tell which 
will be decided on. It will of course be 
impossible for Mr. Griggs to look ovér all 
these sites, but he has maps of them with 
him, and he will be familiar with the sit- 
uation here before he arrives, There are 
only two or three locations that stand 
a good showing of being selected. 

From reports, the disposition of the of- 

ficials will be to select a site that will cost 
the city nothing. One provision in locating 
the prison here was that the city should 
furnish the ground free of charge. Several 
sites have been tendered to the city with- 
out cost for this purpose, and from pr: sent 
indications gne of these sites will be se- 
lected, 
. The railroads have taken a lively in- 
terest in the matter, and several of the 
roads entering Atlanta are making an 
effort to have the prison located on their 
lines in order to secure the business. it 
is these roads that have offered to give 
land to the city for the prison. 

One of the main sites to be considered 
will) be that tendered by the Central of 
Georgia railroad, near its line just south of 
Fort McPherson. The wid waterworks 
property, owned by the city, will elso be 
tendered if the attorney general does not 
like the land offered by the railroads. An- 
other piece of property that will likely be 
considered is the Houston Land Company 
tract on the Seaboard Air-Line, cast of the 
city. 

Will Be Royally Entertained. 

Attorney General Griggs and his party 
will receive many courtesies while in At- 
lanta. The party will bo met at the depot 
by a delegation from the city counci) and 
will be escorted to the Kimball house at 
10 o’clock for breakfast. Luncheon will be 
served at the same hotel at 1 o'clock, and 
the visitors will spend the afternoon -in- 
specting the prison sites in carriages. 

Tuesday night Hoke Smith will entertain 
the distinguished guests at a dinner at his 
residence on West Peachtree street. If 
Mr. Griggs decides to leave Tuesday night 
he will go ‘on thé regular train, leaving at 
11:50 o’clock at night. 

It is not Hkely that a definit> decision 
concerning the sclection of the site will be 
made until Mr. Griggs is in Atlanta. 


Uncle Sam’s Faithful 4,000 Women.

Of the number of women who work all 
over the country in the postoffices and oth- 
er departments established by the govern- 


/ ment, it is impossible to get an idea with- 


Out Incalculable labor; but counting those 
in Washington and making a guess at those 
abroad, it is safe to say that about four 
thousand ladies work for Uncle Sam, the 
highest salaried woman getting $3,000 and 
the lowest but $240. 

While most of the chief officials prefer 
women for typewriting and copying, in 
offices in which lifting is to be done men 
are selected. Miss Maud Stainaker, who was 
rejected by one department for refusing to 
climb a ladder to get a needed article, was 
placed in the state department and, it seems 
to be agreed that the employment of women 
by Uncle Sam has been a succes. 

Miss Estelle Reel is the woman who draws 
the $3,000 salary. Miss Reel, who is a Bos- 
tonian, was appointed superintentient of 
Indian schools by Mr. McKinley last June. 
This work is difficult, entailing long trips 
on horseback over wild countries to every 
Indian reservation, and a supervising of the 
details of the institution in which the young 
Indian idea learns to shoot. In the bureau 
of education a woman js employed as a 
translator, while in that of ethnology a 
Mrs. Stevenson performs the same labors 
of exploration among the Indians as fal! to

DEPARTMENT TO BE 
SHORT OF OFFICERS 


Order Issued by War Department To 
Affect Gulf Department. 


MAJOR ALLEN MUSTERED OUT 


~A Number of Additional Paymasters 
Are Also Included in the Order. 


GENERAL FRANK GOES OUT MAY {3TH 


Major Allen Will Probably Be Return- 
ed by the Government to Berlin 
as Military Attache. 


An order has just been issued from the 
office of the adjutant general at Washing- 
ton which musters out a large number of 
volunteer officers now in the service, al- 
though at the present time the exact date 
when the order is to go into effect has 
not been announced. 

The order provides for the mustering out 
of the remaining. assistant adjutant gen- 
erals above the rank of captain, and also 
a large number of additional paymasters. 
No order giving the names of those to be 
mustered out has reached the department 
of the gulf, but the officials there are very 
much interested in the decision of the war 
department, as it affects a number of 
officers connected with the department of 
the gulf. 

Major Henry Allen, adjutant general of 
the department, received a confirmation of 
the rumor regarding the order, in a tele- 
gram from Washington yesterday, and in 
regard to its authenticity there is now little 
doubt. 

Major Allen is himself to be mustered out, 
and it is probable that he will join his 
cavalry regiment or be returned to -Berlin, 
Germany, as the military attache to the 
American ambassador, the position held by 
him before the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. It is highly probable that 
the latter course will be pursued, although 
when he is to leave for Germany must 
necessarily be unsettled until the date of 
his mustering out as a volunteer is an- 
nounced. 


Paymasters Leave Service. 

A large number of additional paymasters 
ordered to be mustered out of the service 
are at present in the department of the 
gulf, and as many of them are well known 
in the city, general regret will be expressed 
at the announcement of their departure 
from the service. Among the additional 
paymasters of the department of the gulf 
who are to be-affected by the order are 
Winfield M. Scott, Ralph Hartzell, W.. B. 
Dwight, R. B. Huston and Hamilton S&S. 
Wallace. 

It is certain that some of the officers af- 
fected by the order will be mustered out 
on May 13th, while others will not leave 
the volunteer service until June 13th. The 
distinction in time of service is regulated 
by an order of the war department allow- 
ing an additional month to all those officers 
who left the country during the late war. 

One of the paymasters at the department 
of the gulf stated yesterday that he had 
been officially.informed that he would be 
mustered out on May 13th. He did not 
leave the country during the war, and jt is 
presumed that Major Allen and others at 
the'department who served in the Santiago 
campaign will be retained a month longer, 
or until June 13th, 

General Frank, in command of the de- 
partment, has been notified that he will be 
mustered out on May 13th, and it is very 
probable that he will be returned to his 
regiment of artillery, which is stationed on 
Sullivan's island.

H. G. Lovinggood filed a suit for divorce 
in the superior court yesterday morning, 
and in it he alleged that jcalousy is the 
cause that makes him seek a separation 
from his wife. The defendant in the suit 
is Mrs. Kuby Bella Humphrey-Loving- 
good. 


It is allegcd that soon after the mar-~ 


riage, which occurred on September 18, 
1898, the plaintiff's wife develope? what the 
petitioner says might be catied “insane 
jealousy.” It is stated that she would fol- 
low the plaint@® to his place of business 
and go with him on his daily reunds nec- 
essary to his business. She is alleged to 
have told a friend that she carried a knife 
to bed with h*r one night with the inten- 
tion of killing her husband. 

The husband says he was so worried by 
the treatment he was receiving from his 
wife that he sold out his business and 
traveled aimlessly. We went to Mem- 
phis, and while there sent for his wife, 
hoping io give her another chance to 
change. He alleges she was the same and 
he had to return her to Atlanta. 

The petitioner alleges that this is cruel 
treatment, and says he cannot live with his 
Wife and is afraid of bodily harm. He 
Says he has done all he could to make her 
happy and has been a good and faithful 
husband. 

After the wedding ceremony, it is alleged 
by the plaintiff, he bought her a home and 
furnished it with costly furniture. He says 
he gave her all the necessities of life. The 
petition then reads as follows: 

“He, the plaintiff, avers, however, that 
in less than a month after their said mar- 
riage his said wife developed what might 
be termed almost insane jealousy, and this 
she manifested on all occasions. She ob- 
jected to petitioner going to his daily work 
and wanted him to stay at home during 
business hours. She would leave her home 
and domastic duties and go to petitioner’s 
place of busincss and spend her time dur- 
ing business hours neglecting household af- 
fairs. She would even insist upon fol- 
lowing petitioner everywhere he would go 
upon his usual rounds of business, greatly 


to his business detriment. 
“He further shows that she abused him 


‘and threatened him on numerous occasions; 


that she told him on several] occasions that 
She intended to kill him; that she told a 
Persona) friend of hers that she went to 
bed one night with a knife in her posses- 
sion for the purpose and with the intent 
of killing the petitioner while he slept, and 
that while she did not do so then she in- 
tended to do so later, that is, kill this pe- 
titioner. 

“He avers that her jealousies were wholly 
€roundless and without cause; that he did 
everything in his power to please her and 
make her happy, but when he fully realized 
the utter hopelessness of the task he, 
driven to grief and desperation, gave up 
his business at a great sacrifice and dis- 
posed of his bcicngings and set out from 
Atlanta in search of peace and rest of 
mind. He traveled aimlessly from town 
to town and finally sent for her to come to 
him in Memphis, thinking he would give her 
@nother chance, and hoping she would 
change her conduct, but when she reached 
him in Memphis she was the same as be- 
fore, as above set out, and petitioner sent 


her back to Atlanta greatly to his own.

At the Present Rate the Currency of 

Cuba Will Soon Be Purely American. 

From The Pittsburg Dispatch. 
- Washington—Paymaster General Carey, of 
the army, has returned to Washington from 
Havana, where he had gone. on the trans- 
port Meade, which conveyed to the island 
the three million dollars to be paid to Gen- 
eral Gomaz's army. General Carey watch- 
ed the delivery of forty tons cf coin to 
General Brooke, and after receiving a re- 
ceipt for the money made a visit to Ma- 
tanzas, after which he embarked for New 
York. General Carey is of the opinion that 
it may be many weeks before the three mil- 
lion dollars is distributed to the Cuban sol- 
diers. 

General Carey says that the financial con- 
dition of Havana and other parts of the 
island, so far as he could observe, were in a 
very satisfactory conditfon. Che aimount of 
American money in circulation is steadily 
increasing and !s rapidly supplanting the

Very little friction is resulting because of 
the use of both kinds, but, as the fiscal 
agents of the treasury department are call- 
ing in all of the Spanish silver and gold 
cOins, the little trouble now. ercountered 
will before long disappear entire'y Gen- 
eral Carey is of the opinion that when the 
three million dollars is finally distributed ‘to 
the Cubans it will create a big boom in 
business in Cuba and do much to restore 
order and harmony througnodut ‘*he tsland. 
The addition of this vast sum of American 
money will cause a big jump in th? mon- 
etary circulation of Cuba. It is new esti- 
mated that there ave about one mil'‘on in- 
habitants of the island, so that the nay. vent 
of three millon dollars will iner2ase .he 
present per capita holdings pretty nearly 
$3. A large amount of Ameridan coin has 
been poured into Cuba since our trcops first 
went there. Four and a half mi.lion dcars 
have been paid out by our paymasters to 
American soldiers there, the first shipment 
being in July, when Major Sirffin tcok 
three-qarters of a million do,lars te way 
the men at Santiga. Since then from $50,000 
to $797,000 have been sent td Cua every 
month or so, which, together with the 
$3000 taken south by General Carey, 
makes a total of $7,471.000 in American 
money that has been disbursed there. 

The payment of the customs in American 
money has also added to the circ:uiation. 
The importing houses have arranged their 
balances in such a manner a3 to require the 
shipment back to the United States of but 
a.small amount of money, thus keeping the 
bulk of coin jn the island. Some payments 
of American money have been made on the 
railroad properties and the ‘tohacco and 
timber lands which have keen boug?t by 
capitalists from the United States. It is 
safe to say that a good portion of the funds 
paid to American troops on the island in 
the shape of salaries will quickly get into 
circulation. An official who recently re- 
turned from Cuba stated that about eigh- 
teen million dollars of Weyler’s scrip is still 
outstanding in Cuba. It is held hy specula- 
tors, who stil] hope that by some cok or 
crook they will have it tede2med. This 
money has a nominal value vf from 5 to 10 
cents on the dollar, but ‘t is hard to get rid 
of even at that rate.

INJUNCTION ANB CONTEMPT PROCEEDINGS

It Was Claimed That Defendants Had 
Disregarded the Court’s Order. 
A Warm Fight. 


Judge Candler yesterday morning, sit- 
ting in chambers, heard the motion for an 
injunetion, with an element of damages 
and contempt proceedings in it, between 
G. T. Young, the plaintiff, and W. B. Key, 
of DeKalb county, and G. E. Cooley, of 
Fulton county. For the convenience of all 
the parties the case was tried in this 
Countly. 

The plaintiff askeu for $2,000 
and an injunction to prevent the defend- 
ants from stopping the natural flow of 
Entrenchment creek and by an embank- 
ment from making it flow on the property 
of the plaintiff. A restraining order was 
granted some time ago and it was claimed 
at the hearing yesterday that the defend- 
ants has disregarded the restraining order 
and it was held that the plaintiff was in 
contempt of the court. 

It is alleged in the petition that G. T. 
Young owns about twenty acres of land 
on the east side of Entrenchment creek. 
Key and Cooley own a larger tract of land 
on the other side of tlfe creek. The peti- 
tioner says the creek is subject to over- 
flow and that it is a continuation of one 
of the largest sewers in the city. 

In order to protect his land from the 
overflow of sewerage the plaintiff alleges 
that the defendant erected a high embank- 
ment of dirt and timbers which turned 
all the water on the land of the plaintiff, 
and not only washed off all the soil from 
his land and left heavy deposits of sand 
thereon, but entirely ruined his bottom for 
purposes of cultivation and pasturage. 

The plaintiff alleged that after Judge 
Candler granted the restraining order, de- 
fendants had violated it. It was claimed 
that the latter were not only called upon 
to meet the allegations, but the contempt 
proceedings. Many affidavits were intro- 
duced by the plaintiffs to show that the 
first order had been violated by the de- 
fendants. 

The defendants read a number of affi- 
davits to acquit themselves of all con- 
tempt. A large number of other affidavits, 
maps, deeds and other papers were pre- 
sented to the court during the hearing. 

Judge Candler refused to grant the order

restraining order heretofore granted and 
refused to hold. any of the gefendants in 
contempt. 

_Arnold & Arnold and Harvey Hill rep- 
resented the plaintiff and Maddox & Terrell 
ang W. W. Hayden represented the defend- 
ants. 

The -farms in litigation are about six 
miles below the city and are considered 
very valuable for farming and other pur- 
poses. Entrenchment creek, which has 
caused the trouble, starts under the Kim- 
ball house, and before the city was built 
up as it now is the stream of water was 
constantly running in a southerly direc- 
It went under the courthou@e. 

The case yesterday was vigorously hand- 
led by both sides.

She sings, talks, 
reads and is intellectually as brifht as the 
ordinary negro child of her age and ¢ppor- 
tunities.

Barrows said: 

“Where shall the leaders of the twen- 
tieth century be trained? In our best 
schools. They must come under the inspl- 
ration and guidance of the highest minds. 
The Christian college of the past has given 
America many of its greatest leaders. If 
we could have entered the Princeton of 140 
years ago, we should have said that !t 
scarcely deserved the rank of a grammar 
school. Its library was the miscellaneous 
refuse of cast-off theological works. Its 
astronomical apparatus was an orrery, its 
museum a few stuffed alligators. And yet 
this college, under the leadership of John 
Witherspoon, graduating during the presi- 
dency of that great and divine patriot, 
twenty-five congressman, twenty senators, 
thirteen governors, three justices of the 
supreme court, one vice president and one 
president, all in the space of twenty years, 
when the college rarely had more than a 
hundred students. Princeton very largely 
shaped our national constitution. Nine 
Princeton men signed the declaration of in- 
dependence. -Of the thirty-two college men 
in the constitutional convention, nine came 
from Princeton. James Madison read di- 
v.ity with Witherspoon before he applied 
his constcuctive. mind to the fashioning of 
that framework of government which has 
been the envy and despair of European 
statesmen. Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Wil- 
liams, Brown, Amherst, Oberlin, Knox, Be- 
loit, Olivet are historic names whose dis- 
appearance would rob our better American 
life of much of its glory. America is now 
the richest of nations. Money was never 
So’ abundant. The nation never had such 
opportunities and obligations before, and 
perhaps it never had subtler and deeper 
perils. With agnosticism not yet extinct, 
with materialism penetrating like a poison 
the minds and hearts of the young, and 
with the growing appetite for pleasure, 
it is plain that Christian education is re- 
quired to meet the chief dangers of the 
coming century. There are serpentlike 
a oo forces in our modern civill- 
é ch no sweetness of culture will

Dr. Campbell goes on to show that in} 


spite of the manifold advantages which 
freedom. has bestowed upon the negro 


since the war, the race has made but little } 


progress in moral directions; and that if 
any material change is wrought in this re- 
spect it must be wrought through the 
agency of southern whites. He declares 
that since the wae southern whites have 
almost wholly neglected the spiritual wel- 
{are of the raee. In this connection Dr. 
Campbell gives several reasons Why south- 


‘ernPresbyterians should interest themselves 


in the matter. Says he: 

“l. The welfare of our own posterity is 
at stake. Our children and the children of 
our negro neighbors are to live side by 
side. Unless the white man elevates the 
hegro, the negro will imevitably degrade 
the-white man. Can our children l.ve in 
contact with a race which, as has been 
shown, is*making fearful strides in immor- 
ality and crime, and not be affected for 
the worse thereby ? 

"2. Southern Presbyterianism is peculiar- 
ly fitted to give the negro what he needs. 
The negro is extravagantly emotional and 
exiravagantly fond of uniform. The first 
of these characteristics has given the 
churches that emphasize emotionalism a 
strong hold on him in the past, and the 
second Will give the churches that empha- 
size ritualism a firmer and firmer hold 
on him in the future, as his love of the 
showy blossoms into estheticism. These 
Same characteristics will cause the work 
of the Presbyterian church for the negro 
to be slow; that is, if we are to give him 
what he needs rather than what he wants. 
His needs are, in our judgment, a soundly 
educated ministry, sober instruction, sim- 
ple and quiet rather than ¢itualistie or 
emotional modes of worship, simple and 
orderly system of church government and 
discipline, and ‘home life in which ihe 
children will be carefully trained and: in- 
structed in the word of God and in tthe 
faith of the church.’ 

"3. The work of southern Presbyterianism 
for the negro has reached the gravest crisis 
in its history. The few, feeble, and widely 
Scattered negro churches, heretofore in 
organic union with the white churches, 
have been organizeq into an Independent 
African Presbyterian church. The charge

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BRONZE STATUE OF SEMMES. 


Modeled by Caspar Buberl, of New 
York—To Be Presented to the 
City of Mobile. 


The ladies’ auxillary of the Admiral 
Semmes Memorial Association, of Mobile, 
Ala., has just accepted the design for a 
Statue of Admiral Semmes, executed by 
Caspar Buberi, the well-known sculptor 
of New York city.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Heavy Loan Contraction the Most Im- 
portant Item. 


New York, Apri] 15.—The Financier says: 
‘For the first time since January 2th last 
the weekly statement of the New York 
clearing house banks show an increase in 
surplus reserves, the gain for the g6even 
days ending with April 15th having been 
almost four and one-half millions. The 
highest point attained in the matter of ex- 
cess cash during the current year was on 
the first date named, when the surplus was 
$39,232,025, as against $19,471,525 now. But in 
the interim it has been marked by an ex- 
pansion of $42,000,000 in loamsp and $27,000,000 
in deposits. In addition to the increased 
reserve requirements, due to enlarged de- 
posit liabilities, the banks have lost rather 
heavily in the interior. Now that this 
movement is ended and loans are showing 
a decreasine tendency, the normal result 
favored a rising percentage of average re- 
serves and a correspondingly easy monev 
market. In addition to the causes named 
the payment of the Philippine 
will have the effect of temporarily adding 
the the surplus cash tn bank, since the 
ayment, as contemplated at present, in- 
volves a transfer of the cash to the banks 
in purchase of exchange, the only offset 
being the million dollars weekly which the 
treasury proposes to call from public de- 
positories. It will be séen that every fac- 
tor is operating to strengthen the nosition 
of the New York institutiona. of the

On top of this unfavorable state of 
things, call money was bid up to 16 fer 
cent, and for a,season it looked like an- 
other black Friday was on hand. Failures 
of strong houses interested in these spe- 
calties were freely predicted, but after 
the noon hour prices practically recovered, 
only one important brokerage house going 
to the wall, and the daS passed without 
further unfavorable incident. .- 

This week. the losses of the previous 
week have recovered, money has returned 
to a state of comparative ease and the 
bulls have full sway again. 

Anent the report that the Southern rail- 
way would build a line from Columbia to 
Savannah and thus parallel the south- 
bound running between those two points, 
it is confidently asserted that an amicable 
agreement has been reached between the 
Florida Central and Peninsular, owners of 
the south-bound, and the Southern, and 
that the Southern will continue to send 
its Florida business over the latter as it 
has been doing for some time. past. 

While it was natural] for the Southern 
to take such steps as were necessary to 
procure equitable treatment, no one ac- 
quainted with John Skelton Willlams, the 
leader ‘among the new proprietors of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular and the 
Seaboard Air-Line system, ever thought 


him capable of attempting to enforce such | 


conditions upon the Southern as would 
tempt them to abandon their traffic ar- 
rangement over the south-bound and build 
a competing line which would take from it 
a profitable business. 

The new deal in loca] street railways 
placing them all, except the Collins Park 
and Belt railway,.under one management, 
is practically accomplished and will result 
in many practical benefits, both to the 
ra lways and the public, whose interests 
are inseparable. It forecasts a broader 
and more comprehensive system of trans- 
fers and a more extended local interest 
in the ownership of the properties. Here- 
tofore the ownership has been vested iri a 
limited number of local people, but under 
the amended arrangement many new hold- 
ers of the securities are interested. This 
changes the ownership from a semi-indus- 
trial to a public enterprise and can but 
regult beneficially. It will also ultimately 
leh.d, in all probability, to the early es- 
tablishment of a new, up-to-date elec*ric 
power and lighting plant -fully ‘ equipped 
with modern machinery and appliances. 

Growing out of the successful handling 
of these properties the organ.zation of a 
trust company with experienced men and 
a large capital is predicted. The class of 
business handled by institutions of this 
character is very profitable, but has never 
been undertaken in the south. There is a 

amount of such business originating 

Ss section, and there is no good reason 

we should let it slip away to New 
York and Paltimore, where it has all gone 
in the past. In Baltimore alone several 
trust companies have been recently corgan- 
ized, and subscriptions to their capital 
have sold at a handsome premium as soon 
as allotments were made and before a 
dollar had been paidin.

Park, ‘Jr. and J. Conklin Brown as 
trustees, and the purchase of nine acres of 
excellentiy located land as a site for the 
school. The lot purchased had on it a four- 
room residence, having two front rooms di- 
vided by a hallway and two shed rooms, 
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| for by the boys. 


they, in an orderly manner, filed into the 
seats allotted to them and waited for the 
opening services. One of the young women 
teachers played an accompaniment on the 
piano and all of the school joined in singing 
a hymn, 

All of the children seemed willing, and 
some of them have strong musicai vcices. 

After .reading, Professor Curtright in- 
voked the blessings of God upon tha wcrk 
he is doing. The children remained qviet, 
with bowed theads, and afterwards, when 
the principal was ready for them to do so, 
went to their respective study rvoms. 

The school receives $50 per month frcm 
the public school fund, hence is required to 
devote six hourseach day to lhlterary werk. 
However, two hours per ‘lay are put in by 
the boys in learning to use various tls, 
while the girls are instruc -:d in needle and 
fancy work,,and, so far as is practicable, 
in housekeeptng—it being impressed upon 
thein that ‘cleanliness is next tc Goali- 
ness,”’ and that ‘“‘neatness in all things” 
is a certain talisman which will make them 
userui in any household, or in any capac- 
ity in which they may ve called upon to 
serve. The needle work done by whece 
young girls is really creditable. As yet 
thev have no sewing machines, but tney 
are making decided progress. 

Major J. B. Williams gave a quantity of 
Carpenter and shoemaker tools from his 
st-ck of hardware, and they are well cared 
Rev. A. B. Laster, Greens- 
bore’s colored shoemaker, is instructing a 
cla:s ot boys in shoemaking. Keuben 
Wright, a skillful colored mechanic, is in- 
structing others in carpentering, as much 
as tis time will admit of, and Principal 
Curtright is assisting in imparting t!:is use- 
fil knowledge. The boys have started a 
Saiden of which they are very proud, and 
a:e learning some of the principles of. ugri- 
culture. Later on Professor Curtright ex- 
pects tu cultivate all of the land which he 
May vAave available. 

In passing I must not neglect to say that 
the school will soon be well supplied with 
flowers, -squares for their cultura having 
been arranged and seeds plunied. 

The children are also drawing from obk- 
jects and take great interest in the werk.

Here also Curtright is well Known and his 
conduct is such that he has gained the 
confidence and good will of Qhe white citi- 
zens, a circumstance which has been very 
@dvantageous to him in inaugurating his 
enterprise. 

Professor Curtright labored for some 
time apparently without result, but he did 
not lose hope, and never Ceased trying to 
arouse interest in the school he proposed. 
When confronted with the suggestion that 
the Tuskegee institute is liberally endowed 
by contributions from benevolent wealthy 
people and receives generous aid from the 
state of Alabama through appropriation by 
its lawmakers, he always answered in sub- 
stance: 

“The colored youth of Georgia is as in- 
telligent as any, and I am determined that 
they shall not be altogether denied the op- 
portunities enjoyed by the boys and girls 
of our sister state. I believe the fl ilan- 
thropic everywhere will sustain me in the 
undertaking once I make a beginning, it 
Matters not how humble that beginning 
may be.’ 

“It was the inspiration of the determina- 
tion voiced above that interested such 
Greenesboro citizens as Hon. J. B. Park, 
Judge W. M. Weaver, Mayor J. B. Wil- 
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The front rooms were left as they were for 
study halls. The'partitions between the 
two rear rooms and rear hall were re- 
moved, thereby making a recitation 
work hall about 12x40 feet in size. The 
school opened with a go00d attenlance a 
short while before Christmas, with Puio- 
fessor Curtright as principal. Tannie Tou 
Showers, a graduate of Spelman seminary, 
and Hattie J. Curtright, trained at Atlanta 
university, are his assistants. Both of the 


young women named are well educated and | 


are said to be proficient as teachers, as 
well as skillful in the ‘accomplishments 
usual to housekeepers. 

There are several other colored schools in 
Greenesboro and they are well attended. 
Despite that fact, the enrollment at the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial institute is 
now over one hundred and the school is 
constantly growing in the number of its 
pupils. Recently the rear end of the rect- 
tation and work hall was removed and the 
room was widened about eight feet, the 
carpenter’s work heing done by pupils of 
the school, under the direction of Principal 
Curtright. The increased sme of the room 
has been most beneficial, but the building is 
much smaller than is needed for the work. 

A few days ago I accepted an invita- 
tion to visit the school and spent quite a 
while examining into its workings. I }ur- 
posely selected a day when I was not ex- 
pected, and went early in the morning, 
before school had opened. At the tapofa 
bell the children formed into line and 
marched into the recitation hall. There

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their efforts are rather crude, hut they are 
apt scholars, and will learn.

Major Parker is one 
of the most experienced workers in the ar-

During that time he has had headquarters 
fin Oakand, €Ca., Portand, Ore., Seatte, 
Wash., Springfield, Hl., Cleveland, O., New 
York, Boston and Baltimore. Major Par- 
ker is now looking over the field and mak- 
ing plans for the future, 

One important feature of the work that 
will soon be commenced in.the south is the 
establishment of colored corps.. The Salva- 
tion army work thas never been tried with 
tlhe colored people of this section, but the 
officers who are going to establish the 
work have met with encouragement, and 
they believe they can make quite @ suc- 
cess of it. 

This branch of the work will be kept en- 
tirely separate from the other work, and 
whenever possible colored officers will be 
put at the head of the different corps. 

When it is not possible to put colored of- 
ficers in charge, special officers will be 
given the work. Major Parker is going 
about the work slowly and carefully so that 
there will be no mistakes, and he is contfi- 
dent that it will succeed. 

One thing he will accomplish is to get a 


| special meeténg place near the .center of 


the city. The army here in Atlanta has 
no permanent place of meeting, and it is 
desired to have a hall for that purpose, 
Headquarters will also be established as 
near as possible in the center of the city as 
s00n as a suitable location can be found. 

Major Parker will also look aifter the so- 
cial as well as the spiritual part of the 
work, and he hopes to put the home for 
working men established by the Salvation 
army, on a sound basis. At present the 
home is about $200 in debt.

Browning merely touches on 
the subfect, but what he has to say 1s well 
worth remarking: 

“Do you Know,” he writes, ‘ ‘Consuelo’ 
wearies me—oh, wearies—and the fourth 
volume I have al} but stopped it: there lle 
the three following, but who cares about 
Consuelo after that horrible evening with 
the Venetian scamnp (where he bullies her), 
and he does answer after all she says, as 
we-say? And Albert wearies, too. It seems 
al} talk, all writing—not the first part, 
though. And what easy work these novel- 
ists have af it! A dramatic poet has to 
make love or admire his men and women: 
they must do and say all that you are to see 
and hear; really do it in your face, say it 
in your ear, and it is wholly for you, in 
your power, to name, characterize and so 
praise or Llame what is so said and done; 
if you don’t perceive of yourself, there is 
no standing by for the author and telling 
you.

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ihe fact that thought may affect the 
growth and functions of the body is coming 
to be regarded as a possibility by even 
the most conservative and material of 
scientists. The more advanced and specu- 
lative members of the medical profession 
have experimented along that fine for a 
number of years with very interesting re- 
sults. 

In speaking of the effect of thought on 
the body, I am not exploiting Christian 
science, faita cure; or anything: of that 
kind, but am merely giving my individual 
opinion, which is based on rather a wide 
experience as a general practitioner of 
medicine, 

In order to understand how a thought 
can influence the physical organs, it is 
necessary to have some conception.of what 
is called the subconscious mind, which is 
that part of the mentality that carries on 
such involuntary actions as the circulation 
of the blood, the digestion of the food, etc. 
If these obscure functions were depen- 
dent upon the exercise of the conscious 
will, the very necessity of ‘drawing the 
breath in and out several times a minute 
during one’s lifetime would be such a stu- 
pendous effort as to appall the bravest and 
most energetic of creatures. But these 
matters have all been simplified by a bene- 
ficent Creator through the action of the 
subconscious mind. This mind, while dis- 
tinct from the thought, or intellectual fac- 
ulties, may, however, be affected by them, 
and that sympathetic relationship is the 
foundation of all the phenomena of the 
faith curist and the mental healer. 

Though these effects are generally un- 
conscious on the part of the subjeet, there 
is no reason why this should be necessari- 
ly so; and a few simple experiments wil! 
Convince almost any one that the mind 
may have a conscious effect on the body. 
One of the simplest experiments, though 
one which is of no use in a practical way, 


ig-to fix the mind intently, on a certain J 


part of the skin, say the inside of the wrist. 
If the mind is not allowed to waver from 
the point, in a few minutes the surface 
of the wrist will be suffused by a warm 
glow and an itching, burning sensation 
will appear. One of the most general ef- 
fects of this concentration of thought on 
some part of the body is the restlessness 
which ensues and the @onsequent difficut- 
ty of holding the part still for any length 
of time. It is, therefore, easy to ilies 
Stand how the constant dwelling of the 
mind upon some slight or imaginary ill 
may aggravate the condition if existent, or 
even cause it to appear if imaginary. 

A curious case of this kind came under 
my observation not long ago. A young 
woman patient of mine consulted me about 
a hard lump in her throat, which had been 
gradually getting larger for some time. 
She seemed very much troubled about it, 
and confessed to me that there were few 
moments in the day in which the fear of 
its developing into a maglignant growth 
Was absent from her mind. On examina- 
tion I found tn her throat the purple con- 
gestion which is frequently encountered 
in connection with cancer. After consult- 
Ing another physician I decided that, on 
account of her fear of cancer, it would 
be not only wseless but cruel to enlighten 
her as to the real condition of her throat. 
So we constantly referred to the swelling 
as a simple and common enlargement of a 
gland. The patient, thus reassured, ceased 
thinking about her throat, and after a few 
weeks the swelling actually began to di- 
tminish in e!Ze, and at last completely dis- 
appeared. Hers was doubtless an excep- 
Lional case, but it goes to show thut such 
fear thoughts may have tangible effects 
On the physical plane.

Sapling, I can understand how such atten- 
tion on its part might impress its subcon- 
scious mind with the idea of growth so 
strongly that its body would respond to 
the impulse and actually begin to grow. 

I think that the rapid growth of a'child 
has often been augmented by the constant 
exclamations of its relatives and friends 
of “Why, how that child !s growing!’ 
Nervous children become more nervous 
when their attention is called to their con- 
dition by doctors’ consultations with anx- 
lous parents in their presence, while the 
little sufferers from St. Vitus’s dance or 
chorea become much worse on seeing that 
their antics attract the pitying attention 
of their elders. Most doctors have found 


that a child whose parents are terrified when 


a case of measies or scartet fever’ Dreaks 
fut in the neighborhood, is much more 
apt to contract the disease than is the 
little ragamuffin who comes and goes when 
he pleases without thought or fear of 
measles. 

Every physician will remember the great 
nutnber of dysenteric and diarrheal cases 
he was‘called upon to treat during the 
cholera scare a few years ago. At that 
time there were about three times as many 
cases of that kind as are usua] during the 
Summer months, and most of them were 
undoubtedly caused by fear alone. 

A whole volume might be written on the 
subject of the paralyzing and ruinous ef- 
fect of fear. I have known many middle- 
aged women in whose family histories 
there was not a trace of menta!] weakness, 
who have fretted themselves into a state 
bordering on insanity through the very 
fear of becoming insane. Another dread 
which often attacks women when they ap- 
proach forty years of age is that of ab- 
dominal tumors, and I believe that such 
a morbid condition of the mind has often 
been the direct cause of a morbid growth 
In the body 

On the other hand, there have been many 
cases in which tumors have actually ex- 
isted, and the women suffering from them 
have refused operation and practically ig- 
nored their existence, with the result that 
after a few months the neglected growths 
have begun to decrease in size and finally

UNEXPLORED ALASKA. 

Alaska has an area of nearly six hundred 
thousand square exclusive its 
many islands, awd line exceeds 
that of the entire United States. Accurate 
jata with regard to the geography of this 
smmense territory Is as yet difficult to 
tain There are many large areas on the 
map of Alaska which have never been 
viewed by the eye of the omniscient white 
man and are totally unknown. 

It was in response to a very general de- 
Sire for more and better information about 
Alaska that several departments of the 
government received appropriations from 
congress to equip and send out exploring 
parties, whose duty it would be to break 
up several of these blank areas and to find 
and report on routes to the interior from 
the American seaports. Twenty thousand 
dollars placed at the disposal of the United 
States geological survey, determined that 
body to organize and send into Alaska four 
parties. Kach was to consist of a geolo- 
gist, a topographer and as many assistants 
as advisable. Two parties were directed 
to the passes at the head of Lynn 
canal, and to proceed down the Yukon un- 
til American territory was reached. The 
other two were to proceed to the head of 
Cook inlet. One of -them, under the di- 
rection of J. E. Spurr, was then to proceed 
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Prepared by Robert Muldrow, Topographer of the U, S. Geological Survey, 
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westward in an endeavor to reach the Kus- 
kokwim river; -the other party, under 
George H. Eldridge, geologist, was directed 
to travel norfh up the Sushitna in an at- 
tempt to get through to the Yukon. The 
second of these parties I accompanied in 
the capacity of topographer. 


The United States gunboat Wheeling, Ge- | 


tailed for the purpose of carrying the four 
-Fovernmental parties.to Alaska. left Seat- 
tle on April 4th. Each party Was equipped 
with camping outfits, supplies for six 
months and necessary Scientific instru- 
ments. The Wheeling followed the regular 
inside passage from. Seattle to Skaguay, 
where the two Yukon parties disembarked 
on April 10th. She arrived at Tyoonok, 
near the head of Cok inlet, on the 27th of 
April. We unloaded there and prepared 
for real work. 

Besides Mr. Eldridge and myself, 
Were five ‘experienced woodsmen from the 
Vicinity of Lake Superior, chasen as espe- 
cially adapted for the work proposed on ac- 
count of their -long exzerience in packing 
and boating. All were stalwart fellows, 
inured to hard work and travel, and they 
bore themselves well throughout the expe- 
dition. We consumed little time 
paring for our trip, and on May 
made a start up the Sushitna river. 

The étream, by far the ‘argest 
flows into Cook inlet, is of elacial 
and its current extremely swift. 
out its lower course it traverses a heavily 
timbered glacial plain. The siream is di- 
vided into many channels by low sancbars 
and islands, most of which are covered 
during seasons of high water, and it « 
in its waters an immense amount cf silt. 
It is navigable only for canoes and light 
draft boats. We started up about the time 
of the spring flood and our passage 
constantly impeded by trees which 
floating down stream, with iouvots 
branches sweeping everything before them. 
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The swift current was constantly undermin- | 


ing the banks, thereby precipitating 
trees into the river. Great quantities 
also drifted down stream until the 
ter part of May. The water at first 
intensely cold, but we soon became 
tomed to its temperature. 

From May 20th to July ith we were in the 
water every day, wading and pulling 
boats after us. Each of these was :aden 
with from eight hundred to a thousand 
pounds of provisions and supplies. They 
were light and constantly being snagged 
by: the floating trees or by sunken timbers. 
Progress was consequently slow and aiffi- 
cult. On some days We were unable to 
advance more than half a mile, and we es- 
teemed ourseives fortunate on tne 
when we made two or three miles. 
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the mouth of the Sushitna I ran an in- 
Sstrumental line of survey and made plane 
table sketches of the river and surround- 
ing country. Some twenty-five miles’ up 
from its mouth-the Sushitna !s joined by 
the Yentno, a large tributary flowing in 
from the west. At the point of eonjunction 
the Alaska Commercial Company has 
tablished a store.

Af- 
ter waiting fifteen days for the steamer 
Dora we arrived at Juneau, October Ist. 
We waited there five days for the boat 
and arrived at Seattle on the 9th of Octo- 
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Do we eat the right kind of food? Do 
We eat too much or little? Could we 
Obtain the same amount of nutrition for 
less than we pay at present? Is our diet 
Properly varied for muscular and mental 
activity? 

Five. years ago the United States congress 
made an appropriation to these 
questions. By so doing it started an inves- 
tigation of the utmost scientific and practi- 
cal importance. The work has been under 
the direction of Professor W. O. Atwater, 
of Wesleyar college, Middletown, Conn., 
who is now ready to announce some of his 
more notable conelusions. 

Two important aspects in the matter of 
diet are covered by this ‘fnvestigation. 
First, the relation which food bears to phy- 
Sical well-bting. Too much food is in- 
ji rious; so is too little, and s@ts food in 
Which the sustaining elements are not prées- 
eni in the correct proportions. Sir Henry 
Thompson, the noted Ensiish physician, 
Says: 

“Tl have come to the conclusion that more 
mischief in the form of actual disease, of 
impaired vigor and of shortened life ac- 
Crues to civilized man from erroneous hab- 
ite ‘of eating than from the habitual use 
of alcoholic drink, considerable as I know 
that evil to be.’’ 

Secondly, the present investigation touch- 
€s directly upon the vital question of indi- 
vidual economy. Half the income of the 
working man who earns $500 a year goes for 
food. If the income is less the proportion 
Spent for food becomes larger, and it Is 
likely to maintain about the same ratio as 
the income grows. 

The present inquiry is likely to aid In 
the solution of this question by showing 
how the ordinary diet of ordinary people 
May be made more economical, The most 
scOnomical food, of course, is that which 
furnishes the most nutriment for the least 
Cost. 

In order to approach the subject intelli- 
ently it was necessary to obtain a stand- 
ard of nutriment—in other words, to ascer- 
tain what proportions of various food ele- 
Ments are necessary to enable an indi- 
vidual to work or to sustain life. To de- 
termine this standard Professor Atwater 
Gevised a spetial apparatus which he calls 
4 respiration calor!meter. 

A MAN IN A BOX. 

This is simply a big box large enough to 
accommodate a man without discomfort. 
The box is air-tight. No heat or sound 
penetrates the walls. When the subject of

Protein, it may be explained, is the brain, 
blood and muscle building element cf food. 
It forms a large proportion of lean meats, 
cheese and wheat flour. The (ats, perks, 
butter etc., produce fatty tissues and serve 
as fuel. The carbo-hydrates are the, 
starchy and sweet constituents in which the 
cereal foods and sugar are especially rich. 
In the body they are transformed into 
fats and serve as fuel. The accompanying 
chart shows the relative préportion of trese 
elements in various articles of ordinary 
diet. as well as the fuel value of each. 


VALUE OF VARIOUS FOODS. 

Sugar, for example, consists almost en- 
tirely or carbo-hydrates, while pork is near- 
ly as rich in carbon. Butter contains hard- 
ly any protein, but cheese is rich in that 
element. The foods that contain tne gieat- 
est proportion of fats represent che highest 
fuel value. Certain foods, such as oysters, 
fish and meats, include a large proportion 
of refuse, while there is very little waste 
material in the cereals. All these matters

No one kind of food affords a perfect 
diet. Bread and milk and some cthers 
contain all the necessary materials, Sut not 
in the right proportion. To obtain the 
correct amount of. nitrogen and carbon 
from wheat of oatmeal or potatoes requires 
too great consumption of carbo-nydrates.

The proper proportions of the food ele- 
ments may be obtained by various com- 
binations.

Pork 
and beans balance each other well, bes 
cause the former is rich in fat while the 
latter consists almost, entirely of protein 
and carbohydrates. In certain sections of 
the country, among the rural population. 
a staple supper dish is cornmeal mush and 
milk. The users may not know it, but 
this is one of the best proportioned and 
most economical foods it {is possible to 
find. It is eaten because it is cheap, but 
it is well to knew that it is also good. 
While experience has been an accurate 
guide in causing us to adopt certain dish- 
es, it has misled us in regard to others. 
For example, the “hog and hominy” diet 
so general among the poorer classes of the 
south and southwest is ill-balanced and 
deficient in strengthening power. It con- 
tains too little protein and too much fat. 
Trish potatoes offer the opposite objection. 
In endeavoring to learn how nearly the 
diet of people throughout the country con- 
forms to the standard proposed, Professor 
Atwater and his associates have applied 
results of the calorimeter experiments in 
the observations of actual conditions, The 
government experiment stations and scien- 
tific institutions in different parts -of the 
country haev contributed to the work by 
making observations:ig their own sections. 


STUDIED THE DIET OF THE POOR. 

In New York a large number of dietary 
studies were made in the crowded tene- 
ment districts, with the aid of the Cather- 
ine mission, and in Chicago a_ similar 
work was carried on in conjunction with 
Hull house. Other studies were made in 
Maine, Tennessee, New Jersey, Minnesota, 
Missouri and other states. Food chemists 
visited the houses, weighed the food pur- 
chased for the day’s supply and took sam- 
ples of it for analysis.

In the European dietar- 
ies that have been studied, the quantities 
of fat range from one to five ounces per 
day. In America the range is from four to 
sixteen ounces. The quantities of carbo- 
hydrates (starch ang sugar) in the Kuro- 
pean dietaries range from nine to twenty- 
four ounce®, while in the corresponding 
American tests the carbo-hydrates amount- 
ed to from twenty-four to sixty ounces. 
The rejection of so much of the fat meat 
at the markets, and on our plates, is not 
mere wilfulness. Igy is nature’s protest 
against a one-sided and excessive diet. 
PAY TOO MUCH FOR FOOD. 

The third mistake commonly found in 
the selection of our daily food is that it 
is’ not economical. This error jis most 
marked among the_poor classes of the 
great cities, where it Should be least. Over 
and over again it was found in the course 
of studies that poor people buy high-priced 
meats, which they cannot afford, in the 
belief that they are getting the best. In 
this they seldom do get the best cuts of 
meat, and in any case they could obtain 
an equal amount of nutritive materials for 
about half the money if they would buy 
more vegetables and cereals,

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1A TREASURE ISLAND 


NEAR PORTO RICO. 


Was Favorite Haunt of Pirates and 
They are Supposed To Have 
Stored Much Bullion There. 

At the center of the sea of the Antilles, 
at the middle of the passage which sepa- 
rates St. Domingo from Porto Rico, there 
raises itself above the waves a steep rock 
to which the ancient Spanish navigators 
gave the name of ‘‘La Mona,"’ or ‘‘Nonito,” 
the little monkey. Among the saflors of 
the AntiHes, La Mona is always called the 
Island of Pirates, and is thought to con- 
ceal mysterious treasures. 

It is an immense chalky block, seven 
kilometers long and four of five wide. rear- 
ing its summit, flat as a table, to thirty 
or forty metres above the sea, The waves, 
always agitated in these coasts, nuve shap- 
ed this block into a pedestal of pointed 
cNffs, and, except on two or three points, 
where narrow stretches of shore advance, 
the island is almost inaccessible. Ships are 
kept at a distance, as much by the violence 
of the waves as by a chain of rocks which 
surround it and where alone open a few 
passages for small vessels. 

At the southern point of the island an 
enormous rock seems miraculously sus- 
pended from the crest of a cliff. The sail- 
Ors have named it ‘‘Caigo o no Caigo,’’ 
which means ‘‘Shall I fal] or shall’ I not 
fall.” In spite of its perilous position, the 
rock in equilibrium has resisted for many 
ages the attacks of storms and waves. 

But one of the most curious particulars 
of this island, so strange from many points 
of view, is that its chalky mass is through- 
Out pierced by immense caves, innumer- 
able grottoes which ramify in all ways, 
and, having their entrances under the face 
of the cliff, conduct by sinuous passages 
to the very summit of the plateau. The 
érottoes, inhabited by bands of sea birds, 
were but lately, in part, obstructed by gu- 
ano, which has been nearly ail taken away. 

The adventurer intrepid enough to en- 
gage himself in this formidable struggle 
soon finds himself arrested by two very 
unexpected obstacles; in effect, among the 
tangle of plants are hidden swarms of im- 
mense Wasps, which, at the least: rustling, 
precipitate themselves on the intruder, and 
Can by their dangerous stings put his life 
in danger; again, if he escape from these 
guardians of the jungie, he has to brave 
the darts of opuntias, a kind of dwarf cac- 
tus, which in many places stud the earth. 
and the pricks of which, without being as 
dangerous as those of the wasp, are very 
Painful and cause a high fever. 

One can understand that this rocky isle, 
So well defended by the forces of nature, 
may ‘have offered a refuge to the dariug 
filibusters who have been, during many 
centuries, the terror of.the Antilles. After 
having passed by secret. passages in the 
beit of rocks, they sheltes2] thcir vessels 
in'some intricacy of the cliff and estttblish- 
ed themselves in those grottoes which fuim- 
ed impregnable natural fortress>s. 

There no one could reach them, and sup- 
posing that a daring assailant had @ucceed- 
ed in forcing an entrance to their haunt, 
the bandits would fly through the detours 
of the inextricable labyrinth and would 
gain the impenetrable fhicket of the upper 
plateau, where it would be impossible to 
track them. 

Some of these caverns, in the vicinity of 
Cape Caigo, present still the undoubted 
traces of pirates, One of them called Cueva 
Negra—Black Cave—from the thick coat 
of soot which covers the vault, is a vast 
chamber, around which spreads a net- 
work of other chambers and passages. The 
walls of this chamber are sti!l graven with 
Sinister designs, representing gallows sup- 
porting rews of bodies and above which are 
inscribed the names of the victims, names 
where are found represented all the na- 
tions among which these rascals recruited 
their band and which are doubtless those 
of traitors or rebels executed by their com- 
panions, unless they were the unfortunate 
captives sacrificed by these wretches. Some 
cannon balls, still encrusting in the walls 
of the cliff, near the entrance, alsp prove 
that the place was beseiged, without doubt 
by some war vessel sent in pursuit of the 
pirates. 

These grottoes did not serve as places 
of refuge merely; the pirates used them as 
storehouses and kept in them the products 
of their captures. So, when at the close of 
the last century, France and England had 
succeeded in destroying this breed, it was 
thought that the island must contain some 
of the immese treasures which the pirates 
had hidden there ,during many years. 
Searches were made, but the extent of the 
caverns to be gone over Was so great that 
no result was obtained. However, “about 
forty years ago, an American, guided, it 
appears, by a mysterious document, landed 
on the island with a troop of negroes from 
San Domingo and succeeded in unearthing 
in one of the grottoes an iron box contain- 
ing nearly $120,000 in ancient goiden coins 
and jewels, Allured by this resul', an 
American company was formed in 1880 and 
undertook to search methodically while 
taking up the thick bed of guano geposit- 


ed ‘by the sea birds on the floor of the grot- 
toes; but outside of the precious guano, no 
treasure was _gaine G.

such purposes, expends twice this sum. 

For the pleasure of maintaining, a royal 
family, the United Kingdom exacts from 
her taxpayers a sum in the neighborhood 
of $70,000 weekly, or $10,000 a day, not even 
Sundays being excluded. 

The prince of Wales, contrary to general 
belief, does not have the privilege of frank- 
ing his mail, and his stamps, stationery 
and telegrams cost him $5,000 per annum. 

The maids of honor in attendance upon 
Queen Victoria receive an annual allow- 
ance of $2,500, but nearly the entire amount 
is spent in dressmakers’ bills; it is an un- 
written but mandatory regulation of the 
court that the same dress shall not appear 
more than twice in the royal presence.

Briefness in writing for publication is 
mast important and vital. Especially dg this 
so in editorial writing. Some of the best 
of amateur journals are made unattrac- 
tive by the publication of articles that 
are long and tiresome, because of the 
Stringing out of large words with dense 
meanings. Mr. Linden D, Dey, the bright 
editor of The Villa de Laura Times, com- 
ments on this idea in speaking of one of 


his contemporary’s editorials. 

Hie also makes a hit at mud slinging wher 
he says: 

“The editorial department is very ex- 


tended and carefully and well written. The 


main fault evident is his proneness to 
write so in elaboration to cover his conten- 
tions, In noné of his writing does he 
show that ability manifested by pro- 


nounced edftorialists to come to a pointe 
as quickly, briefly and forcibly as possi- 
ble. While his style is easy, his choice of 
words excellent and his ideas generally 
well expressed, his elongation and. painful 
expansion of a thought and his choice of 
subjects offer room for improvement, 

“If he would strive to better his writ- 
ing by elminating some of the surplusage 
of his efforts, which is neither essential nor 
strengthening to his subjects, and would 
devote his time to a discussion of mat- 
ters really pertinent to our welfare, or in 
review of our writings, instead of in per- 
sonal quarrelings by taking every criticism 
aimed at his paper as needful of an exX- 
tended editorial reply—for which he seems 
to have a™marked aptitude—or every action 
of another of no momentary interest or 
importance as necessary of an elaborate 
editorial notice, his work would have more 


of interest and profit to commend it for 
perusal,”’ 
Mr. William P. Buck makes some decid- 


edly good points in his article under the 
apt heading of ‘‘Warning Words to young 
Authors.”’ Mr. Buck's article appears in 
The Scroll for April, and is worthy of re- 
production. 

It is as follows: 

“No author should allow himself to write 
what he would be ashamed to own before 
the world as his own. You should never 
enter the field of literature with the inten- 
tion of writing unclean, .pernicious litera- 
ture. The world is already too full of 
such stuff for its mortal and religious wel- 


fare. There are many writers—not all, 
thank God!—who will write anything, so 
that they are paid for it—miserable, un- 
clean trash which is not fit for any de- 


cent grown person to read, to say nothing 
of the thousands of innocent children whom 
it is sure to lead astray—children who 
otherwise would grow up to be good. hon- 
est, decent men and women. Many who 
are writers of such abominable trash even 


pretend to be Christians, whose work 
should be for uplifting humanity, instead 
of lowering it to destruction. What would 
be the result should: your pastor, for a 


few paltry dolars, preach a sermon ‘calcu- 
lated to lead people from the pathway of 
righteousness and send them on their down- 


ward road to eternal destruction? You 
may say there is too vast a difference be- 
tween a minister and an author to admit 
of such a comparison; but the true au- 
thor’s calling is a sacred one. As God has 
ordained the minister to speak his mes- 
Sage of the gospel of peace to poor, weak, 


erring mortals, even so has He ordained the 


author to send forth his written messige 
for the uplifting of humanity to a higher 
moral and religious standard. Woe unto 
him who, through his noxious writings 
Causes his brother to go astray. But 
should he, through the writing of good, 
moral and religious literature. cause some 
poor sinner to turn to Christ, then great 
will be his reward in heaven. 

“Therefore, young writers. beware! Do 
not think that a pseudonym will protect 
vou, It may shield you from the world, 
but it will not conceal your evil deeds 
from the God of heaven. To Him your 
sins will be Known, and great will be your 
punishment.’

General history was re-commenced on 
Monday and much time has been devoted 
to the Punic wars. The first lesson was at 
the beginning of Roman history and the 
lessons were short ones, so that it might 
not interfere with thé other lessons. On 
Monday the third Punic war will be recited 
and the fall of Carthage and the treachery 
of the Romans will be fully told. The 
boys have watched with great interest 
Hamilcar Barca's fight against the Romans, 
and they ‘have seen his son strike down 
four Roman armies, and his final defeat 
at Zama, and now they will tell how. the 
Romans, by treachery, at last burned Car- 
thage.

Sir George Otto Trevelyan's’ excellent 
work on “The American Revolution’’«seems 
to be setadily growing in favor with the 
American public. Eighteen years ago this 
brilliant author made his debut in lgerary 
circles as the biographer of Charles James 
Fox, the distinguished champion of the 
rights of the American colonies in the Brit- 
ish parliament, and his present work on 
“The American Revolution’ merely contin- 
ues the narrative which he commenced at 
that time. From the standpoint of the 
British commentator the spirit of fairness 
and consideration which he evinces on 
every page of his extraordinary work can- 
not fail to strike one as thoroughly unique; 
but, nevertheless, the suspicion-’irresistibly 
arises that he is influenced more largely 
by the. desire to justify the policy of 
Charles James Fox than by the desire to 
pay homage to the cause of the American 
colonists. Sir George Otto Trevelyan bids 
fair to achieve more permanent success 
in letters than in politics. 


Editor Bayne, of Augusta, wants to see 
the memory of Paul H. Hayne suitably 
honored in stone, and in that happy style 
which belongs to his bright pen, he urges 
upon southerners the duty of showing their 
appreciation of the lamented poet. So pure 
in life and so rich in genius was Paul H. 
Hayne that he undoubtedly deserves some

“Should. any one whose attention has 
been concentrated upon the irreproachable 
Vesture of Mr. James’s work ask. upon 
what its vital qualitfes depend, there ere 
fifty answers. He has not sought the ¢e- 
ward of the market place; he has rejected 
compromises; he has refused to sacr.-fice 
his especial vision of excellence: he has 
served an exacting ideal of art with a pa- 
tience and a strength nothing short pf 
superhuman. How can work done in such 
a spirit fail to be vital? 

“There are two things which the 
of art reward: patience and audacity. And 
the reward of patience is the greater of 
these. Mr. James's work contains an im- 
mense moral lesson for the young artist, 
Since it proves beyond a doubt, indirectly, 
that playing to the gallery means loss of 
power, and. directly, that the consistent 
service of ‘the God of things as they are’ 
is fructifying and profitable-in the highest 
sense, the one safeguard against that dis1s- 
ter of artistic dryness and impotence with 
Which middle life threatens the worker in 
the things of the mind. From forty to 
fifty-five is the time which tests the artist, 
as well as the prophet and the common 
man. Does he grow a little commonplace, 
hard, clay-encrusted? Is the land of his 
youthful dreams a country erased from his 
map of life? Is science more absorbing 
than poetry and his bank account a little 
dearer than either? Then he has taken 
the wrong turning, and is off the track of

art. On the other hand, has he -kept his* 


Vision of good work? Has his insight deep- 
ened and his expression sweetened? Is 
he keener to catch ‘the note, the tick, the 
Strange irregular rhythm of life?’ 

“Mr. James has been 
than thirty years and 
thirty books have come from his pen. 
Unlike the young talents with whom we 
have become so fam liar of late, his first 
work is far from his best. Yet certain 
things were clearly visible in his writings 
from the beginning. 
quiet and elegant, but these qualities strike 
the reader as perhaps existing for their 
Own sake rather than because of their ap- 
propriateness. In ‘Watch and Ward.’ his 
first novel, the style seems an end rather 
than the readiest nteans. Thought and ex- 
pression are not so entirely co-ordained 
as they later become. As for his subject 
matter, he was evidently resolved alwavs 
to see life in its higher aspects: to consider 
its intellectual, aesthetic and its higher so-

Books Reviewed. 
“INDUSTRIAL CUBA.” Study of present 
commercial and industrial conditions, 
with suggestions as to thé opportunities 
presented in the island for American 
capital, enterprise and labor. By Robert 

P. Porter. G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New 

York and London, publishers. 

This important work has not yet ap- 
peared in book form on account of the ex- 
treme care which the author has employed 
in its preparation, but from advance 
Sheets which. have come to hand within 
the past few days enough light in regard 
to its general scope has been received to 
Warrant some attention on the part of the 
reviewer. Mr. Porter enjoys the well-earned 
reputation of being one of the most thor- 
oughly posted writers in the United States 
on political and econom.c subjects and 
whatever comes from his pen bearing upon 
his special lines of work forcibly com- 
mends itself to practical business .men_§ in 
both sections. Some time ago Mr. Porter 
Visited Cuba ip the ecapacity of special 
commissioner from the United States gov- 
ernment charged with the duty of inspect- 
ing the conditions: on the island and of re- 
porting in regard thereto. Hence the in- 
formation which he sets forth in the pub- 
lication under review bears the stamp of 
official import. First, Mr. Porter discusses 
the sentiments of the Cubans in matters 
political. He states that three © principal 
factions exist on -the island, viz: advo- 
cates of independent self-government, ad- 
vocates of partial self-government with 
American guardianship, and advocates of 
annexation, but he states that the ex- 
pressed desires of the people of the island, 
in army circles as well as in commerc.al 
and business circles, are overwheimingly 
in -favor of annexation and that if the 
United States government sees fit to bring 
Cuba under the permanent protection of 
the stars and stripes no serious opposition 
in regard thereto will be offered on the 
part of the people of the island. But 
apart from the considerations above “nen- 
tioned Mr. Porter states on the authority 
of Senor Fran Figueras, one of the most 
influential citizens of the island, that the 
Cubans are so ill prepared at present to 
assume the obligations of independent self- 
government that disastrous results would 
inevitably follow the experiment, involving 


‘both the tobacco and the sugar industries. 


Soméwhat more conservative in tone, Fut 
scarcely less suggestive of the wisdom of 
annexation are the views which Mr. Porter 
from Senor Adolfo Munoz, This 
distinguished representative of the fsland 
is crediteqd with expressing himself thus: 

“The liberty which Cuba, with the aid 
of the United States, has now achieved 
will enable her to frame an entirely new 
tariff. This work, which must be done 
in accordance with other financial laws, 
will prove to be a rather easy task, be- 
cause the commercial relations petween 
Cuba and the United States\are naturally 
beneficial to both countries. Perhaps the 
best arrangement, both on commercial and 
political grounds, would be to convert these 
relations into a coastwise trade, so that 
the productions of either country should be 
admitted free of duty in the other; pro- 
vided that the question of the United States 
sugar industry could be settled by means 
of some compensation or otherwise. Cuba 
expects to be placed, in what respects cus- 
tom duties, on the same footing as Porto 


Rico; as it is necessary to save her sugar 4 


industry from its present depression and 
ig 

Still another resident of the island whom 
Me. Porter interviewed at some length was 
Marquis de Apezteguia, who discussed the 
situation from the standpoint of one whose 
sympathies were more largely with Spain 
than with Cuba, but whose ideas were 
nevertheless of sufficient value to throw 
light on the subjg¢ct. Mr. Porter quotes 
Marquis de Apezteguia thus: 

“In my belief, the issue is imposed and 
inevitable: Cuba has to be American terri- 
tory, and cannot be anything else, with 
restringent or lax ties uniting it; but in 
the exterior life it will have to be Ameri- 
ean. You have no laws so far that can 
be established here; the new political right 
will have to be create@ because of the 
way in which you acquired the island. You 
cannot govern it until you give it those 
things which have been assured it. You 
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have acquired responsibilities 
are not at liberty to throw: away and go 
back on; that is your position toward 
Cuba and toward the world, and therefore 
toward yourself. The American people 
must not feel that they are making of Cuba 
a business, but a necessity, to be main- 
tained by force if necessary until evolution 
can be accomplished. 

“Since we see the problem is one with an 
imposed ultimate solution, thé easiest way 
is to continue the same action that brought 
the island. You need, as a guarantee to 
yourself, and to the Cubans not in arms

If this is not 
done, guerilla warfare will have the ad- 
vantage and it will be the same as when the 
island was occupied by the Spanish forces:

From still another point of view Mr.. Por- 
ter quoted Major General M. C. Butler. 
one of the members of the Cuban evacua- 
tion commission, to this effect: 

‘ The army of the United States is here 
to guarantee public order and enforce cbedi- 
ence to law. Its use will be controlled very 
largely by the conduct of the people them- 
selves. If they uphold the law end tnsure 
public tranquility, jf each will respect the 
rights and persons of the other, there will 
be no occasion for interference by American 
troops. . And you may take my word for it, 
they will not interfere with t'.e people in 
their peaceful vocations, if the conditions I 
have suggested prevail. 

“The officers-and soldiers on duty in the 
island of Cuba are American citiz2ns as well 
as American soldiers, accustomed io ren- 
dering loyal obedience to law: and. they will 
not abandon on this island their devotion 
to the principles of American liberty regu- 
lated by law. I, therefore, repeat that the 
people of Cuba may safely trust the officers 
and soldiers of the United States to estab- 
lish and maintain the principles of eovern- 
ment as set forth in our Constitution and 
laws, which mean freedom, not iicentious- 
ness, and equality before the law for all. 

“We have no such thing as ‘one man pcw- 
er’ in the United States, and cannot so far 
depart from our devotion to popular liber- 
tv‘as to tolerate it here. So say. if the 
people of Cuba (T include in the word ‘pco- 
ple’ all classes and conditions) will await 
with patience and resolution rclf> e¢stiblish- 
ment of good government, honestly and im- 
partially administered, a brilliant fiivre is 
in store for them. If. on the contcary, bick- 
erings among themselves, unreasonable 
complaints, and demands in disregard of the 
rights of persons and property should lead 
to bloodshed and breaches of the peace and 
the disturbance of public order and tran- 
quility, as they most surely will, the day of 
their deliverance will be indefinitely de- 
ferred. 

“You ask me whether I think the ne rple of 
the island of Cuba capable cf self-scvern- 
ment. This is a very difficult question to 
answer. TI may however. say that IT have no 
sympathy with the harsh anl unjust judg- 
ments of those who condemn them without 
a hearing and settle in advance a problem 
which requires time for solution. 

“Officially IT have no opinton to exnress as 
to the status of such a commonwealth, for 
that is a question to he settled by the peo- 
nle themselves in their agcgregate eunacity, 
but personally T should like to see Muba a 
state in the American union, onfoving fll 
the rights of Jocal autonomy and self. gov- 
ernment on terms of equalitv with the cther 
commonwealths of the Tnited States. fhe 
would then have liberty, regulated: by ‘a 
written constitution. where the militorv is 
subordinate to the civil power, ard where 
each of the three creat co-ordinate branches 
of the government—legisla‘ive, executive 
and judicial—execute the will of the peonle.”’ 

Mr. Porter discusses other nhazes of the 
situation in Cuba, but especial interest at- 
taches at present to the future of Crihba in 
political respects, and other phases of the 
situation on that island need not be. re- 
viewed now.

Mr. Tompkins certainly deserves. the 
warm gratitude of southerners for the pa- 
triotic enterprise which has prompted him 
to produce this important work. Nothing 
more timely in character has appeared in 
vears, and beneficent practical results can- 
not fail to accrue theréfrom. Since the late 
war between the states, cotton mills have 
sprung up in every part of this section, but, 
on account of adverse domestic conditions, 
we have been obliged to import cotton mill 
superintendents from New England. Of 
course we have managed under this rather 
awkward arrangement to achieve some 
progress, but experience and common sense 
have both taught us that if we expect to 
realize the full measMre of our industrial 
possibilities we must rely not upon New 
England, but upon ourselves. In order to 
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secure self-reliance and to raise up cotton ° 


mill superintendents from our own ranks, 
we have lately commenced to build textile 
in different parts of this section, 
and we are justified in believing from the 
which we have so far’ ex- 
perienced in this direction that we shat 
soon be able to wrest from New England 
the laurels which she has so long worn. 
Especially opportune, in view of the nature 
of recent developments in this section, is 
the publication of ‘Cotton Mill Processes 
and Calculations;’ and while this splendid 
work is designed chiefly to meet the de- 
mands of teatile schools, it may also prove 
of paramount service to every one inter- 
ested, either directly or indirectly, in the 
manufacture of cotton. Mr. Tompkins 
writes from the standpoint of one who 
thoroughly understands the topics which 
he undertakes to discuss, and not from the 
mercenary impulse of one who merely 
wants to make money out of the pockets 
of the people. Comparisons are usually in- 
but few men have figured with 
prominence than Mr. Tompkins 
in. the ranks of southern industrial life 
during the _past generation, or identified 
themselves more closely with substantial 
movements looking toward the develop- 
ment of this section in material things. 
Engineer and contractorygby profession, 
this wide-awake man of Affairs has erect- 
ed cotton mills in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and other states, be- 
sides also putting up cotton seed oil mills, 
fertilizer works and sulphuric acid cham- 
bers in many different localities. When 
the New England manufacturers of cotton 
met in Atlanta several years ago Mr. 
Tompkins was invited, on account of his 
intimate acquaintance with cotton indus- 
trial interests, to address that body of 
astute capitalists. Of course he accepted 
invitation; and such was the ability 
with which he met the demands of the 
woecasion on appearing before that body,that 
he sticceeded in convincing many of his 
hearers that the logical place for the manu- 
facture of cotton was that section where 
cotton grows. Thus equipped for the task 
of giving instruction on textile subjects, 
Mr. Tompkins can safely offer to the pub- 
lic this excellent work without incurring 
the charge of presumption. Other works 
of like character have been in existence 
for some time; but most of them merely 
rehashes of old English works, and are 
wholly without original merit. Thorough- 
ly up to date in every sense of the term, 
“Cotton Mill Procéssess and Calculations’”’ 
Undoubtedly strong claims to 
pupular favor, and no“prophetic powers are 
required to predict that this excellent work 
will speedily meet with adoption in south- 
ern textile schools. 
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“Tl, THOU AND THE OTHER ONE.” By 
Amelia E. Barr. Dodd, Mead & Co., New 
York, publishers. 

We are not specially pleased with the 
title which the publication under review 
bears, because we feel that the author has 
christened one of the best of her recent 
literary productions with one of the most 
commonplace names which she could p9%s- 
sibly find without putting herself to some 
inconvenience. Except for the fact that the 
work comes from the pen of Miss Barr, 
whose brilliant literary gifts are widely 
recognized on both sidles of the water, one 
might infer from the title that the work 
belonged to that popular class of fiction 
which is usually designated trash. But 
our criticism ends here. Of the work itself 
we cannot speak in 4erms cordial enough. 
Into every detail of the story Miss Barr 
has infused the charm of her delightful 
individuality of style; and from the first 
Sentence to the laSt paragraph she has 
made the story .replete with extraordinary 
interest. Life in’ England during the eariy 
part of the present century, when Lord 
John .Russell’s celebrated reform bill was 
uppermost in the public mind, furnishes tihe 
incidents wpon which the story is 
and included among the 
figure in the dramatis personae are’ some 
of the principal statesmen of the time. 
Though abounding in pteturesque complica- 
tions the work is entirely destitute of sen- 
Ssationalism in the extravagant use of that 
term; and there is nothing whatever to 
mar the wholesome beauty of the love affair 
which the story unfolds.

Stevenson’s Criticism of Poe. 
From The New York Home Journal. 
Between 1874 and 1875 Robert Louis 
venson was a frequent contributor to the 
Academy. In one of his contributions, late- 
ly reprinted by that .paper, he talked about 
the prose work, particularly the stories, of 
Edgar Allen Poe. Although Stevenson re-

ferred to a certain consanguinity of genius, 


between Poe and “his far greater and better 
compatriot, Hawthorne,” his attitude, on 
the whole, was frankly not a sympathetic 
one. He wrote: ; 

“Tt cannot find it. in my heart to like 
either his portrait or his character; and, 
though it is possible that we see him more 
or less refracted through the strange medi- 
um of his works, yet I do fancy that we can 
detect, alike in these, in his portrait, and in 
the facts of his life as now most favorably 
told, a certain jarring note, a taint of 
something that we not care to dwell 
upon or find a name for.
